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The Assembly met for its Second Session at 11-30 a.m. on Monday, the [6th 
October 1950, in the Legislative Chamber. : 
Address by His Highness the Rajpramukh 


His Highness the Rajpramukh having arrived in the Chamber in procession 
with the Speaker, Deputy Speaker, the Seceretary to the Assembly and His 
Highness’s personal staff, occupied the Speaker’s Chair on the Dais. The Speaker 
was seated to the left of His Highness. 


His Highness the Rajpramukh: Hon'ble Members of the Legislature, 

With sincere pleasure I welcome you all to the Second Session of the 
Assembly after the inauguration of the Republic of India. 

2, It is just over three years since India gained her independence and 
yet in this short period, she has made rapid progress socially, economically and 
politically and has achievements. to her credit. which will go down to history. 
Today, she is a strong well-knit political entity and a welcome partner among the 
Nations of the World. But we are by no means out of the woods. The shortage 
of foodstuffs and other necessaries of life, limited availability of foreign exchange, 
scarcity of machinery and raw materials and the subversive activities of militant 
elements still retard the development of our national and economic life. The tasks 
shedd are dificult and call for resolute action and great endurance on our part. 
Happily, the country’s destinies are in the hands of men of the highest ability of 
whom any nation should be proud. We may confidently hope that, under their 
wise counsel and guidance, India will not only develop internally on all fronts, but 
will play an important role in the establishment of lasting peace in the world still 
tortured by the prospect of ideological and atomic wars. 

LEGISLATIVE MEASURES 
: 3. Since the last meeting of the House, an important legislative measure, the 
Travancore Temple Entry (Extension of Application) Ordinance, IX of 1950, was 
promulgated by me to remove the disabilities imposed by law, custom or usage oa 
certain classes of Hindus. My Government have a rather heavy Legislative 
programme for the present Session and the Bills, which they have decided to intro- 
duce for your consideration, among others, are: 

Revenue Recovery Bill; Revenue Enquiries and Summons Bill; Treasure 
Trove Bill ; Public Accountants Bill; Easements Bill; Government Land Assign- 
ment Bill; Land Conservancy Bill; Police Bill; Places of Public Resort Bill; 
Local Authorities Entertainment Tax Bill; Local Authorities Loans Bill; Hindu 
Religious Institutions (Amendment) Bill; Temple Entry (Removal of Disabilities) 
Bill; Forest Bill; Fisheries Bill; Suppression of Immoral Traffic Bill; Hackney 
Carriage Bill; Co-operative Societies Bill ; and Land Improvement Bill. 
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GENERAL ELECTIONS 


4, My Government have made satisfactory progress in regard to the holding 
of elections under the new Constitution. Proposals have been formu'ated for the 
delimitation of constituencies for the House of the People and fcr the Legislative 
Assembly and they are now under the scrutiny -of the Parliamentary Sub- 
Committee. The enumeration of voters has been completed while the printing and 
publishing of preliminary electoral rolls on the basis of adult franchise 1s expected 
to be completed in a month. There is a full-time officer with jurisdiction over the 
entire State as Chief Electoral Officer for supervision, guidance and control of the 
elections, and we hope to be ready to conduct the elections in time. 


FOOD POSITION 


5, As you are all aware, the prevailing shortage of food stuffs in the country 
continues to be the most pressing problem of the day. In our own State, it 
assumed a serious aspect in August last, when the stocks ran short and became in- 
sufficient even to meet the monthly requirements. My Government took steps to 
meet the crisis by tightening up procurement, cbtaining paddy from rich landlords 
ona loan basis and by unearthing hoarded stocks. They are fully alive to the 
hardship which a deterioration in the stock position will cause to the general public 
and are taking all possible steps to prevent the recurrence of such a short crisis inthe 
future. They have now appointed in each taluk in the Travancore area a separate 
full-time Tahsildar with the necessary staff to attend exclusively to procurement and 
distribution. They have also decided'to establish Government depots in the place 
of private wholesalers in foodgrains and have already made a beginning in some of 
the centres in the State. © 

Controls and rationing are irksome and are at best only temporary expedients 
for meeting the prevailing shortage. My Government are, therefore, forging ahead 
with their programme of food production. Work has progressed satisfactorily on 
the Peechi Irrigation project, the Chalakudi project and the Permchani_ scheme. 
Investigation has been completed in respect of the Bhoothathan project and 
Vadekkancheri river valley project, while the investigation of the Neyyar project and 
the Vembanad, lake project has been taken up. Besides, my Government have 
taken up vigorously the programme of providing lft irrigation facilities and have 
sanctioned as many as 17 schemes at a cost of Rs. 15°00 lakhs for execution in 

1950-51. They are arranging for the speedy execution of a number of works such 
as tanks, wells and canals and have taken up a scheme for the multiplication of 
improved seeds. They have programmed to bring under cultivation new lands in 
the current year. 

AGRICULTURE 


6. With a view to bringing about an immediate increase in the production of 
paddy, a scheme for intensive cultivation has been taken up. An area of 2,70,000 
actes has been.selected in South Travancore, Onattukara, Kuttanad, Alwaye and 
Trichur for intensive manuring. This measure together with the use of improved 
seeds and the adoption of effective methods for plant protection ‘is expected to step 
up the production of paddy. Besides, an intensive drive for compost production by 
converting al] waste into valuable manure has been undertaken, and over a thousand 
teachers have been given training to'do propaganda work in the villages for compost 
production. 

BACKWARD COMMUNITIES 


7. My Government are continuing to devote special -attention for the armeli- 
oration of the backward communities. They areé assigning lands to them on an 
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extensive scale and have embarked on a scheme costing over rupees one and a half 
lakhs for the construction of about 800 houses in the current year for their occupa 
tion. Steps are being taken to organise on a co-operative basis the cottage imdus- 
tries on which the families of these communities are generally engaged. My 
Covernment are giving free education to the students of backward communities an 
have adopied a liberal policy in the’ matter of granting other educational concessions 
tothem. It has been decided to appoint suitable candidates from these communities 
to higher posts to secure adequate representation in the higher ranks of the Govarn- 
ment service and to exclude them from retrenchment measures. 


MEDICAL AND PUBLIC HEALTH 


. My Government are fully alive to the necessity for the protection of the 
health of the people, for the prevention of the occurrence of epidemics, and for the 
provision of medical relief by encouraging both modern. and indigenous systems. 
They have arranged for the provision of midwitery service on a much larger scale, 
and have revived the scheme for free distribution of milk. They propose to start 
a first class T. B. clinic at Trivandrum with the assistanc: of the World Health 
Organisation and the Government of India and will open shortly the T. B. Sanatorium 
at Mulakunnathukavu and the T. B. Clinic at Palluruthy. ‘They have appointed a 
Committee for the formulation of ascheme for the establishment of dispensaries in 
the State and have sanctioned the formation of Boards of Honorary Visitors to 
Hospital in certain important places in order to give an opportunity to the public to 
corre in contact with the administration of medical institutions and to make sugges- 
tions for their improvement. The University of Travancore-Cochin has instituted 
a Faculty of Ayurveda. 

HOUSING OF THE POOR . 

9, Realising the importance of the problem of housing for the poor, my Gov- 
ernment are anxious to provide houses particularly for the rural agricultural labourers, 
fishermen in coastal areas, municipal menials and industrial labourers. They have 
constituted a Housing Board to deal with the problem on a systematic basis. The 
responsibility for working out the scheme will be entrusted to Cc-operative Societies, 
wherever possible, particularly in the case of housing for agricultural labourers and 
fishermen. A scheme for re-building huts in the flood affected areas in the Pulin- 
kunnu Pakuthy has been sanctioned as an experimental measure and after assessing 
its success there, it will be extended to other needy areas. 


EDUCATION 


10. In the field of education also, my Government are evincing keen interest>. 
The College for Women, the C. M. S. College at Kottayam and the Scott Christian 
College, Nagercoil, have been raised to First Grade Colleges, and two new Colleges 
have been opened one at Pandalam and the other at Palai, while the number of seats 
in the Engineering College for the Degree Course has been raised from 50 to 100. 
My Government have decided that the Adult Education activities which are at pre- 
sent carried on by various organisations, should be brought under the direct super- 
vision and control of a single authority and have accordingly appointed the Director 
of Public Instruction as the Adult Education Authority for the whole State. They 
have also constituted an Adult Education Board for implementation of the Adult 
Education Scheme. They have taken an important step towards the introduction of 
Basic Education by opening a Basic Training School at Cherpuand are collecting pre- 
liminary data for extending the scheme of compulsory primary education to Shencottah 
and-Chittur Taluks. The sad lot of teachers in many private Secondary Schools 
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has come to the notice of my Government and certain important steps have been 
taken to improve their lot. 


INDUSTRIES 


11. The policy of my Government has always been to encourage the industri- 
alisation of the State. They have constituted a Planning Board to evolve suitable 
plans in this regard in collaboration with the Planning Commission of the Govern. 
ment of India, and also a Cottage Industries Committee to advise on the ways and 
means of developing cottage industries. In collaboration with the Government of 
India, proposals have been finalised for the establishment of a factory at Alwaye for 
processing monazite. My Government have agreed to render financial assistance 
for the establishment of a factory for the manufacture of House Service meters and 
for the establishment of a caustic soda plant at Alwaye asa feeder to the Monazite 
factory, 


CO-OPERATION 


12. In our State the coir industry is the main source of livelihood to a sub- 
stantial portion of the coastal population, To eliminate middle men and to assure 
the labourers employed in this indusiry a living wage, my Government have spon- 
sored a scheme for the centralisation of the industry and for its administration 
through twenty-three units each under the control of a Co-operative Society. With 
a view to providing pure milk to the urban population, a Co-operative Milk Supply 
Scheme has been launched. The Co-operative College, run by the Travancore Co- 
operative Institute, has started a course of study on commercial subjects under the 
Government of India Technical Institutes’ Scheme. 


FISHERIES 


13. My Government are aware of the difficulties which the fisherfolk are ex- 
periencing in getting timber for boats and catamarans, yarn for nets, and 
salt for curing purposes, and are taking adequate steps to remove these 
difficulties. They have constituted a Committee for the formulation of 
schemes for development of the fishing industry in the State. As 
part of the Grow More Food Campaign, they propose to take up a 
number of schemes such as Estuarine Fish Culture and maintenance of seed farm at 
Ayiramthengu for supply of Fry and Fingerlings to private owners; expansion of 
the stocking ponds at Ayiramthengu; paddy-cum-fish culture at the Kayamkulam 
lake ; deep-sea fishing with power vessel; model fish curing yard for the efficient 
and hygienic curing and distribution of fish ; fish stocking of the Hydro-Electric 
Reservoir in the High Ranges with Mirror carps from the Nilgris ; improvement of 
Narakkal fish farm and starting of a new farm at Poyyayil; and construction of an 
ice plant for the preservation and transport of fish, 


ELECTRICITY ~ 


14, The extension of electric lines into the various parts of the State and the 
Capital schemes for raising more hydro-electric power are going on according to 
programme. As a step towards the popularisation of the use of electricity, my 
Government have sanctioned a scheme of “assisted electric supply” under which the 
consumer mav have a minimum of lights in his house and pay the capital cost in ~ 

ve years, The scheme also provides for the Government themselves meeting the 
service connection charges and for the collection of rental from the consumer for the 
service line, 
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COMMUNICATIONS 

15, My Government are equally active in the development of communi- 
cations. They have approved a programme for the special surfacing of roads 
according to which they have sanctioned the conversion of about 19 miles of the 
Main Central Road between Mulakuzha and Ettumanur to dust-proof road. Similar 
dust-proof surfacing of congested areas on Main Trunk Roads from Vadakkancherri 
to Trivandrum has also been programmed, A Special Officer has been appointed to 
take a census of the existing village and ryots’ roads and‘other minor roads opened 
by ryots but not yet taken over by them. Three important major bridges at Chavara, 
Kollakadavu and Mallapally are in progress, and work is about to commence on a 
major bridge across the Meenachil river at Palai while plans for a bridge across the 
right arm of Periyar have been forwarded to the Government of India for a grant 
under the National Highways Scheme. The Government of India have taken over 
the responsibility of maintaining the West Coast Road from Cape Comorin to 
Kalissery frontier via Trivandrum, Cochin and Trichur and the roads from Trichur 
and Nagercoil to frontier, amounting to 282 miles in all, > 

The Government of India have sanctioned the engineering and traffic survey of 
the proposed Quilon-Ernakulam Railway. The Chief Engineer and the Cheif Traffic 
Manager of the South Indian Railway have completed a reconnaisance of the area, . 
and the survey work has started. 

WATER SUPPLY 

16. The scheme for providing water supply to coastal regions is in progress, 
One more tube-well has been completed and another is in progress. 
Equipments for carrying out this work on a larger scale have been already ordered. 
Work for extending water supply in the Vypeen area has been sanctioned and pipe 
laying commenced, while schemes for water supply to the village of Muttam and 
villages between Nagercoil and Mukkada have also been started. 

VILLAGE PANCHAYATS 

17. The Panchayat Department continues to bestow its attention on the 
various ameliorative measures for the betterment of village life, such as improve- 
ments to roads, construction of village halls, sinking of wells, construction of latrines, 
opening of child welfare centres and libraries and provision of irrigation facilities. 
Delimitation Committees have been constituted for fixing the boundaries of the 
Panchayats to be constituted under the new Act and the new Panchayats are expected 
to come into being soon. ‘ 

FINANCE 

18. Itis a matter for gratification that my Government have almost liquidated 
the debt due to the Government of India on account of food supplies partly by 
adjusting the amount due to us on account of the Central Share of the current 
liabilities and public debt and partly by cash payment in instalments. Pending 
finalisation of the figures, the Gevernment of India are now paying a sum of 
Rs. 70°00 lakhs every quarter towards the net loss sustained by us asa result of 
the integration of the federal finances of the State with those of the rest of India, 


It is yet difficult to forecast how the financial position will turn out to ke in the 
i but there is little doubt that} we should carefully husband our 


coming years, 
resources and exercise utmost economy in expenditure. 


CONCLUDING REMARKS 
19. The brief survey I have made will show that my Government are making 
steady progress in several directions, particularly in the expansion of nation- 
building services. The New Constitution has set high ideals before us, and we 
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have still a long way to go to achieve those ideals and to ensure a reasonable 
standard of living to one and all. There is no short-cut to reach the cherished 
geal except by hard and sustained work by all sections of the people Let us 
tread humbly but resolutely, unmindful of obstacles or difficulties, the path of 
common good. 

Before I close, I feel it my duty to express my sense of appreciation and 
gratefulness to you and to the members of the public for the valuable and willing 
co-operation extended in the maintenance of law and order and in the implement. 
ation of other Governmental activities.

Motion on Address by His Highness the Rajpramukh 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi:. Mr. Speaker, I feel all the trepidation of a 
schocl boy going for the examination. I am asked to tread the new ground of 
moving this motion. When I looked up the Hansard I found that this privilege is 
usually being accorded to a new member, a young member of the House, because 
when a senior member is in charge of the motion, the young member does not get 
an occasion to speak and he becomes a traditional backbencher, The irony of the 
situation is, barring two or-three veterans like my friend Mr. Thariath Kunjithon- 
men, Mr. M. Govindan or Mr. Eachara Menon, there are very few who can contest 
the ground with me in the matter of legislative experience. Wisely perhaps it has 
been chosen that we should depart from the practice of the Mother of Parliaments of 
asking an immature member because on the ground of immaturity he is very near 
maturity, That is a psychological process, and that is perhaps why I have been given 
this honour of moving this motion. ; 


If I were to adhere to the traditional practice of the House of Commons, the 
mover is exvec‘ed to talk irrelevantly a lot about himself and his constituency. At 
the risk of departing from that convention | proceed. I am going to be matter of 
fect and in moving this motion [ do not want to make this motion controversial. 
T do not think there is anything controversial in the Address of His Highness the 
Rajpramukh, The Rajpramukh has given us a summary of the activities in which 
Government are engaged, I do not want to spoil the effect of the noble address by 
trying to paraphrase it or adding to it in any manner. The game is yet to be. We

His Highness the Rajpramukh has referred in his speech to the food position 
in this State and to the crisis that arose in last August. Amendmen's have been 
moved about this and much emphasis has been laid in all these amendments to the 
food policy of this State. The supply of food and other essential necessaries of life 
is aburning problem, a most burning problem. It is for this House to consider 
whether the policy of production, procurement and distribution of food in this State 
is administered in a way conducive to the happiness and prosperity of the people 
of the State. Fortunately or unfortunately we are a ward under the Central Gove 
ernment who is cur guardian. The period of guardianship may perhaps terminate 
at the expiration of ten years but it may extend even to an indefinite date. That 
depends upon the circumstances that would exist at that time. During these years 
we are a ward who always knock at the gates of Delhi as a suppliant for getting all 
our needs, with a beggar’s bow! in our hands begsing for the crumbs that fall from 
the rich table of the Provinces that are close to Delhi, Even during the recent 
months we purchased 3,500 tons of food grains from Madhya Bharat. The stock 
which was hoarded up and unused and unfit for consumption was sold at an enor- 
mous cost of 16 lakhs of rupees. It is only because we are not able to assert 
ourselves and tell the Central Government that we want rice and not this bad. stuff 
which is of no use to us. that we are forced to take it. The stuff which they gave 
us contained only 1,000 tons of-rice which. was in their godowns for more than 2 
years and along with that 2,500 tons of other grains which we do not consume, 
This purchase of’ articles which other governments do not want has to be con 
demned. That shows the utter callousness of the Central Government towards this 
State and the helplessness of our State and our Government to assert ourselves an 
procure the things necessary for oursélves as a mattér of right and not of grece. I wish 
that this Government will stand up to the Central Government and Sindhi and 
Karachi statesmen and say that though Travanco-e-Cochin is distant from Delhi 
we can make ourselves felt in Delhi. It was an obligation, a contractual obligation, 
because of the enormous revenues which they are carrying away from our State, 
It is not a matter of grace or of subvention that they are givi g. Jt may be in the 
form of a grent or food subsidy—whatever it be—it is a matter: of right and not 
grace that we have to beg at their doors. oe , 
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This policy of procurement that is being pursued would only be killing the 
goose that laid the golden eggs. Procurement is so rigid and the rules and_control 
orders have no humane touch. These orders were hatched secretly in the Law Se~ 
cretariat of this Government, which is presumed to be the repository of all egal 
lore. The people who are responsible for these rigid rules do not come into contact 
with the ordinary cultivator and the poor labourer and they have not to face the 
problems that ccnfrént the poor people. ‘That is why in the Secretariat they sit 
and hatch these rules and let them lose on the people who suffer. There is a legion 
of officers, a legion literally, and if only the people could be saved frem this legion 
they would be saved. Why pay fabulous sums to Madhya Bharat and Uttar Pradesh? 
Should not this legion of officers be abolished? Then a small sum could be given 
to the cuitivators so thet there might he an incentive to production. Cannot six 
pies be given per para more so that the poor agriculturists and the poor labourers 
will be benefited > ; 

The sanctity of the home is violated by these control orders. It is said that 
the home is the castle of an individual. It is there that he feels security, security 
of life, person and property. But now that is sought to be violated in the name of 
procurement, in the name of the powers conferred by these orders on the control 
authorities. By a system of loan the cultivator is asked to part with his produce. 
This again is fixed arbitrarily at the sweet will and pleasure of the control officer on 
what is call-d the excess basis. One fine morning the control officer informs him 
thet there is hoarded paddy in his house. He comes with armed police, with drawn 
swords, Whether it is paddy for cultivation or seed paddy or his ration only, the 
control officer draws out the whole lot leaving the family starving and making them 
purchase in the b’ack market. There are many such instances. There is no incen- 
tive for the cultivator to produce. With the vitality that has been sacked by these 
control orders how could you expect the Jabourer to work and the producer to pro- 
duce so that the consumer may eat? We are in a vicious circle. ‘There will not 
be enough food even according to the ration which the Government is prepared to 
grant to eke out his maintenance, and the vitality of the worker would be sucked, 
These orders automatically work against the producer. The vitality of the people 
is so much sapped that famine conditions are now prevailing in Travancore which 
may be followed by pestilence. and swarms of people may die so that there will be 
no necessity of limitation of family. The whole thing will adjust itself by natural 
causes, . 


Sir, from the topmost Civil Supplies Commissioner down to the lowest 
Proverthicar, there is no human touch; Consider the huge number of officers 
engaged in procurement work. Consider the huge wastage in the salaries that 
are now spent on that account. If a portion of these establishment charges had been 
granted to the poor cultivators as benus or by a free gift of manure or by expert 
advice, they would have thanked this Government and might be able to produce 
more, On the other hand, we find that no officer who has ever entered this depart- 
ment would like to be transferred from his post. No proverthicar, no Accountant, 
would like to get himself transferred from the pakuthi where he functions as pur- 
chasing officer. Has any officer, whether Proverthicar or Accountant, actually 
cared to know about shortage or shrinkage that has happened in connection with 
procurement? Have they noted the profit and loss out of this'scheme of procure- 
ment? Again I ask out of the concessions offered by Government or allowances 
that are made over towards transport, loading and other miscellaneous charges, have 
the officers in the lower ranks accounted for that? “Have all such charges ever been 
scrutinised? Is there any form of account maintained to say that such and such 
‘W shrinkage, such and-such is the excess para of paddy collected by the officers. of 
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the department? Has the proverthicar ever submitted that out of the Rs. 20 allotted 
to him for transport only so much has bzen spent and how much of that goes to 
waste? Well, where do all these go? I ask, whether. that does not show the in. 
efficiency of the controlling officers down f.om the Commissioner, Civil Supplies, 
] am of opinion that the Commissioner is more a machinery than a realist. He 
would like to hang on his subordinate officers and never care for the interests. and 
rights of the tiller of the soil. He is only dealing with people who have no know. 
ledge of the conditions of the cultivator. He never mingles with the ordinary 
peasant to understand his lot. He never cafes to understand the manner and 
method employed by the ryot in the matter of wages to labourers and various other 
services done by them in many parts of the State, IJtis such officers who control 
the Food Department, without any kindness whatever but wih all. rigidity in the 
matter of application of rules; it has become impossible for the cultivator to exareise 
his legitimate right in the manner he ought to. 


Ag my time is up, I would like to go on to the last part of my amendment 
which deals with integration of services in the State. I may nct be misunderstood 
when I say that there is sufficient discontent amongst the public servants as a result 
of the integration of services between the personnel of Travancore-Cochin State. 
It is not in any complaining mood that | make this statement but with a view to 


voice the feelings of the Civil Services of Travancore. It is necessary at this stage - 


when we are running party system of Government to have a contented civil service 
who would be the backbone of this administration. Sir, parties may come and go, 
but it is the civil services that ought to be contented and be the steel frame of de. 
mocracy. Real work has to be carried on efficiently wich their aid. I understand 
that in the matter of integration of services two experts were got down from outside 
and their advice is not available to this House for discussion. It seems to bea 
departmental matter and is being dealt with on that level. It is a matter of common 
knowledge that the Cochin Government stole a march over the Travancore Govern 
ment just before integration. Confirmation in services was done by Cochin Govern- 
ment prior to integration knowing full well that such a thing is to take place, so 
much so, their officers get a definite rank whatever be the grade of salary attending 
on the posts. By such an act on the part of Cochin Government, the officers who 
have put in longer service in Travancore Government and who were not confirmed 
stand to lose a great deal in the rank of their services. That is what it has come to, 
Such a state of affair. has been brought about because of the Travancore Government 
not effecting confirmations before integration, What is the proportion in offices of various 
grades that Cochin had at the time of integration is not known. The integrated 
Government does not find its way to give any details connected with this. Still 
integration is being effected. The principle on which such a thing has taken place 
is not made known, The result is there is serious inequality in the two services 
The plot that was practised by the Cochin Government just prior to integration has 
to be made known. According tothe proportion of officers that are now proposed to 
be accepted for integration by the integrated State in that scheme of things, Travan- 
core portion will be nowhere in the picture. Same is the case in the higher grades 
of Travancore service. Therefore I am of the view that an independent Tribunel 
‘should be set up to look into this grave matter and see where a fraud has been 
practised and whether that fraud could not be set aside. I understand that in thé 
Buch Committee some: principle has been stated about integration of ‘small 
States. Whatever may be the State, the principle on which integration is to 
be effected has to remain fixed.. When I ‘said ‘small’ 1 mean both in size and 
:population and as such’ the officers in the same denomination would get their:

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on fixed principles. Cochin could only bea part of Travancore. The rank of 
District Officers there cannot be above that of Travancore officers. Instances are 
not wanting in th: integrated States elsewhere. As for instance, when the 
Pudukotta State was merged with Madras, the principle adopted was that. So that 
inequality between Travancore and Cochin should be set right on that ideal, + is 
to be done not by experts at the invitation of this Government but by an indepzndent 
triounal, by persons appointed by the Central Government and see that matters are 
set right quickly. * ; 
Finally, Six, Government have to take note of the serious situation that has 
arisen in regard to the civil supplies. The strong discontent is there and the 
Government cannot say that there is not. The starving people cannot afford to 


’ keep quiet. The temper of the people could not be guaranteed for all time; it could 


not be suppressed either. The present Government has a serious responsibility in 
this matter. Now dark clouds gather in the horizon and before such cloads get 
thicker, Government should take into their confidence the better elements and arrive 
at a conclusion whereby the policy of procurement and control of esential articles 
may be successfully worked out to the satisfaction of all people in the State.

In my amendment I have referred to a number of things, which I am afraid, | 
may not be able to touch upon in the short time that is allowed to me, 5St-ll I shall 
try to confine myself to such topics as may be referred to within the allotted time. 
Sir, as has been already pointed out here, the food problem is the most important 
problem facing us tuday. We are now face to face with these difficulties in regard to 
that matter ; we have not got enough food ; what we are given is not given regularly; 
and for what we are given we have to pay enormously, These facts nobody can deny. 
Let us see how this matter has been dealt with by Government, Sir, to me it appears 
that no am. unt of condemnation would be too much so far as Government are con- 
cerned for having brought about this situation. Even though rationing was started 
in this State many years ago, there was never a time when there was such shortage 
of foodgrains in the State. That is-a fact for which the Governnent are clearly 
answerable. They accuse the Central Government and the Centra! Minister accuses 
the local Ministers. We do not know what the facts are? But we know that this

1 still emphasise the fact, Sir, that their misrepresentations and their exaggerated 
figures and facts in regard to food production locally must have influenced the 
Central Government in reducing the quota allotted to us. Indeed they have made 
certain arrangements. They spend lots of money in the name of food production. 
So far as our experience goes this is what they do. I ask them how coud they 
agree’ to this reduction in the quota allotted? Is it that they are helpless? I beg 
to be excused when I say that we should go before the Central Government not as 
beggars or as helpless men, but as members representing the population of Travan- 
core-Cochin State. They ought to go as men authorised to speak on behilf of the 
State with the prestige and power that they derive from the people. They must 
demand from the Central Government that it is their duty to supply us foodgrains. 
What business has Mr. Munshi or even Pandit Nehru to goin defiance of our 
demands? We have put the matter before them strongly. The Central Ministry say 
that the local ministers are responsible. [ do not want to say more about that. I again 
‘put the question: how can Pandit Nehru be allowed to take the position that hs would 
not import food grains from outside when he is not able to make India selt-sufhcient? 
Have we not enou_h exports to get dollar credit and sterling credit? Now it has 
been urged even by our ministers that we should certainly be prepared to undergo 
privation. Travancore-Cochin is to suffer. Travancore-Cochin produces large 
quantities of rubber, cardamom and pepper and copra for export. How can these 
ministers agree to that position > Is there any State in India: where rationing is so 
inefficient as in Travancore-Cochin ? We are given eight ounces of rice ani other 
things combined of which only partial supply is given. | ask the ministers: is 
there any State in India where ration is so low? Other states are given. ten, 
twelve, or sixteen ounces? ur ration distribution is very irregular and un- 
consumable stuff is supplied. : 


This, Sir, is the point that I would emphasise; that our ministers should stand 
asmen and as the accredited reprerentatives of this State. They should not be 
secretaries of the Central Government. ‘I hey ‘should always remember that they 
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are the chosen representatives of the people. Let the Central Government take 
upon itse { the task of administering this State, that is what I have to say. 


Then, in regard to prices. When rice came from America, we had to pay 
Rs. 45 per bag. But what is the price that they charge on the rice that is produced 
in India? Anyway they have not been able to reduce the price since foreign sup~ 
plies stopped. How do they account for this, when they pay only Rs, 1—-13—6 
per para of rice procured? While our cultivator is given Rs. [—13—6, the Gov- 
ernment is getting three rupees and four rupees per para. As Sir C. P. Ramaswami 
Aivar said let us be free from the rest of India, for india can only starve us. The 
Chief Secretary and the Chief Minister are flying to Delhi every now and then. 
Have they ever raised this matter before the Central Government? I say, Sir, that 
the Ministers should tell the Central Government firmly that we should be supplied 
rice at reasonable rates. I know that the question will be answe:ed formally, There 
was no finyncial integration before, but now we have been integrated. So we are 
in line with the other provinces. Pandit Nehru must be told that he is quite wrong 
in not treating us like the other proviaces in regard to rice. 


I have to make one suggestion in regard to long-term projects. They are only 
long-term projects, but our immediate need is more production. I would therefore, 
suggest that attention may now b> devoted to small-scale schemes, such as irrigation 
tanks, lift irrigation and the supply of manure. The manure at present supplied is 
full of sand. Somebody is making money out of it. J would suggest tht the in- 

-gredients may be sold so that thie cultivator can prepare the manure himself, 


I turn to other topics. | want to make a charge against the present Government. 
Their activities are ca!culated to undermine the democratic foundations of the State. 
There was recently a by-election at Neyyattinkara. What happened there is perso- 
nally known to me. Asa tman who has been the President of the State Congress 
for over twelve years and who o:cupied the position of the Prime Minister of this 
State, I bring to the notice of this clouse that the Ministers and other Government 
servants illegally interfered in the Neyyattinkara by-elections. I am prepared to 
prove it if necessary. They went about making promises and offering things to the 
voters if they voted for the Congress candidate. Is this right? I would earnestly tell 
my friends on the Government side to realise things in time, Many a promise was 
made, I will give some instances. The people wanted a full-time doctor. They 
were given one. But he was there only for six days, during the election time, and 
then he was called back. Look at the abnormality of the matter, of the degeneration 
into which they are sweeping the country! There are many such instances like the 
one which I gave now. [ do not want to recount them here, | shall content myself 
with saying that they shou!d be avoided. 

Coming to the question of delimitation, of course proposals have already been 
made. But may I ask, is there any part of the country from which there are no 
complaints coming? ‘remember a lot of them, favouring a particular individual or 
a particular group etc. That shows how their activities are undermining democracy 
in the State. They should not think too much of their party. | Nobody’s party is 
everything but the country is everything. Well-known principles of democracy 
ought to be adhered to. When this House was constituted I pleaded for the 58 
members of the Cochin State instead of for 28 members. Now, Sir, they have gone 
against the basic principles of democracy. 

The Ministers try their level best to maintain their Party in power. In regard 
to the integration of services, I support the opinion expressed by Mr. Nesamony In 
the Cochin Budget for 74 months we seea particular thing which stands as the 
‘monument of the unconscionable way in which the authorities in Cochin have 
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manipulated the strergth of their services just on the eve of integration. They made 
confirmations after confirmations. That was exactly the poit which Mr. Nesamony 
referred to. Nobody can challenge that. Naw, Sir, | may nut be misunderstood 
for speaking for Travancoreans. Some Cochin friends have written to me like that. 
1 may tell them thet they have not understood me.’ If Mr. T. K. Narayana Pillai 
had adopted a similar course 0° action here, I would have raised my voice equally. 
It was not done by Travancore Ministers. It was done by Cochin Ministers. This 
has made the Travancore section of the services thoroughly discontented. We must 
have a Tyavancore-Cochin Service thoroughly happy and contented. Supposing 
you go to any room in the Secretariat, whether it be among clerks or secretaries, 
you will find two opposing camps. _ It is not one Secretariat that is working. —_ Iss it 
the kind cf services these ministers are going to create? Now I say I have no partiae 
lity for Travancore. I am as much for Travancore as for Cochin. Only things should 
be done properly. 


While Cochin got full ration Travancore had to starve. The Minister may say 
thet the procurement is better in Cochin. He may say that there are better facilities 
of transport. How can these factors help rationing. Here it was a question of want 
of sufficient stock. It was said that in Cochin there was plenty of stock. I do not 
say that the Cochi: ites should be starved but would only urge that Travancore 
should be equally well supplied and the people on this side should not be made to 
feel that one area is being preferred to another. It may probably help one particular 
Minister to entrench himself in a particular locality. It may probably help one 
patticular. member to augment his influence over a particular constituency. But 
‘that is not the vroper way in administering public affairs. I hope that my remarks 
will be taken in the spirit in which it is offered. 1 want justice to be done both for 
Cochin and Travancore. Otherwise eventually the smaller area may suffer, Tem- 
porary advantages should not be allowed to prevent ihe enjoyment of permanent 
benefits in the long run, . That is the position I maintain throughout. 


2 There are a lot of other things in which Government act against the fundamen- 
tel principles of democracy. Look at the way in which the police have been behaving. 
We hear of arrested persons being deprived of their lives while being kept in 
custody. The Kottarakara incident ts a recent one. What answer has the Govern- 
ment to give? Is there any enquiry? Is there any attempt to clear the public mind 
that the Ministers are not behind the police when they commit such atrocities? 
There are other instances. There was one in Perumbavoor and another in Ernaku'am 
and so on. I have no time'to deal” with that. I say that not only civil liberties are 
trampled upon but lives and properties have become insecure. There was never 
atime ir. the history of this country when life-had become so insecure as it is today. 


Let Government.také riote of that.’ 


Then again Trade Unions are being unduly banned. Ofcourse the Minister 
‘concerned may.say that he himself wasa Trade Union worker from his infant days 
and accuse other people who take interest in the labour movement only very 
recently - But we are no’ dealing with individuals here but with facts. How many 
‘Trade Unions have now been declared illegal? What. I ask, is the position to which 
the country is driven.-Do you mean to say that all this is t:ken coolly by the workers 
ant the people? Does not all this result in a ferment which Government may not 
be able to resist? So let us realise the facts betimes. . - 

<. Sir, we find a cood deal.in the papers about the educational programme. I 
do not.kn .w whether there will be an occassiou to discuss it here. I would like'to 
make one point clear... There.is alot of controversy about the Secondary School. 
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Teachers’ Pay and the managements of such schools. There was a sintilar question in 
regard to primary schools before. Sir, itis a notorious fact that no management is 
prepared to spend. any amount of money on elucation. So in regard to the Szcon- 
dary Schools as well, the Government should take over the management and 
shculder the responsibility for the payment of the teachers. That was the only 
jeasonable course open to any Government and J do not know whv that scheme wis 
sabotaged by the present Minis’ers. J am temp ed to say tha: that muy be for party 
advantage. I do not see any ovher reason. I do know, Sir, that there is a provision 
in the Constitution which enab'es a particular section of the p>oole to run their own 
schools. But that Article only gives them the right to ran the schools for thair own 
children in their own way. That does not impose any responsibility on the 
Government to meet te cost of such schools, That is why, the Government 
of Travane re, evn before th: Cos itu ioa wis trought of mide arrang>- 
ments for the control of ‘primary private schools by the State. Anybody 
else who wanted to run schols for their own children were allowed to do 
so on condition that they would not ask for a grant from Goverament. That was 
the most discreet and most inte'ligent way to deal with the question. Ido not 
know why the present Government should follow a chanyed -policy. Now 
private schools are allowed in cases of primary education and full grant is being 
_ given, There is no restriction on the appointment of teachers and the managements 
can appoint their own mer provided they have the requisite qualifications. The 
Managers of the Secondary Shools as well perhaps clamour for the same kind of 
treatment. I do not support the managements. I emphasise that if education is to 
be imparted properly, it must be the duty o! the State All - the institutions must be 
taken over bi the State. There was a time when. the man-gements were prepared 
to invest some money of their own f r special reasons, namely, either for making a 
profit or for the advancement of their particular religion. If you do not allow the 
management to make a profit and if you do not allow the management to utilise th: 
institutions for religious purposes, no management will today com: forward and 
undertake this work in a missionary spirit. These are democratic dys and we are 
moving towards the con ept of a ‘Socialist State’ and my friend Mr. P Govinda 
Menon will be the first to accept that’ Therefore 1 ask -him what is the proper 
corrse. Is it not wiser to take over the management of a'l schools, with their 
buildi: gs? Let us legi late for the purpose and give them reasonable compensa- 
tion if necessary. Or we cn start-an enquiry into the source of the mo1ey which 
went to put up those buidings. Formerly Mid'le’ Schools w rerun morcly as a 
commercial venture. The profts d-rived f-om them were made use of for putting up 
buildings and for making them into High Schools, The money really cam= from the 
pupi’s and not from the pockets of the Managers, Government ‘have - also given 
them bui'ding grants in some cases. It may also be that som: managements have 
spent monev. But in any case we can give reasonable compensa'ina after an 
enquiry and till then the schools can be run by pay'ng suitable rents. There is the 
course of bringing round the mariag-ments ‘and. there is no use in all th's higgle- 
haggl nz with the mamigements. I would advise the Ministers to pay their stten- 
lion. tothis m tter very carefully and take up a définite position vis-a-vis the 
Managemenis, ; : - 

It should not be taken to mean that | am against the present nroposals. “They 
are inadequa’e. No mavagement will run hereafter the school properly if only 
20 per cent of the collections go to him. The schcol’ building will be neglected, 
there will be ho appliances no apparatus, no furniture.’ That will be the muddle, 
into which Mr. P. Govinds Menon will land our schools. Rather than that, 1 would 
urge him to pay the teachers well and take over the schools, The couatry will pe

with him if he does so. No other half-way. measure is going to solve the problem, 
That will only be party manoeuvring but that will not help the schools or 
the State. . ; ; 

Generally there is corruption throughout the State. That is an outstanding 
fact which strikes anyone in the face. (Bell), 

Sri. A. Ramasubramonia Karayalar: I move the following amendment: 


Add the following.at the end: "But regret that Your Highness’ Council of 
Ministers’ attitude in splitting up the cent per cent Tamil Taluk of Shencottah in the 
matter of delimitation of constituencies resulting in virtual deprivation of the right of 
representation of the Tamils there.” 

My. Speaker: “That relates to delimitation. That is a matter which is 
engaging the attention of another'Committee. 1 understand that matter is going to 
be pleced before the House for discussion in_all its cetaiis. It cannot be said that 
after all it is an administrative act of the Council of Ministers. Delimitation has 
finally to be settled by another authority, apart from the Council of Ministers. It 
jx not a matter that can be properly brought within the scope of the legitimate 
authority of the Council 'of Ministers. Though there is a reference to it in the 
Rajpramukh’s address, which is only an information for the House, in view 
of the explanation I have given, I do not think that the amendment can be 
moved now. 

Sri. A. Ramasubramonia Karayalar: Shall I speak about the discrimina- 
tion shown to the Tamilians? 


My. Speaker: The amendment is only about delimitation. 
Sri. R. K, Ram: Sir, delimitation is referred to in the Address.

.  Syj. K. Sivarama Pillai: I wish to speak a few words on the food problem 
and on the integration of services. Of all of the problems that are facing the 
Government today, it is the food problem that is the. most serious. And I regret 
that the Government was not able to apply its mind fully to it so that it may be 
solved. I say this because in the Address by his Highness the Rajpramukh I find 
the only two remedies suggested are tightening up the procurement of paddy and 
the forging ahead of certain long-term policies. Sir, the latter will take years before 
one grain of paddy is produced by its comp'etion. As regards procur.ment, it has 
become the fashion of every Government to say they have not been very strict and 
therefore the problem is becoming worse day by day, Procurement was introduced 
in 1118 and for the last eight years, crop by crop, Government is introducing 
measures only to tighten up. Yet the result is that the procurement is becoming 
worse day by day.- Sir, if the food problem is to be solved on a satisfactory bas's, 
the Government must apply its mind seriously and consider all the asp2cts of it, 
First of all, 1 would ask the Government: should we not have some statisics as 
regards the production, the quantity that we require and the quantity we have to get 
down from outside. The latest Administration Report given to us a few days ago 
does not contain these statisitics. Without these statistics, how aré we io know 
how much is it that we want and -how much is it that we must get down. Goverin- 
ment do not seem to have seriously thought of that. : : 


Next we havs to'see how best production can be increased. Day after day 
we have reports in the Press that the Government have allotted large areas of lan 
for paddy cultivation and that as a. result we are producing more. In 1121 and 
1122 we were able to produce nearly 70 lakhs of paras. After aa addition of about 
2,70,000 acres of land, in 1124 the production was only 77 lakhs of paras, That 
means that in spite of the increase in the area of cultivation there was no increase 
in actual production. That shows that the Government policy has become a 
failure. So for the time being let the Government stop their present policy in 
regard to production. Whatever money is spent now—I do not say it is being wasted 
—but let the money be used for better procuction by those who can. There is now 
a lot of talk about discrimination between Travancoreans and Cochinites. But in 
my opinion, the-real parties that are affected are not Travancoreans or Cochinites. 
They are the agriculturists in Nanjinad, Kuttanad and Chittoor.’ If the accounts 
have any value, we can see that 90 per cent of the procured paddy is from Nanjinad, 
Kuttanad and Chittoor, three localities which have no cash crops, but only paddy 
cutivation. The other areas which are engaged in the production of cash crops are 
well-off. Even in the matter of Grow More Food Campaign, no attention seema 
to have been bestowed upon these three areas. The major portion of the benefits 
‘were shared by the vocileyous parts. © “ — . . 
.,. As regards the price paid to the agriculturists, ‘do they get a fair price? Ido 
not ask for an exorbitant price. « But I suggest that the. price given should. cover the 
cost.of production, beaying in mind the present: cost of living. And the price rust 
be such as to encourage the cultivator in his work. When we meet th: minister’ 
in private, they candidly say tha ‘the cultivitors are beinz paid low for their paddy. 
Task them to come forward and faze the problem openly, . 

‘Coming to the ‘procurement system, we are procuring on an excess basis. 
The process and the agency of piocurement are working to the. vexation of the 
cultivator. In each taluk the fate of the agriculturists depends upon the whims and 


» 
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fancies of the Tahsildar. It sometimes happens that the Tahsildar does not even 
know how the paddy 1s grown He is not even ab'e to distinguish seeds from 
paddy. But the moment he is appointed as Tahsildar, he begins to enter the house 
of the cultiva'ors and take away paddy. That system has to be changed. [ would, 
in.the alternative, sugzest to the Hon'ble Food Munister one thing. If the levy 
system is introduced, we are prepared to measure the paddy at the place where the 
Gov rament want us to, Then they will realise the waste that they are causing. 
At pesent ia the matter of transportation, of loating and shrinkage, large amounts 
are being wasted by the Government, And the Government are not in a position 
to disclose the accounts, 


Sir, I cin say that in on prrticular village, the transport chavg:s within the 
village itself works up to one anna per para of pa ‘dy and thus Rs. 4,000 to Rs. 5.000 
are knocked off by the officers concerned. This Government do not care to look into 
that, Then, whenever this food crisis comes up, immediately, Government begins 
to say'that black-murketing is done by the agriculturists. Though I do not accuse 
the Government as the biggest black-market.er, I can say that it is the black- 
marketeer that does good to the average man who does not get paddy. Sir, 25 per 
cent of the paddy sold by Government ata price which is more than 50 per cent 
of the purchase value is useless. The Covernm:nt is selling at a rate of Rs. 3 
per para and if the agriculturist is able to give his neighbour at a lesser cost can 
we say that he is a blackmarketeer? {ak the Goyernment why- they want to sell 
paddy at this abnormal co-t? The explanation given by Goverament is that they 
are imp rting huge ship-loads from outside Travancore and in the Administration 
Report they fave said thus: 


_ “The shipments of rice from overseaz, especially from Burma and: Siam, 
contained different varieties of broken rice and fragments of rice which were in‘ested 
with weevil Necessary precautions wee taken to avoid further deteriora‘ion of 
the Stocks of rice in stcrage.” ce 


And I was also ‘ald by one responsible member that hy ‘ransportation Govern 
ment are losing 17 per cent of the foodgrains imported here. All this was'e is 
caused because Government do not do things efficiently and they want to put it on 
the poor agriculturist by selling the paddy at abnormal prices. 


Now. Sir, coming to the integration of services, I wish to, make a few observa~ 
tions. But at the same time I co not’ want to make any « ifference between 
‘Travancore and Cochin so far as the general policy regarding his question is con- 
cerned. In this conne tion I shall ci'e two instances to show that by the policy 
adopted by the Government the educa‘ed peuple of Travancore are much affected, 
In 1118, to show one example, Government passed proceedings to auzment the 
prestige and status of the Registration Department that only graduates would be 
taken as clerks in the Department. And, about 100 clerks were recrutited to the 
Department by the Pulic Service Commissioner. Very many youngmen who 
have taken their degree with distinction got into the Department on Rs. 23, Some 
of them have been acting or temporary for the last 7 yeats and none of them 
has reached the maximum. ie., Rs 45. Now, in the Department there are 215 
ands a majority of whom are first class graduates from the Travancore University. 
On the other hand, in the Cochin area, no Graduate gts less than Rs. 80. So far as 
the undergraduates are concerned, there are only three who are temporary. And, 
all those undergraduates who are confirmed are to be put above these graduates of 
the Travancore Service, So also in the Secretariat. There are to be 28 superin- 
tendents of which 15 would be Travancoreans and 13 Cochinities. Out of the 
15; the majority are nearing pensionable age. Once © when you get into the 
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{Sri. K. Sivarama Pillaij. .° , 
Secretariat it will take years to secure a grade on confirmation. Here, the first grade 
is on the scale of Rs, 125—165. But the Cochin people who are drawing Rs. 150 
in the: scale of Rs. 150-200 are not to be classified with these. They are to be 
classified with the Superintendents and so they g:t an easy walkover on these 
people. These things really cause discontentment. Whether Cochinite or Travan- 
ccrean,’ an impartial tribunal should be set up to see whether there is any hardship 
or not go far as a particular pérson is conerned, Perhaps, the Hon’ble Munisters 
may say that because the Cochinités are reciving higher salaries they carry a'so higher 
appointments. In the Education Deparment the Headmasters in Cechin get only 
Rs, 159 whereas a first Grade teacher in Travancore gets Rs. 175 in the scale of 
Rs. 175—~225, Then ail the headmasters will have to be classified as 2nd 
Grade teachers, But the Education Minister is firm on the point that they must 
continue as head-masters and the first grade teachers here shou'd work under them, 
These orders make the service discontended and it would be well if the whole posi- 
tion is reviewed and matters set. aright. 
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Sri. C. V. Iyyu stood up to put a question. 


_ Mr. Speaker: Order, Order. 1 have often made it clean that unless the 
member who speaks is prepared to yield, other honourable members should not 
proceed to put questions.

When the Chair was actually addressing the House the Hon'ble member was not in 
order in interrupting the Chair.

Minister for Public Works, Communications and Agriculture. (Sri. E. John 
Philipose}: Sir, I wish to intervene in this debate to remove certain doubts and 
clear certain misrepresentations regarding certain matters relating to grow more 
food, etc. I do not wish to deal in detail in respect of the matters because | may 
inform the hon’ble members of this House that within a week Government proposes 
to place in the hands of the hon’ble members a brochure containing the various 
aspects of that matter. I wish straightaway to repudiate certain allegations made 
in respect of that. It has been stated by Sri. R, K. Ram and also by Sri. Krishna 
Pillai that the Neyyar Dam has been brought up more or less as an election stunt. 
1 wish strongly to repudiate that. [ wish to tell hon’ble members of this House 
that even before the election was anticipated, when I attended the Food Production 
Committee meeting at Neyyattinkara, I stated that Government had almost decided 
on the construction of that dam. Government have been in correspondence with 
the Government of India on that subject, It has nothing to do with election at all. 
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I wish to make it clear that as far as food production scheme is concerned, and 
I wish to give an assurance to this House so that there might be no suspicion, at no 
time has there been any intention on the part of Government to associate this 
scheme with any party political interest. It has also been stated that work in 
Perinchani has not progressed. [ wish also to correct this impression becaise there 
has been a lot of talk about it. This Government thought that it was best to have 
an investigation made about that work. The Chief Engineer of the Government 
of India came down and he was of the opinion that in no, part of India has such 
work been more expeditously attended to. 


It has been stated by Sri. R. K. Ram that some water works are going on at 
Muttam. I may say that tenders have been invited and work is almost in progress. 
Hon'ble members from South Travancore would have realised that the Government 
is trying to do its level best to see that the schemes that are taken up in 
Travancore are implemented as quickly, expeditiously and efficiently as possible. 


In respect of Thikkanamcode the work has been started. Government has 
taken up the repair of the Pechipara dam channels and the Government of India 
have promised to give us a subsidy in respect of these lands, 


Sri. Ambooken has referred to the work on Malar. There also Government 
thought that it would be best if a bund is put against the intrusion. of saline water, 
and we could thereby convert 3,000 single crop lands into double crop lands. A 
deputation met me on the subject and I told them that it was not the intention of 
the Government to interfere with the Grow More Food work. The work on Malar 
will not be tampered with. 


Mr. Pattom Thanu Pillai stated that while it is necessary to carry on the con~ 
struction of the major projects we have taken in hand, it is also equally necessary to 
devote attention to intensive cultivation. That is a scheme that has now been 
accepted throughout India. We are taking up intensive cultivation throughout the 
State and are trying to see that agriculturists are given necessary facilities. It may 
not be always possible to satisfy everybody. But to the extent possible we are 
trying to do our best. I do not want to deal at length with that. As I said the 
brochure will give all details. 


I will now turn to the most serious allegation made in this House, namely, the 
statement by Sri. R. Sankar that Government are allowing the cutting down of 
forest trees resulting in the denudation of forest areas, For the information of the 
House, J may say that we have in the Travancore-Cochin State 3,065 square miles 
of forest land. Until April 1950 the area that has been leased out for cultivation 
from the Reserve forests is only 51 2/3 sq. miles or 32854°9 acres, From Ist 
April to Ist September, Government have leased 2 1/3 sq. miles, so that actually 
out of a total Reserve forest area cf 3,065 sq. miles, what has been leased is close 
on 54 sq. miles. To compensate for this, Government have decided that in the 
area known as Revenue Unreserved, all the wooded areas shall be added on to the 
Reserve Forest. It has been stated by Sri. Sankar that close on one lakh of acres 
have been taken. But actually the total area is only-34,533 acreas, that is, as I 
said, close on 54 sq. miles. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: May I know the period during which this area was 
granted on lease ? 

Sri. E. John Philipose: These lands have not been dis-reserved. They are 
given on short-term leases. When the lease expires, if they are wet lands they are 
renewed ; but if they are dry lands, they are not renewed. The lease period usually 
extends from three to four years. ' 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Are some leases granted for 12 years > 
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Sri. E. John Philipose: There are certain areas, very few, which are so 
leased, They are lands in respect of which the Conservator of Forests has stated 
that they may be disreserved, for they are better suited for cultivation than for 
forest regeneration. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: What is the extent ? 

Sri. E. John Philipose: 1 do not know. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: My first question was, what is the priod during 
which this assignment was made, 

Sri. E. John Philipose: A comparatively small area. I+ know what my 
friend is referring to. That is the Edavaculom area. That is revenue unrezerved 
area, and does not form part of the Reserve Forests. 

Sci. A. Thanu Pillai: [ want to know the time when these assignments 
were made. 

Sri. E. John Philipsse: So that it may be realised from this that all these 
exaggerated notions of denudation of forests are not correct. 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Am J right in taking it that about 10,000 acres were 
granted on the 12 year lease > 


Sri. R. Sankar: Are Government still following the pol’cy ? 

Swi. E. John Philipose: As far as the question of leasing out is concerned, 
Government will continue to lease out areas which are recommended by the 
Conservator of Forests. But the whole question is now being considered. 


Sri. R. Sankar: Can the Government please tell us what acreage has heen 
given on lease since 31st March 1950? 


Sri. E. John Philipose: 1,679 acres, 
Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Are there any assignments for 20 years ? 


Sri. E. John Philipose: Ido not remember. It is purely a matter of 
detail— 

_ Mr. Speaker: _In regard to this matter, honourable members seem to be 
anxious to know the details, and I believe the ‘minister has no objection to giving 
them, that is, the area, priod, rental, etc. Not now “but later on. 


Sri. E. John Philipose: I haye no objection to give details. 


It was also stated by Sri. R. Sankar that he has knowledge of timber being 
smuggled. I am surprised that he should have made that statement here, because 
if the Government had been informed of the matter, they would have been very happy 
to proceed in the matter and take the necessary steps. But this smuggling is not 
restricted to this period, However I may state that Government are exercising the 


utmost vigilance in respect of these matters. I do not think there is anything more 
for me to say now. 


Sri. A, Nesamony: One question. Have orders been placed for the pur- 
chase of shutters for the Perunchani Scheme ? P . 


Sri. E. John Philipose: Orders have been placed. I am glad the honourable 
member raised the point. Orders have been placed for the shutters and it is ex- 
pected that they will arrive shortly. If the work is to be held up at all, it will only 
be due to transport difficulties. But as far as the civil works in Perunchani are con- 
cerned, they are progressing very rapidly. 


Sri. A. Nesamony: Ain I to take it that the orders are placed with a firm 
outside 9 
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Sri. E, John Philpose: Yes. 


Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nayar: How much more food has been grown 
during this period > 

Sri. E. John Philipose: 1 am glad that the question has been put. At 
present we are not ass0ciating the production campaign with procurement, If we 
had, it would have been possible to give definite and accurate information. But we 
propose shortly to integrate the work of production with procurement, and the mew 
Special Tahsildars will be asked to attend to the two sides. Then it will be possible 
© assess approximately the result of the Grow More Food Campaign.

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: At this late hour of the day one must be 
a Nero to inflict a long speech. Anyway, Sir, I was a little disappointed because 
expected greater excitement. 1 only heard what-1 used to hear from the other 
benches from those parties, I donot know whether I should use the singular or: 
the plural for denoting the Socialist party in Nedumangad and the Socialist Demo- 
cratic party in Neyyattinkars. I do not want to be harsh on them because sometimes 
when a younger member of a family leaves it after a bitter quarrel he is apt to bea 
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little harsh. And as a political party which has not as much numerical strength out- 
side this House, they are not likely to have much enthusiasm for their aspirations. 
As a member belonging to the majority party, which has got a reasonable hope to 
sweep the polls next time, I cannot afford to talk so lightly. From the trend of the 
speech | find that there is no difference of opinion and before the season is out, I 
hope there will be a re-union of all. 

There is something of a vote of confidence inthe Government or at any rate 
in the Food Department in so far as the people from such different places as Nanji- 
nad ‘and Chittur have been saying that there has been intensive procurement, That 
bids fair for.the department and also for the food policy of the Government, Being 
a little elder than the hon’ble members of the Treasury Benches, I do not wish to 
talk in the same tone of injured seriousness. At the same time there is some physical 
incapacity for me and I cannot whip myself into a sudden fit of enthusiasm as my 
good old friend Mr. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai can. Anyway, I do not think it will set 
the Thames on fire. At the fag end of the day I am almost tired. In this connection 
I remember what a distinguished person who held a similar position, Mr. Lowther, 
who for a number of years presided over Parliament, said “I in my life have heard 
nearly 1,25,233 speeches and the wonder of it all is ] have survived". I have only 
a similar feeling at the close of the day. With these words, and hoping that all is 
well that ends well, and the amendments would be withdrawn, I enthusiastically 
commend my motion.

What is _ 
now contemplated is a recommendation of this Government. Such a recommenda- 
tion is not contemplated in the Statute. As such it will be useless to discuss it.

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, I practically agree with everything that has been 
stated here by my friend who spoke before me. There are some very serious defects 
relating to the way in which the entire question of delimitation of constituencies has 
been handled both by this Government and by the Government of India, and I 
may also say by the Parliament of India. But we have to act within certain 
limitations. When the Parliament has passed a law, there is no point in our 
criticising it. We have to act within its provisions, 

Now Sir, before I go into the merits of the matter 1 would also try to make it 
plain that what has already been done in regard to this should entirely be undone. 
Now, this Government has sent up a list of constitutencies both for the local 
assembly and for the Central Legislature to the Central Government. What is the 
basis of that ? The basis of that list is certain figures which have now been seen 
to be absolutely wrong and faulty. The Chief Minister tells us that the constituen- 
cies were delimited first by the Thaltath Committee on the basis of population. 
Secondly, the Government revised that list by adopting a different basis of population 
Both these for practical purposes are seen to be of absolutely no use. The Thaliath 
Committee did probably what was better and probably what was right. As for the 
pYesent population the best way of arriving at it is to ascertain the increase and then 
take the figures for the last census and arrive at the increase in the present figure. 
That I think is what the Taliath Committee did. Anyway, the report is not with 
me but that is a reasonable course to adopt but then the determination of population | 
order came. I mean the order issued by the President of India. That undoubtedly 
was promulgated under Article. 318 of the Constitution, that is to say, “for the 
purposes of elections held under any of the provisions of this Constitution during a 
period of three years from the commencement of this Constitution the population of 
India or of any part thereof may, notwithstanding anything in this Constitution, be 
determined in such manner as the President may by order direct, and 
different provisions may be made for different states and for different 
purposes by such order”. Now, under this provision, the Hon’ble President of India 
issued that determination of population order, So far as our State is concerned, Sir, 
there is no use in pointing out the provisions of that order. 1 can understand ‘the 
point in it in relation to Bengal, United Provinces, Punjab and so on where a large 
number of refugees have come in. So that last census figures are practically. of no 
use. But so far as our State is concerned, the best basis is the figures relating to 

1941 census, No doubt, if the number of voters have been enumarated properly 
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the present course would be unobjectionable. But evan the voters’ list is not final. 
I may mention a minor matter to this House. My nam2 was not included in the 
list of voters as enumerated by the enumeraters appointed by this Government 
This omission was pointed out in some papers. I think I am a well known person 
in the city of Trivandrum. Then later on the enumerater came to my house, 
apologised for his omission and thus my name was included. If that happened 
in the case of a person of course known in the city what about the hundreds of other 
people. So what I say is that the list as it is cannot be said to form a reasonably 
sound basis. Now what about the figures arrived at. Sir, the Government have 
been telling us that the basis of their list is not even these figures. Of course they 
acted on the basis of figures enumerated three years ago for the general elections 
last time. That has yone. They have recently given us the new figures but what 
after all is the use of the list that they have already prepared and submitted to the 
Government of India. 


It should be freely. conceded that the list is absolutely of no use. The co- 
efficient is substantially different and the entire calculation abopted is wrong. All 
these figures were not before the House and I would therefore request the Govern< 
ment to inform the Government of India forthwith and the Election Commissioner 
that they have proceeded absolutely on wrong data. . 


Sri. T. K Narayana Pillai: On insufficient data. 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: So far as our purpose is concerned jt is ‘wrong data’. 
There is no question of insufficient data. For instance so far as Peermade is 
concerned a difference of 1,000 and odd people make it difficult for it being 
constituted into a constituency. Under the circumstances, how can we say it is only 
insufficient data ? 1 may not be misunderstood of accusing Government. The whole 
thing was faulty. The enumeration should have been done earlier, The whole 
thing is mismanaged by the local Government and the Central Government. The 
Central Government ought to have directed the local Governments to enumerate the 
voters in time. If they wanted elections in April 1951, they should have started 
business early enough. They have blundered. That is the plain fact. We cannot 
right away take that what is done in Delhi is always right. Delhi is capable of 
making as many huge mistakes as other people in other parts of India. And Delhi 
‘has grossly blundered in directing the local Governments to prepare the Con~ 
stituencies before the neCessary data is available, Our Covernment should 
immediately inform the Central Government the serious error that has been 
committed. The data is totally wrong as the voters in the different constituencies 
would be different if the proportion is different. This tact must be brought horne 
_to the Government of India. So let us not proceed on this wrong basis. Let the 
Parliamentary Committee take note of all these. If any help is required from this 
House, the best way, in view of the shortness of time, is to accept Mr. K. P, Nila- 
Aanta Pillai's amendment. It need not take many days, It is enough if the 
Members of the Committee sit together for a couple of days. I understand that the 
‘members of the Parliamentary Committee are here. They can sit with the members 
of this Committee for acouple of days. Tomorrow and day after tomorrow 
are holidays and I think the work can be finished by then. The members suggested 
in the amendment come from all groups. the Tamil Nad, the Democratic Congress 
and my own party, besides the distinguished Independent member from Cochin. 
Simply because the motion is sponsored by us, Government should not be under the 
impression not to accept it, This is not a party matter. As has been pointed out 
here, this matter has been made a party affairs from the start. ‘The Parliamentary 
Committee is composed of only Congressmen. You may remember that it was due 
to the change in the Election Rules made by the Central Parliament or the Governor 
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General when the vacancies occurred in Parliament. And the Committee this 
Government has constituted is full of congress'men. At any rate no other party 
man is included. There has not been any consultations. ‘Their report counts very 
little. We also hear all manner of complaints about the way in which 
constituencies are constituted. The other day the Chief Minister 
disclaimed that there has been any underhand dealing or that the Government 
is actuated by questionable motives. If that be so, I can see no compunction on 
the part of Government to accept this amendment. 

"Then, Sir, in regard to the principles, they have been stated here. The first 
is that the integrity of the Revenue Divisions should not be disturbed. When they 
gave me these figures, I myself sat up and calculated, The District of Trivandrum 
should get 25 seats. I sat up one night and made a good deal of calculation in 
regard to that. Inthe list itis only 24 seats. Then again Quilon gets only 35 
seats as against a legitimate claim for 36 seats. For Kottayam itisalright. The 
two seats that have been taken away from Trivandrum and Quilon are given to 
Trichur which, as a result, gets 28 seats against a normal claim for only 26 seats, 
Thatis a serious mistake, because there should be uniformity of representation. That 
is provided for in the Constitution, and should be adhered to. Then as far as the 
Taluks are concerned, their integrity should be maintained. You should take a map 
and plot the areas, Unfortunately we are not supplied with maps. Maps are 
available so far as Travancore is concerned, because they were prepared in the 
‘connection with the work of the Reforms Committee. The whole thing should be 
looked into from the geographical standpoint as well. . 

In the circumstances I hope that the amendment wil! be accepted. It will be 
helpful to the Parliamentary Committee. Otherwise the whole thing runs the risk 
of beg condemned as one-party affair. The whole matter from the Central 
Government downwards is being made exclusively a party-affair. In order to avoid 
such a blunder, I request that the amendment may be accepted. With these 
remarks, I support the amendment, 


_ Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: I am indeed very grateful-to Government for 
giving us this opportunity for discussing the whole question on the floor of the 
House. [am particularly glad that this came about mostly because of the sugges- 
tion of an eminent member of the party who issued a statement to the papers 
Segarding the necessity of placing the matter for discussion before the House. I 
am confident that the Government will have nothing to hide from the members 
in this matter. 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: 1s the Hon'ble Member aware that members of other 
party, even long before the list was placed before the Election Commissioner, 
requested that the matter should be discussed here? 


_|, Sui. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: 1 understand that credit cannot be mono 
poised by one party, especially when there are distinguished friends like Sri. A, 
nu Pillai on the other side. 


T also came to this House with certain grievances because certain pakuthies, 

1 know, are clubbed together with certain other pakuthies, though I can appreciate 

_ the fact that in arranging constituencies on a nation-wide scale and under an overall 
plan, such contingencies cannot be avoided. If these pakuthies had been situated, 
4s is in vogue in the midde ages, with a moat all round, it would have been very 
easy. But in the present circumstances, dealing as we do with geographically split 
up areas, I think every sensible people—I mean rather practical people because I 
mean no insinuation—would undeystand the difficulty of moulding them into 
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separate constituencies. I know, for instance, as a member of the Mavelikkara 
Constituency, that some pakuthies of that taluk are grouped with the Kunnatur 
taluk. 1 wish that it should be changed if possible. 


1 would not say that simply becsuse one Mavelikara pakuthi is added on to the 
pakuthies of other taluks a situation arises which should call forth the eloquence of 
such distinguished leaders as I find before me. 1 find that Mr. Sankar spoke before 
me. Figures like fire are very dangerous in the hands of those who could not 
handle it. I could not understand how he can handle these figures before the 
census report is published. He says that these figures must be wrong. Is there 
any mathematical principle, an unerring principle, establishing the arguments of 
eminent statisticians like Mr. K. P. Nilakanta Pillat and Mr. R. Sankar? Although 
it would be disadvantageous to me also, I would have laid down that a course of 
elementary statistics would have been a necessary qualification for membership of 
legislative bodies. (Laughter) But that is not quite relevant here, Sir. I would 
not have been complacent about this matter but for two or three things. Firstly, 
I think that the members of this House are honourable; secondly, all the people 
are honourable; and thirdly, God has distributed the population in such a way 
that it does not allow of any manipulation. If] amacommunal minded Nayar or 
Thampi I would have liked to exclude all the Nayars, or, may I say, all the 
Nazarines. For example, the result would be that these Nasarines would be in 
greater strength in a centre where the Nazarines are in strength. Therefore, the 
population is so distributed that it does not allow any great manipulation, As far 
as | could see, there has not been any migration, { do not say that it is perfect. It 
may be improved in the lines suggested by my honourable friends. In politics and 
ethics, the princ ple. is that you should not attribute to your opponent any motive 
baser than yours. (Laughter) That is not my own. That is what I read from some 
rectorial address in some British University by Mr. Barry or somebody else. The 
principle of conduct should be what I adumberated before.’ With that standard of 
conduct before us, I do not:find that there has been anything very bad in thié report. 


Sir, coming to another point, I decidedly favour single member constituencies 

I think there has been concensus of opinion regarding that point. Now the voter 
would be put to the unenviable position of a bigamous husband oppressed by a 
multiplicity of wives if he is to be served by more than one. A small constituency 
in which the member can make the acquaintence of the people who contact them as 
often as possible and the members also in turn can contact the people—that is an 
ideal which has been kept in view in other Provinces and other States also. Recently 
we had the advantage of reading the discussion in our neighbouring State—though 
not so advanced a State as Travancere-Cochin, at least by proximity they come very 
near us in general culture and political advancement—I mean the State of Madras. 
~ There also they have adopted the single member constituency as the one primerly 
fitted for parlimentary work. I caa only say that there had been so much of the 
discussion and I wish the Government had been able even if within a short time to 
appoint a committee. What isthe harm, I ask? Now adopting a Malayalam 
proverb into English, what is the harm in throwing a cocoanut into the midst of 
these gentlemen, Nobody will be harmed and the cocoanut will be rolling back 
and all of us will have the satisfaction that we have done something. It is not going 
to affect the kernal. Also from the practical-point of view—I do not want to 
insinuate any hon'ble member of this House,—a large minded and frank man, he 
will certainly be furthering the Government's position if he accepts this motion. 
ut unfortunately there are some people in the country who go about asthe self 
appointed apostles of the Haindavas and the Nazarenes, These people go about and

say that something has been done by the Goverament in pursuance of their pressure, 
as otherwise this House would be jeoparadising the interests of some of the class. 
Therefore from the point of view of State craft, I wish Government could 
appoint a small committee who within. two or three days time might snbmit a 
report. After all, 1 am not unaware that this discussion is going to be of any great 
consequence, in thissense that this discussion may be one of the things that the 
committee appointed by the Speaker of the Central Assembly would look into. 
Government's recommendation will be there. The recommendations of the leading 
public men will be there. And along with that they would certainly consider the 
trend of the discussions on the floor of this House. But once when Government 
have made it appear that they have sent some recommendations without consulting 
the different interests it is for the Government, if they are stratagic enough, to place 
this round cocoanut, I mean these delimitation proposals, before the committee, 
elected or nominated from different sections of the House, After all there are only 
one or two sections of the House. Here we represent the largest majority and then 
there is the Tamil Nad Congress: Then there are two stalwart heroes in which two 
people donot agree with each other called the Independents. There is nothing 
like an Independent party here. Those independent gentlemen occupy different 
places. All the others belong to the same faith and creed: Only latterly we have 
professed small differences (laughter), There is no fundamental difference of 
approach. Therefore I think the Government may- explore the pasibility of doing so. 
Anyway in the form in which the amendment was moved, I have to oppose it. 


Mr. Speaker: This motion has been discussed in all its details, 1 think 
I may call upon the mover of the motion to reply, 


Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: Nobody from our party has spoken. 


Mr. Speaker: [f any Hon’ble Member of that party desires to speak 
he may do so. 

Sri. A. Nesamony: Sir, I wish just to say a word. Much has been said by 
my friends on this side about Devicolam, Peermade and Shencottah. They said 
that these should form separate constituencies by themselves. I would like to look 
at it from another angle. This House is accused of always being parochial or 
tectarian, We have been again and again bringing to the notice of the Government 
that there has been discrimination of Tamilians and that that is to be set right by 
the Government. More than once I had the assurance of Government, by the 
party in power, that everything will be set right and that there need be no fear on 
that account. Those expressions of the party in power are not being implemented 
in any way. It is so well-known that the Tamilians in the taluks of Devicolam and 
Peermade were not enfranchised at the time of the last elections because the’ 
Reforms Committee never formulated any proposals as to how they should be 
enfranchised because of the existence of the Naturalisation Act, perhaps. Any how 
the fact remains that all the Tamilians of those areas have not got political privileges 
because they were not included in the voters’ list. Last time when an order 
was made for the enumeration of these areas it so happened that no Tamilian 
was able to get himself enfranchised. So they took shelter under that Act, 
It so happened that in none of those forms were ever looked into by the revising 
authority and they were mislaid, Now with great difficulty Tamilians in these 
taluks have got enfranchised though probably not to the extent that we desire, 
There is yet another chance that we would try, I would show trom the calculations 
I have how the Tamilans have been brought down. It has been stated that the 
natural increase is 14°5 per cent, But im these taluks the population has been 
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brought down. In Devicolam and Peermade, according to the census of 1941 it 
was 64,000 and odd. But now in the list that has been supplied to us the 
population of Devicolam is 58,000 and odd—6,000 and odd less. So that, while in 
every other taluk, the population has been on the increase, in these two taluks 
which are predominantly Tamilian, the population had bzen on the decrease. 
That this is a faulty calculation could be seen by a reference to this yellow book that 
has been handed over to us. The number of voters in Devicolam taluk according 
to the recent enumeration is 39,367, If this be the number of adult population 
we reckon that the population of the division would be at least an equal number if 
not more. It would be at least 78,000, and that of Peermade, 35,700. So, we can 
safely reckon the population of Peermade also to be more than 70,000. But for 
purposes of calculation, when these constituencies were demarcated, the population 

. that has been taken into account is not even the number of adult registered 
voters. That would go to show how the present Government has made up its mind 
to minimize the population in these areas and add to it contiguous areas which are 
predominantly non-Tamil areas, so that there may not be the possibility of these 
taluks returning a Tamilian for ever as their representative. 


It might perhaps be said that they were bound by the rules or the order 
passed by the President in Council and as such if they make a calculation according 
to that order, this will be the population of those areas. But it is up to this- 
Government and I think as a responsible Government they ought to do it, and 
do justice to minority communities and minor sections of the people of the State. 
And probably I believe it is the duty of the M. P.s who are in this House now 
attending to this debate to ventilate our grievances before the Parliament and 
bring to the notice of Parliament that this is an iniquitous way of calculation 
so far as these two taluks are concerned, where there had not been a proper 
enumeration up to the present moment. Therefore, these two taluks by them- 
selves, when the number of registered voters are taken into account, ‘are sufficient 
in strength to constitute a constituency each by itself. 


Then Icome to Shencottah. Shencottah has now been split up into two. 
The population of Shencottah according to the calculation that has now been 
put into our hands is 62,000 and odd. “Considering the Geographical situation 
of Shencottah, which is an enclave in the Tinnevelly District it ought to form, 
because of its geographical position, a constituency in itself. But, if, on the other 
hand, the Government thought that the population of that constituency does not 
rise up to the 75,000 which they expect, it would have been up to them to add 
to it a pakuthi_which would havea population and which would least affect the 
preponderant Tamil element in that taluk. 1 might suggest that if any pakuthi is 
thus to be attached, it would be the Punalur Pakuthi which is supposed to be 
adjacent and is divided off by a range of mountains and uninhabitable places. . The 
population of this Punalur pakuthi is 12,000 and odd and so, if this is added—with 
the. 14 per cent increase it would make up more than 77,000 and constitute 
a constituency by itself. The Punalur census town which has a population of 9,0U0 
and odd may be separated from the Punalur pakuthi. That would enable Shen- 
cottah to put forward a Tamilian and get such representation as this taluk wants, 
On the other hand, these three taluks have now been so amalgamated with the 
surrounding pakuthies that the individuality of those areas are cost and it is impos« 
sible for them to have their voices heard in this Assembly by their real representa 
tives. It would be a person who holds the majo ity of the votes in the non-Tamil 
area who would come and voice the feelings of the majority of Tamilians who con- 
stitute this area. As I speak this, 1 have been wondering what purpose this is gong 
to serve with this House or with the Government of India, because we are now 
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discussing only the statement that has now been placed in our hands by this Gov- 
ernment. Probably, the proceedings of this House may be communicated to the 
Parliament or the M.Ps who are present here may take stock of the situation here 
and may have their say in the House of the People there. But what we face now 
is that all these objections must have been sent to the Election Commissioner before 
the 10th October and no representation made after that date would be listened to 
by him. So that, is there any point in our giving an opinion upon this matter at a 
late date when all objections have been ruled out? That is what I have been 
thinking and I wish the Government would give us an assurance that the proceed- 
ings of the Assembly would be communicated duly to the persons concerned, to the 
Election Commissioner and to the Government of India so that proper action may 
be taken by the Government of India themselves, | would very much wish that this 
matter must form a subject of an all important discussion where free exchange of 
views may be made. In the interests of the future of this State, all parties should 
sit together and formulate these constituencies. Whichever party may come to power 
in the next election, we have a duty to the people so that a fair election is ensured, 
that every section of this State has got its proper place in the future set up of the 
State on a representative basis. While strongly supporting the resolution that has 
been moved by Mr. K.P. Nilakanta Pillai, I would suggest to the Government 
also to consider whether it is not worth while taking responsible opinion in this 
matter and forward it to the Government: of India. 


Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: A minute scrutiny of the delimitation proposals 
given to us by the Government will show that the figures given are more or less 
cooked and even in some cases adjustments. Entirely, it cannot be relied upon. If 
the pakuthi-war s atement and the number of voters is correct, on the basis of that, 
I will, rather than showing what was done by the Government, place a few pro~ 
posals by which it is very simple for delimitation to be arrived at, within at the 
most an hour. The whole-thing is complicated by the Governthent by accepting 
too many principles, They have accepted the taluk should not be divided, a pakuthi 
should not be divided, and a town should not be divided. When these three prin- 
ciples are accepted, then there is a clash between all these things, we have to go 
one by one. We have to see that proper representation is given to all the taltiks in 
this State. Article 170 of the Constitution does not say there shall be only one 
member for every 75,009. The wording is clear. It says that there cannot be 
more than one member for 75,000. So it may be below 75,000. By the subsequ- 
ent orders by the President, under Article 373, the minimum is fixed as 75,000. 
Then we have to accept that and we shall go on that basis, in which case, we find 
there are four taluks in the State—one taluk in each district—which do not get 
sufficient number of voters. So far as the Trivandrum District is concerned, we 
have the Thovala taluk. So far as the Quilon District is concerned, we have 
Shencottah taluk. So far as the Kottayam Distrtct is concerned, we have the Peer- 
made taluk and so far as the Trichur District is concerned, we have Cranganur 
taluk. Regardin Peermade, there is absolu‘ely no difficulty. Already, there are 
35,700 voters. he adjacent constituency, Devicolam, has got 39,000 voters. So, it 
is more than sufficient to spare. For Peermade and Devicolam, we can have separate 
canstituencies. So far as Shencottah is concerned, it has been dealt with at length 
by Mr. Nesamoni. The principle that has to be followed is that for every 75,000 
of the population there must be one member. The bare minimum cannot be any- 
how deviated from, and the number has first to be worked out. And then, the 
taluks have to be taken as a unit and something added on to it from the next taluk. 
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In adding on, they should forget for a moment that a pakuthi should not be divided 
or a town should not intervene, etc. Let me take, Thovala first. What the Gov- 
ernment have done is this, There is a small stretch of land between Thovala and 
Nagercoil town, with a population of nearly 4,000. This either has to go with the 
town or with Thovala, Without any regard for contiguity, this stretch of land was 
taken away from there and put it with another constituency which is from 6 to 20 
miles away. ‘These things ean be avoided if rather than adding too many pakuthies 
to the two taluks, that is, Thovala and Nagercoil, the nearest full pakuthi must be 
added on, irrespective of the fact that this procedure violates the so-called formula 
that a town cannot be divided or a pakuthi should not be divided. If this funda- 
mental principle is accepted, we can go ahead and the whole thing could be solved 
easily. I think it would be better for the Government to accept the committee 
proposed by Mr. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai, but if the Government does not accept that 

. the committee should be formed, at least the minimum numbers could be worked 
out along.the principles I have sought to outline. 


Regarding scheduled castes, the Government have done much to cook up 
figures. I can say that boldly, because, the Hon'ble Chief Minister has said that 
he does not know ‘how the figure was arrived at, and how the President of India 
has fixed the number of scheduled castes. Then, how is it in the pakuthi-war 
statement each pakuthi has been allotted a certain number ? Somehow, the President 
of India thought that 1] members ought to be elected from here. Immediately, our 
Government thought that “11 comes nearly to 1/10th. 41 lakhs is the total. So 
at least let us have 4 lakhs of scheduled castes.” With that-figure, they began to 
arrange from one end. They first took the northern end, and then came to Thovala, 
which is the southernmost end, and dumped the remaining number of scheduled 
castes there. Nearly 40 per cent of the population of scheduled castes has been 
‘put in there without any reference to actualities. It is admitted by the Hon'ble 
Chief Minister also that he does not know it. Even in the latest supplement for 
the Trivandrum constituency, it is said; “Not available.” Yet, the exact figure is 
given at the end as 4,06,478. So, the whole thing is not true to realities and it is 
only an adjustment which has been so ably cooked up by the Government.

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, we are considering the proposal of Govemn- 
ment and if I take-the proposal as it is, it deals with delimitation of constituencies 
alone. The proposal as such submitted to the House is for 108 single member 
constituencies. It is conceded now that representation is to be given to the 
scheduled castes and 11 seats are to be reserved for them. In one of the letters, 
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the Election Commissioner has intimated that it has beeri decided to have single 
member constituencies as a general rule. But pural constituencies are necessary 
where seats are to be reserved for the scheduled castes. Then, the 18 constituencies 
now delimited have to be redistributed. The effect of it will be, that we will have 
to create 86 single member constituencies and 11 multi member constituencies, 
thus totalling 97 constitutions in the place of the 108 now grouped and placed 
before us. As such, what I would say is the proposal of Government as it is does 
not exist. It is a scrap of paper and we can safely throw it away. The proposals 
made by Government for the delimitation has no validity now. . 


Again it hasbeen clearly proved in this House that the figures adopted for 
calculating the population are not correct and are wrong. ‘That position itself is 
conceded by Government by presenting a. new pakuthi-war statement of Voters. 
So evidently Government themselves are not satished with delimitation of con- 
stituencies they have proposed. They have revised the voters list and from that 
population has to be calculated afresh. That itself will result in a re-grouping 
again. Thus this House is not in a position now to consider any proposal of. 
Government relating to delimitation, 


If I may take it the Government benches now invite this House to do the 
work of delimiting the constituencies. Though this House in session may not be 
able to carve out the constituencies, it can certainly lay down the principles for 
that. The Chief Minister was telling the House that the opinion of this House is 
invited on the important question, whether it should be single member consti- 
tuencies or multi member constituencics for this State. The right way would be 
for this House to discuss the question whether in the existing circumstances it 
would be better to have plural or single member constituencies. Having come to 
decision on that it will be time for the House to set up a committee for actual deli- 
mitation, because the delimitation proposals which have been printed and circulated 
are of no use, To me that appears to be the correct line of approach on this 
matter. It is my personal opinion that I venture to suggest at the moment. I 
think the democratic form is to have single member constituencies. The system of 
proportional representation by single non transferable vote is the best method. But 
there are very great defficulties to work it satisfactorily in constituencies with a 
large number of voters. Representation of minorities is a very important matter 
in working a democracy. Evenin England this question still engages attention. ~ 
There a committee was recently appointed to corisider the question of electoral 
reform. What has been done there could be well copied out here also, Asa 
matter of fact the rule of simple majority in single member constituencies will work 
hardship on minorities. As I said before the essense and safety of democracy 
lies in the protection and contentment of the minorities. For that in the absence 
of proportional representation by single transferable vote, the next best method is 
to provide for multi member constituency with cumulative votes. Therefore the 
question whether niulti member constituencies with cumulative vote will not be 
more useful than the single member constituencies should be considered, Under 
the existing conditions in India where there are political minorities and minorities 
based on language and other considerations, the question of giving representation 
for them in the legislatures should be thought of. 


Asa matter of fact, we know that in various provinces, they have adopted’ the 
multi-member constituencies. Some of the constituencies in the United Provinces 
for example, areto be such. Therefore, Sir, the major issue which this House 
ought to canvass and come to a decision is on this question. 
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The second question which was postulated was this, Government of India 
-would like to know about the system of voting which this Government would 
recommend. I think that when we decide about single or multi-member consti- 
tuencies, that could be settled. The question will then be only whether we want 
coloured box voting or voting by marking papers. But the main question is 
whether we want single or multi-member constituencies. 


As regards the question of population and the strength of constituencies that 
has to be fixed, I quite appreciate the point of view adopted by the Government of 
Travancore, that the number given in the last census will have to be accepted. 
Here there is a real confusion of ideas. The Government of India has nothing to 
do directly with it. Nor has this Government. Under the Statute, it is only the 
Chief Election Commissioner who alone has the final right to decide it, The 
President is given the right for the first three years to take any step to fix the 
population figure. In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 378, the 
President has issued an Ordinance calling upon the Census Commissioner to 
estimate the population. In that order it is stated that the Census Commissioner 
should take into consideration the population of the territory at the last Census and 
the movement of persons from their original places of residence by reason of the 
setting up of ihe dominions of India and Pakistan. Thus the Census Commissioner 
was asked to fix the population for each area having regard. to the movement of 
people. We all know that on account of the creation of the two dominions, there 
was a large exodus of people from one dominion to the other and the population 
figures were changed out of all recognition. But that applies only to North India. 
As far as South India is concerned, there has been little change, it has been normal, 
so to say. Therefore in a State like Travancore-Cochin, the Census Commissioner's 
figure of 85:8 lakhs as based on the figures of last Census is more or less fairly 
accurate, 

The difficulty arises only with regard to the distribution of this population in 
the different revenue units. I] was working on this in another connection. We 
find that the voters’ list of 1947 has been changed. To a certain exteny the 
difference might have been due to the efflux of three years and the attainment of 
majority of a few people. For example, 1 found’ that in the Thodupuzha taluk 
there has been an increase of 22 per cent in the number of voters while in others 
there is a decrease. This ought to engage the attention of the Government. I 
understand that our Government is only the agent of the Chief Election Commis- 
sioner. But when such glaring discrepancies exist, 1s it not the duty of this Govern- 
ment to bring it to the notice of the authorities > Otherwise there is a sense of 
unreality when we approach these figures to demarck the constituencies. As a first 
step the population for each area should be fixed on the basis of the population of 
that area during the last census, The discrepancies in the voting strength of each 
area should be rectified by scrutinising the enumeration of voters. After that the 
delimitation proposals, will have to be revised and changed in the light of 
these facts. : . 

I wish to point out another fact. In the order issued by the President, it is 
stated that the population of any area within a State to be included im a constituency 
shall unless in the case of any particular area the President otherwise directs, be 
determined by the formula given in para 6 of the Order. But there is the provi- 
sion to exempt particular areas from the formula of voters. Therefore I ask when 
we find the voters’ list to be fictitious, unreal, and abnormal, cannot this Govern- 
ment as Government apply to the President through the proper authorities to 
exempt this State from the operation of this rule and to fix the population on the 
1941 census as calculated by the Census Commissioner for the taluks of this State. 
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[Sri. P. S, Nataraja Pillai] : 

What I meen is this. Our population has increased by 10 to 11 per cent over that 
of 1941. Why not have that increase adopted for all the taluks. Why not the. 
President be approached to exempt this State from the other formula. That rule 
js intended to meet the abnormal conditions in North India. Why should this be 
applied to this quiet corner of India? Whatever may be the view of the Govern- 
ment benches, a reading of paragraph 6 of the Order'gives an ordinary reader room 
to think that steps could be taken to get an exemption. Whether the Government 
benches think it necessary or not is another matter. But there is a method for 
rectifying this wrong which is being committed on the people of Travancore as a 
whole, The only course now open to us is to set up a commiittee to go into this 
question. 

Mr. Speaker: Unless the House thinks otherwise, I shall call upon the member 
who moved the motion, to reply and wind up the discussion. 

Syi. A Thanu Pillai: 1 wish to know whether there will be any use in 
having this discussion after the holidays. I think day after tomorrow will be a. 
holiday. { gathered from somewhere that 25th is the last date on which the parlia- 
mentary committee has to send up its report, and if we are to discuss this question 
on the 24th, I do not think there will be any use. 

Syi. T. K. Narayana Pillais They have applied for an extension of the time 
and J think they will get the extension. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Many an application is rejected. Simply because the 
members will be composed of Travancoreans, the proposal need not necessarily be 
entertained. If it is rejected by the Central Government, all this talk will become 
infructuous, In that case, the time of the House would be merely wasted. .

For sometime past, the question of improving the condition of the teachers of 
the Secondary schools under private managements was engaging the attention of 
Government. They were therefore examining the various aspects of the question 
especially the financial commitments involved, They have also considered the 
demands made by the All Travancore Teachers’ Association. The Director of 
Public Instruction wes thereupon asked to submit concrete - proposals in this behalf. 
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The proposals received from the Director of Public Instruction were examined by 
Government and as a result of discussions with the representatives of the teachers 
and the managers certain conclusions have been reached. Government have accepted 
these conclusions and are pleased to order as follows : 


1. Security of service.—It is necessary that the teachers should be guaranteed 
security of service and healthy service conditions. The present provisions in the 
Education Code in this respect have to be enforced. The mules also have to be 
amplified. The rules in the amplified form are annexed to this Proceedings as 
Appendix A. 


2. Scales of pay.—It is considered that a uniform scale of pay and dearness 
- allowance should be introduced. The scales of pay and dearness allowances for the 
various categories of teachers as given below are ordered.— 

_ {) Headmasters of High schools—Rs. 150-10/2-200. Headmasters whose 
appointments are sanctioned by the department as a special case owing to special 
circumstances, will not, however be placed in the scale proposed for headmasters 
generally; but will only be given an allowance of Rs. 20 p.m. im the case of emall 
institutions and Rs. 30 p.m. in the case of large institutions. This is not however 
intended to apply to headmasters who are appointed with special sanction on the 
ground of superior qualification and intrinsic merit. A headmaster should have put 
in at least seven years of minimum service asa graduate teacher before he is ap- 
pointed as headmaster. 

(ii). Graduate teachers including language teachers with equivalent qualifica- 
tion—Rs. 45-5/1-150 bar at Rs. 70 for untrained graduates. 

(iit) Graduate headmasters of Middle Schools—Rs. 45-5/1-75. (An allow- 
ance of Rs. 10 will be granted for undergraduate teachers who are permitted to func- 
tion as headmasters of Middle Schools, provided they have reached the maximum in 
the scale.) 

(iv) Undergraduate teachers including language teachers, drawing masters, 
drill masters, etc., Rs. 30-3/2-60. Bar at Rs. 45 for untrained teachers. 


Dearness allowance.—Dearness allowance at the rate of 15 per cent of the 
salary subject to the minimum of Rs. 15 will be sanctioned. 


3, Payment of salary.—Salary will be guaranteed to the teachers by the De- 
partment at the prescribed scales. The salary bill of the teachers will be presented 
by the Managers to the Inspecting officer on the prescribed date.. Managers will 
draw the salary of the teachers and disburse it to them immediately and get their 
acquittance. Any case of failure to do so will be noted by the Department and will 
he treated as defalcation of Government money. Where such irregularities occur, 
the Department will decide that thereafter the payment of salary to the teachers with 
respect to that institution shall be made direct by the department in the sense that 
such money will net go into the hands of the manager. Copy of the acquittance 
will have to be sent to the Inspecting Officer within a period of 10 days from the 
date of receipt of the money. 

Fee income.—A margin of 20 per cent out of the fee income will be allowed to 
the management for incurring expenditure under contingencies. Contingent expen- 
diture will include pay of all employees other than teachers, office expenses, equip- 
ment under library and laboratory, purchase and repair of furniture, maintenance of 
schaol buildings, contribution to teachers provident fund, andit fee, etc. The 
balance amount will be remitted into. Government Treasuries to the credit of the 
Education Department. The money so remitted will come into a common pool 
intended as a fund for the payment of salaries to teachers, The deficit, if any, will 
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be met by the department. The accounts of the school including contingent expen- 
ges will be audited by Government, 

Provident fund,—Contribution to the Teachers’ Provident Fund will be com- 
pulsory and will be at the rate of 9 pies in the rupee to be contributed by the 
manager and an equal amount contributed by the teacher and an equal amount by 
the department, 

‘The above orders regarding fee income, salary to teachers, etc., will apply to 
Training schools also. But the headmasters of Training Schools will be placed on a 
par only with the graduate teachers of high schools. 

The suggestion of the Director of Public Instruction to implement the scheme 
from Ist September 1950 is accepted. He is requested to take emergent steps in the 
matter by issuing necessary instruction to the managers as well as departmental 
officers. : 

The Director of Public Instruction will forward lists-in triplicate of the staff of 
the private secondary schools showing. details of the service, qualification, scales of 
pay and actual pay now being drawn by the teachers.

Rules velating to the service of teachers employed in 
recognised schools under private management 


I. As soon as a teacher is appointed in a sanctioned school the manager shall 
immediately issue a provisional appointment order to the teacher giving— 
(a) The nature of the post and the period of probation, if any. 
(6) The scale of pay. 
(c) Conditions of termination of service, ; 
and shall file a copy signed by the teacher in the school records. 


This appointment order is to be reckoned as an agreement and will not be 
affected by any change in the management. 


‘The manager shall also forward immediately three copies of the appointment 
order to the Inspecting Officer (viz., Division Inspector of Schools, Inspectress of 
Girls Schools, Inspector of Primary and Middle Schools as the case may be) for 
approval, These orders should also bear the signature of the teachers concerned.

2. Teachers appointed in acting vacancies shall be entitled to vacation salary 
provided their term af service previous to the vacation extends to not less than 
8 months. This rule will not however apply to traming vacancies. When an 
appointment is made for a new class division or in the long leave vacancy of a 
teacher, the appointment should be for the period ending with the reopening of 
schools in May-June next. The period should not be terminated before the closing 
of the schools with a view to save the vacation salary. 


3, The services of a teacher shall not be terminated either by himself or by 
the management without the previous sanction of the department. 


4, In the event of gross misconduct on the part of a teacher as calls for action 
under the rules of the Code, the Manager may, pending enquiry and without notice, 
place the teacher under suspension. All such enquiries shall be completed by the 
Manager within a fortnight and a report on the subject forwarded to the Inspecting 
Officer. The teacher should be reinstated with all benefits, if the department finds 
that the decision of the Manager is not justifiable. 


5. In cases of suspension the Manager shall furnish the teacher with a state- 
ment of charges levelled against him and call upon him to submit his explanation in 
writing for each of these charges. The teacher shall be allowed time of one week 
from the date of receipt of the communication asking for his explanation. In the 
event of such explanation not being sent up within the said period of one week, the 
Manager may proceed in the matter without further delay. 


6. Salaries to teachers shall be paid not latter than the tenth of the 
succeeding month and the necessary stamped receipts obtained in the school 
acquittance roll, 

7. The duties of teachers shall consist of teaching in classes, preparation of 
notes, supervision during play hours, supervision at school and Public Exami- 
nations, etc., and such other items of work as the Headmaster of the school might 
from time to time allot to them. Teachers shall not undertake private tuition or any 
other extra work likely to be prejudicial to the discharge of their legitimate 
school work without the written permission of the Department on the recom- 
mendation of the Manager. 

8. An appeal’ shall lie to the Director against the orders of the Inspecting 
Officer in regard to any dispute between the teacher and the Manager, that might 
be referred to him. Such appeal shall be preferred within thirty days of the 
receipt of the Inspecting Officer's orders and the Director’s decision on the matter 
shall be final. . 

9. Applications for appointments under Government or private schools or for 
service elsewhere from teachers employed ina private school should not be sent 
except through the Manager of that school. . 

10. A teacher newly entertained may remain on probation for one year on 
the expiry of which term he shall be confirmed if his work and conduct are 
satisfactory. . 

-  |l. The minimum salary scale of pay shall be the one prescribed by the 
department. 
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12. Private school teachers are eligible for 15 days’ casual leave as in depart- 


mental schools. . 

13, Private school teachers-are eligible for a month’s privilege leave on half 
pay once in two years (subject to departmental approval). The question of accu- 
mulation of leave is not contemplated, Women teachers are eligible for maternity 


leave for two months on half salary. . 
Teacher's salary shall always be the first charge on the fee income of 


the school. : . 

15. A teacher shall be eligible for the appointment as Headmaster of a High 
School only if he has put in a minimum approved service of seven years as a teacher 
in a High School, Appointment of Headmasters shall be according to seniority pro~ 
vided that variations to this rule are made only after giving reasons and obtaining 
the previous approval of the Department. 

16, In Corporate Management schools, a reglaur All State Seniority list 
should be maintained and promotions as Headmasters made according to seniority 
with the provision ‘15’ above. The list should be made available to the Depart- 
ment whenever demanded, ; 

17. The Headmaster shall collect fees as per Departmental rules with the help 
of the class teacher. The collection should be remitted by the Headmaster not later 
than the close of the next working day (in the Treasury or a Bank approved by the 


Department). 
18. The Headmaster shall be responsible for the proper maintenance of a cash 
_book on the lines followed in Departmental schools.

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: Sir, I wish to make a few observations on this 
Bill. I oppose the Bill in its present form. Nearly 10 months age we passed an 
Act (Act XII of 1125) the Travancore District Municipalities (Term of office 
of the Councillors Extension) Act. That was only for the specific purpose of the 
extension of the term of Councillors for one year. That was extended from Ist 
Medom 1125 to Ist Medom 1126. In that Act there was no provision for the 
extension of the term of Chairmen. No doubt, the Bill was, all the same, vigorously 
opposed on the ground that there should not be any legislation for the extension of 
the period of Councillors whose terms of office have been fixed by an enactment 
under which they got elected. Then, the reply of the Government was that “we 
are shifting on to adult franchise and this procedure may be adopted in the election 
of the Councillors also and ¢o the extension is necessary’. Now, the present Bill 
goes far beyond that principle which was adopted in that Act. On an analysis of 
the provisions of the present Bill we fird four things. Firstly, there is the extension 

_ of the term of office of the Councillors; secondly, there is the extension of the term 
of office of the members of the Corporation of Trivandrum; thirdiy, there is provi- 
sion for the extension of the term of office of the Chairmen of District Municipalities; 

d fourthly the absence of any provision for the extension of the term of office 
of the Mayor of the Trivandrum City. Thus we find under this Act, there is no 
extension of the term of the Mayor of the Trivandrum City Corporation and at the 
same time just the opposite principle is adopted in this Bill, as regards the extension 
of the term of the Chairmen of Municipalities concerned. If, for any reason, 
the extension of the term of the Mayor of the Trivanirum City could not be 
provided for, for the very same reason no extension can be given to the term of the 
Chairmen of Municipalities. One can understand the implication of adult franchise 
in regard to the extension of the terms of office of Councillors, but one cannot 
understand its implication in the matter of election of the Chairmen of the District 
Municipalities and the Mayor of the Trivandrum City. Now, Government has 
practically given up this principle in the matter of the election of Mayor but at the 
same time they say there ought to be extension of the term of Chairmen of District 
Municipalities. In respect of the election of the Chairmen of the District Munici- 
palities adult franchise does not come in at all, What we would submit, Sir, is 
that the very principles that they adopted 10 months ago the Government won't 
adopt in regard to the term of office of the Chairmen of District Municipalities 
dly, some discrimination is made in Section 2. It is stated in the Section 

that “...... the Government shall have power to direct by notification in the 
Gazette that the term of office of the Councillors of the Corporation of Trivandrum 
constituted under the Trivandrum City Municipal Act, 1116 or of the Councillors 
and Chairmen of all or any Municipality constituted under the Travancore District 
Municipalities Act, -1116 or the Cochin Municipal Act XVIII of 1113, shall 
extend up to noon on such date as may be fixed by them”, From this one can 
very well see that the Government do not want to apply this Act fo all District 
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{Sri. D, Gnanasigamoni] ae ; 
Municipalities but they want to apply this Act to any Municipality they like. All 
that I want to say is that this discrimination ought not to be there. 

In Clause 3 there is another strange proviston. The provision is this ; : 
“If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of this Act, Govern- 

~ ment may as occasion may require, by order, do anything which appears to 
them necessary for the purpose of removing the difficulty”. - 


But, what I say is that if there is any difficulty of the kind mentioned that difficulty 
should be removed by bringing forward a suitable Bill, and not by an executive 
order of Government. So, this provision should also go. With these observations 
I support the motion that the Bill may be referred to a Select Committee. 


Sri. A. Thanu. Pillai: Sir, I support the motion that the Bill be referred 
toa Select Committee. Here power is sought to be vested in Government to-extend 
the term of office of the Councillors of the Trivandrum City Corporation or the 
Councillors and Chairmen of any Municipality. By this power it is meant that the 
Government may extend the term of office to any date they like provided, of course, 
it does not go beyond November 1952. Now, November 1952 is two years from 
this date. If Government really mean business, why the re-constitution of these 
Munitipalities should be undertaken only by November 19522. I can’t see any 
yeason why elections should not-be conducted under the existing. rules now, because 
Municipalities are constituted-to function for a period of 3 years. Already there 
has been an extension and if the Government think that they. won't be able to. get 
the necessary law to operate for these Municipalities being brought into being 
within a short period why not have the normal elections conducted under the 
existing law? Let the Government take time to enact a new law and have the . 
elections then under the altered conditions. Of course, if there was a proposal to 
extend the term for 6 months I could understand. These elections were postponed 
on a previous occasion and they have not taken advantage of that. Now, they say 
that the elections ought to be on the basis of adult franchise. . Even the elections to 
the Legislatures in India are to be held in April 1951. So, rolls- must be neces- 
sarily ready within a couple of months from today. Why should there be this 
extension up to the Ist day of November 19522 Now, Sir, that is. too tall an 
order for any Legislature to agree to. The matter has to be very carefully and 
seriously considered. We will have to see whether there should be any extension 
atall, And, Sw, this is the way the Government propose to do this. business of. 
reconstituting the Municipal Councils, that is to say, they want two years,—more 
than two years, for that. I think the best course for this House is to oppose the 
Bill. - But by opposing the Bill it may not lead us anywhere seeing how this House

The Travancore-Cochin Land Improvement Bill 


Minister for Public Works, Communnications ad Agriculture (Sri. E. John 
Philipose): I beg to mtroduce the Travancore-Cochin Land Improvement Bill. 
Minister for Industries, Excise and Local Self Government (Sri. N. Kunjuraman): 
I second it. 
Mr. Speaker: The Land Improvement Bill is introduced. 


Sri A. Thanu Pillai: | suggest that the Land Improvement Bill and the 
Land Assignment Bill, being very important, may be taken another day. They are 
Bills that require very full and serious consideration and I don’t think there has 
been enough time in the nature of the agenda in our hand. Of course I do not 
ubject to their introduction. Further consideration may be postponed. Even the 
sending of these Bills to the Select Committee should be put off. What the Select 
Committee has to do has to be considered here. There are provisions affecting the 
rights in respect of lands of Government and private individuals. Very serious 
questions are involved in it. 

Sri. E. John Philipose: These Bills have been made availabe to the 
members sufficiently early. There is no meaning in postponing it by one or two 
ays. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: These were not supplied till the 20th of this inst ant, 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: [t was very recently that these Bills have been 
supplied, only on 19th October 1950. It has not been possible even to go through 
these Bills. These are all important Bills relating to land, These require very 
careful consideration and its provisions are also very important, I support the 
gpinion of Mr. Pattom Thanu Pillai that the Bills be introduced after a few more 

ays. 

Sri. E. John Philipose: I fully realise that this is a very important Bill. If 
hon'ble members would like to see that these Bills come up for consideration 
tomorrow or the day after, I have no objection. The various stages of these Bills 
have to be got through during’ this session itself. Now I propose to mention the 
names of members of the Select Committee which will consider the Bill that has 
now been introduced by me, viz, the Land Improvement Bill. 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Is there any such Bill anywhere in India? 
Sri. E, John Philipose: There is a Bill in Bombay, in the Punjab, and in Bihar 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: Is there any corresponding law existing in 
Travancore? . 

Sri. E. John Philipose: No. It is a fresh Bill. It is meant to prevent the 
very serious injury that is being caused by reason of soil erosion. Therefore it is 
very urgent that the House should consider this Bill as early as possible and enable 
the Government to pass measures to prevent soil erosion,

Sxi. E. John Philipose: In moving that the Bill be referred to a Select 
Committee I note that there is no need for me to speak at length because the state~ 
ment of Objects and Reasons is sufficiently clear and there is no need for me to 
repeat what has been explicitly stated there. I move that this Bill may be referred 
to the Select Committee. 

Sri. P. S, Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I think this Bill is intended, as is stated in 
the preamble for the preparation and execution of schemes for the control and 
prevention of soil erosion. That seems to be the primary object of the Bill though 
it also contemplates the execution of schemes for the improvement of cultivation of 
lands, reclamation of ferests and such other matters. If you take an over-all picture 
of the activities envisaged in this Bill, it is evident that the control of agricultural 
land and the maintenance of soil conservation are its main objects. Sir, it is a new 
measure as far as 1 know for an Indian State. In other parts of India there are 
very few attempts by legislation to prevent soil erosion. ‘The only countries which 
have succeeded in controlling soil erosion are the United States and Italy. Soil erosion 
is not a simple matter. Writers on the subject have held the view that it affects 
vitally the human race and civilization itself. By indiscriminate cultivation and ex- 
ploitation of forests, the top soil which is said to be the most important element for 
crop cultivation, is being regularly depleted of its sustenance, Soil erosion affects 
in another way. The water level or the water content of the land is deleteriously 
affected by erosion. To prevent this we must have planned agriculture. There 
must be regional schemes. There must be aplan as to how that area should be 
improved, what kind of crop should be cultivated and how the forests in the vicinity 
should be kept. As a matter of fact in the Bill most of these aims are kept in view. 
Under clause 4 we have the preservation and improvement of soil, prevention of soil, 
erosion, improvement in the method of cultivation and type of farming, increased 
production of food crops, reclamation of water-logged or otherwise waste lands 
prohibition of control of grazing, control and maintenance of tree-growth, regulation 
and prohibition of setting on fire trees, timber, forest produce or other wild growth, 

But what is the method by which the Bill seeks to achieve this object? A 
Board which is rectally a Government agency is proposed to be constituted for 
this purpose. ‘Lhe executive authority of the Board will be appointed by Govern- 
ment who is to be called the Land Improvement Officer. That officer will prepare 
a scheme for the control of a particular area, how land in that area should be 
improved, how contour bunds should beerected, how forests-should be maintained 

how the tree-growth should he regulated. A scheme on these lines will :be 
prepared by the Government servant and enforced by the. Governmient Board. It 
18 a very sorry thing to note that land conservation and control of agriculture is 
ths left to the initiative of a Government servant. Under clause 9 it is provided 

the Land Improvement Officer has power to enforce a-scheme in a particular 
aren, if the people of the locality or the owner of any land included in the scheme 
fails to comply with his directions. The land improvement officer has the discre- 
on to carry out the work himself and recover the expenses incurred from “the 
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owner, The land-owner thus has to mutely obey the dictates of the land improve- 
ment officer. The scheme may not have his approval individually, nor has the 
scheme the collective approval of the people of the locality. To put it in other 
words, the scheme envisaged in the bil] is analogous to what we have in the Minor 
Irrigation Act in Travancore. Under the Minor Irrigation Act the tanks are 
improved and the amount spent for such improvement is realised from the owners 
of the land benefited by the improvement. That was found to be oppressive and 
inoperative and we know that in spite of the fact that the Actis in force for more 
than three decades the relevant provisions are never’ put into execution. Those 
provisions are sought to be revived in this Bill. It is a matter for the consideration 
of the House whether the provisions setting up a purely Government agency with 
power to decide upon a scheme and directing the people to execute it and finally 
having the right to execute it themselves, in the eventuality of not being executed 
by people, are the proper provisions and are in consonance with the spirit of the 
times, 


Sir, as I said early, only two countries were able to manage effectively the 
Land Conservation schemes for the protection of agriculture on the basis of regional 
development and planning, namely America and Italy. As far as U.S.A. is 
concerned, the whole problem of soil conservation in its real form was tackled. It 
is a complex art to maintain a perpetual equilibrium of soil, water and plants or 
what, in other words may be called, geological engineering and it is not a layman's 
art. By the use of elaborate rotation of soil-building crops, the improved pastures. 
and winter cover crops and by the preservation of top-soil by methods of terracing 
and lay-out, the soil conservation is developed into a science. We cannot advance 
our cause or prevent the deterioration of the soil by slipshod methods of scrappy 
schemes enforced here and there. The whole problem has to be tackled on a com 
prehensive basis. Therefore it is more or less the view of all text-book writers on 
the subject, that it must be done on a regional basis and that it must be a sufficiently 
well thougut out planned scheme. It must not be a piecemeal work nor must it be 
a programme based upon surplus finance to suit particular circumstances. If it is 
to be done efficiently, there must be an over all plan for it and considerations of 
finance should not be allowed to stand in its way, because it is a question of life and 
death. Inthe United States Land. Improvement Trusts are created, and those 
Trusts are “democratically organised, officially responsible bodies with advisory 
experts and serve as the basic mechanism for the scientific control of soil erosion 
and reorganisation of lend and husbandry. Those Boards are in essence democratic, 
voluntary self-Governing entities of Lecal Government that may subject itself to 
legally enforceable lend-use controls required for community welfare. Itis an 
elected Board that is functioning there. If we follow the example of the United 
States Government must undertake a survey by experts of the regions which require 
conservation and after marking out the regions where soil erosion has to be prevented 
those areas should be called upon to set up a Board on a democratic voluntary basis, 
for enforcing the measures which they think necessary with the advice of experts, 
That is the way in which good results are achieved in America. Planning has to be 
regionalised and when we have regionalised plans for the development of particular 
areas, those areas should be called upon toset up an elected board and that board 
should be given the right to enforce a scheme, which the advisers may place before 
them. Technical experts may prepare a scheme for the development of that area, 
and that scheme must come up for review by the representatives of the people of 
that area. After the people have accepted the plan, it will be enforced by laws made 
by the people. This Bill, on the other hand, is drafted so as to impose the scheme 
on the people from above. Such a scheme is not likely to succeed. This Bill

(Sri. P.S, Nataraja Pillai] a 
provides for the improvement of particular areas and powers to realise the money 
from the people under the Revenue Recovery Regulation. It would be more in 
consonance with the democratic form of Government which we are having if the 
right of deciding the suitability or otherwise of a scheme is left to those for whom it 
is intended to benefit. If the representatives of the people accept the scheme framed 
by tschnical experts, then alone can it be enforced. 


There is another aspect as well. It is not merely a question of imposition. Any 
scheme for development on a regional basis requires for its success voluntary and 
conscientious help of the people of the locality. Compulsion will not give the desired 
retylt. We know that our ryots are extremely individualistic and. conservative. If 
a prrticular piece of land will give more return, by tapioca cultivation or rubber cul. 
tivation but if in the opinion of the Land Board or Land Improvement Officer that 
area is to be planted with any grass or cover trees and if that opinion is to be 
enforced on the land owner, that in the early stages, will not secure the co-operation 
of the people nor will it yield good results which we are anxious to secure. If we 
place this Bill on the Statute Book and call it Land Improvement Scheme we can 
magnificently advertise it and publish illustrated pamphlets that we have set up a 
Board and have a scheme ta conserve land and prevent erosion. But to be of real 
use to the people there must be voluntary co-operation. The co-operation of the 
people of the locality is the essence of the matter. If people are to realise that the 
responsibility rests with them, they must be conscious that the scheme is evolved: 
by them after full deliberation and is enforced with their full consent. Therefore 
the basic provisions of this Bill need radical revision. 


T do not want to go into further details of what soil eroison is or soil. conser- 
yancy means. I do not know whether the Government fully realises what reactions 
soil conservancy and the prevention of soil erosion will have on the whole agricultural 
and industrml operations of a particular area, So this subject has to be. dealt with, 
with the gravity it deserves. In that aspect I think this Bill needs revision. It will be 
better if provision is made in the Bill to constitute a Technical Expert Board for 
Soil Conservation, to survey the whole State and divide it into particular regions. 
Then regional development schemes will have to be planned by regional Boards set 
up fer the purpose. Soil conservancy, to be effective, cannot be attempted piece~ 
meal. The problems that may arise m the highlands and in the lowlands may be 

ifferent. Problems that may arise in the waterlogged area or a dry area will be 
different. So it will facilitate matters ifa Technical Board of Experts—I do not 
want a large number but a few really capable young men, trained in the subject—is 
constituted to start with for a survey. I have tried to impress on this House that 
this problem is a specialised branch of engineering and requires to be attended to on 
a scientific manner. Only after asurvey, we will be able ‘to demarcate lands that 
Tequire conservation. After this is done, regional boards will have to be set up on 
an elected basis, Each region requiring attention and development must be called 
upon to set up an elected body and that Board should be given the right of propos- 
ing and enforemg the appropriate measures, in consultation with the Technical 
Board. The function that is Aa sought, to be vested on ithe Land Improvement 
Officer in the scale of pay of Rs, 175— should really be ve: i 
TBoud y really be vested in the elected 


I da not know whether my talking on the Bill on this aspect h f 
as the officer has already been appointed. At page 10 of the Bill T find a “Gnancial 
Memorandum accompanying the Bill from which I find that an officer has been 
appointed on Rs, 175—225. How far these discussions in the Aseembly. are real 
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in the face of that, I do not know. Whatever that may be, I leave, it at that. This 
Board should be given the right to propose the measures against soil erosion and for 
soil conservation. With the advice of the Technical Board, these regional boards 
will propose soil regulation and carry out works, The right of realising the amount 
spent must rest with the regional boards. The amount that should be realised must 
be fixed by the regional boards which consist of the representatives of the people. 
For the purpose of land conservation a tribunal should be created. [t should be an 
independent tribunal. With the help of the Central and Regional Boards, it will be 
able to impose soil conservation and preservation schemes. Provision should be 
made in the Bill for the financial powers of the Boards. But there should be a 
residuary right with the Government to direct and control the schemes. If radical 
changes are made in this Bill I feel we will be moving in the right direction. If we 
are going to adopt this bill as itis, it will certainly be in the statute book like the 
other Acts of Travancore. How far it will help regeneration of agricultuce, preven- 
tion of soil erosion and conservation of svil are all matters of great doubt. It can 
be advertised that this State has taken legislative powers to enforce soil conservation 
and soil improvement, But whatever that may be, I would earnestly request this 
House to consider this matter very carefully because I feel that it is a very important 
matter. If properly approached and tackled and if the co-operation of the people 
is secured, we can do substantial benefit to the future generations of Travancore, 
if we enact a proper measure to prevent soil erosion and help soil conservation. 
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[Sci, Cherian J. Kappen] . 
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Sri. E. John Philipose: The general trend of discussion in this House with 
regard to this Bill has been that the Bill is a very necessary anda very important 
one, but that certain alterations in the set up could be desired. It has been stated 
by Sri, Nataraja Pillai that land improvement schemes should be brought into 
operation on a voluntary basis with the consent and agreement of owners of land. 
dt has alo been stated that that procedure seems to be the practice in America. 
Here, however in India, we are up against the problem of fractionalized occupation 
and uneconomic holdings. The whole outlook should be whether the general 
improvement of land is a responsibility of the State or the responsibility of the 
i ual owner of a small bit of land, because, in a general scheme of land 
improvement, it 1s quite necessary that certain recalcitrant owners of land should 
not be permitted to stand in the way of land improvement, That is why, after 
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great consideration by various Governments in India—and I can assure the hon’ble 
members that this matter has received the very serious consideration of this Govern- 
ment—it has been decided that it should not be left exclusively or solely to the will 
of the owners of land. As far as any objection to this aspect is concerned, as has 
been stated by Mr. Cherian Kappan, this Bill will so provide that the scheme 
formulated would be given the widest publicity and any objections put forward in 
that behalf should be considered by the Board. 


As far as the composition of the Board is concerned, at present it includes 
two non-officials. It is the view of Government that such a board must be asseciated 
with non-officials so that it will be more or less effective in the functioning of it and 
it will enable the non-officials to contact people of competence and deal with the 
matter. Therefore it was that Government felt that it would be desirable to have 
the discretion of Government restricted in the activities of the Board. 


Then certain points were urged during the discussion here. It was said that 
no expert who had any knowledge of the subject is handling this question. That is 
not correct. I may take this opportunity to inform the members that the board 
Contains competent men who know the subject very well. There is Dr. Sukumaran 
Nayar who had gone to America and returned with very high ‘qualifications 
and is now considered to be one of the best men on the subject. There are also 
one or two other professors who are ecually competent in the line. So then the 
hon’ble members of the House may be assured that there is no paucity of qualified 
hands to handle the subject. The problem of soil erosion is being tackled efficiently 
by those men and it varies with respective areas. Government are very much inter- 
ested in remedying the defects in the line of erosion. 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: How is that done ? 

Sri. E. John Philipose: By utilising the services of experts in that lines 
Generally, in all schemes relating to the conservation and importance of soil— 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Is that officer a specialist in agriculture ? 

Sri. E. John Philipose: Yes. He was sent to America specially for this kind 


of training. 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Whether he is an agricultural engineer as well > 

Sri. E. John Philipose: He is a specialist in agriculture as well. 

With regard to the voluntarily taking over of work connected with soil erosion 
and the inducement to be offered by Government, I am of the view that there will 
be a stultifying in efforts of the administration. Thatis however a subject which 
can be dealt with at the Select Committee. Therefore [ move that this Bill may be 
sent to the Select Committee and in so doing I wish to include in the list of names 
Mr. P. M. Varghese also; The quorum of the committee will be 4. The committee 
will make its report within 10 days from to-day.

The Travancore-Cochin Land Assignment Bill - 


Minister for Finance and Revenue (Sri. A. J. John:) Sir, I beg to introduce 
e Travancore-Cechin Land Assignment Bill. 
Chief Minister (Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai:) I second it. 
My. Speaker : The Bill is introduced. 
Sri. A. J. John: Sir, I beg to move that the Bill be referred to a Select 
Committee which may report it withi.. a week after suspending Standing Order 34. 
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Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, this is a very important measure relating to the 
assignment of Government lands. The Hon'ble Minister told us that this is only a 
re-enactment in effect of the existing Travancore law. It is a well-known fact. Sir, 
that in recent times large parts of our State have been assigned to private individuals 
under various terms in regard to the holding and that has given rise toa lot of 
controversy. And there is a feeling in the country that Government land is not 
nowadays disposed of after due deliberation, the deliberation that is consonant 
with the importance of the matter. Large tracts are disposed of, we are told from 
time to time, for various purposes; sometimes we are told that a thousand or ten 
thousand acres of land had to be aséigned all on a sudden on considerations of food 
production. In regard to the same land later on the Minister would tell us that 
thet land was surveyed by the Forest Conservator to be not quite fit for food pro- 
duction or paddy cultivation. That comes under a different category and so that 
bas been assigned for long periods of 12 to 20 years. So there is a lot of complaint 
in regard to the way in which lands are disposed of. Again, Sir, we hear a good 
deal shout what are known as political sufferers anda large number of people of 
that category. Ido not know how this political suffering is measured and valued. 
On thet account lands are now being assigned to individuals. I do not know exactly 
under what law these lands are assigned, whether under the Land Assignment Act 
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or under other rules or laws and whether these long “term assignments of 12 to 20 
years are really for urgent interests in regard to food production. So there is a good 
deal of confusion that way. There is no denying the fact Government or the 
Ministers are taking advantage of their position to enrich their supporters and 
dependants at the expense of the State. That is the feeling in the country and even 
the public records will go to show that a good deal is being done that way. 


Sir, a land committee has now been constituted. One of the points referred to 
that committee, probably the most important point referred to that committee, 
relates to the extent of holdings or of land that a particular individual or a particular 
family may hold. Now, the committee I understand have been asked to report 
upon that matter also. The report of that committee has not yet been published. 
I do not know at what stage the committee’s work is. Once it was stated that the 
committee would be reporting by the end of Mithunam last. We are in Thulam 
1126 and no report is forthcoming. 


Now, Sir, I ask how can Government reconcile that intention with the inde- 
finite way in which they are now assigning lands. Is there any definite idea? [ 
should think Government land assignment should be put a stop to until that matter 
is finally disposed of. We know for a fact that lands are now being assigned not 
only to the landless, but to people who are already in possession of extensive areas 
also. How are these two things to be reconciled? Will there be a land econom 
which will give as many people as possible the right to hold and cultivate land, 
consistent, of course, with the conception of economic holding. There is no definite 
idea in regard to these matters. There is no definite idea in regard to these matters. 
Government is very drifting in its policy. Now here is this Bill. Ido not know 
for what purpose it is being made and how it is going to be worked. The point 
that I wish to emphasize is that the powers of Government are, | am sorry to say, 
being rather unscrupulously used nowadays in regard to the giving away of Govern- 
ment lands. Those powers are restricted and limited and well-defined. We know 
for a fact that in the past land assignment was done with greater care. No doubt 
large areas were occasionally assigned to individuals but that was at a time when 
there was not so much scramble for land, when there was no feeling that everybody 
should get land to cultivate, when, at any rate, there was not so fhuch stafvation, or 
helplessness or want. Now the conditions have changed. Therefore we must 
certainly make deviations from the already existing provisions which came into being 
under different conditions. 1 refer particularly to the rule-making” powers of 
Government. Here again I find that Government may make rules prescribing the 
manner in which assignment may be made whether by public auction or otherwise. 
This ‘otherwise’ is very vague. Now land assignment is done only otherwise. And 
that ‘wise’ is not always the proper ‘wise’. So, Sir, I would suggest, and very de- 
finitely and emphatically suggest, that clear rules should be laid down as to the 
persons or the categories of persons to whom lands should be assigned hereafter, the 
extent of land that may be assigned and other conditions on which lands should be 
assigned. Then, this House should come to some conclusion as to the tenure, 
whether land assignment should be on full ownership basis or only for a term or 
only for particular kinds of cultivation and so on. I suggest that definite rules are 
laid down in that regard, This indiscriminate way of assigning Government lands 
should be put an end to. Nowadays we hear a lot of talk about lands being given 
on Kuthagapattom. Kuthagapattom once meant some kind of enjoyment of stand- 
ing trees, without any right so far as the soil is concerned, without any right to put 
up buildings and the tenants were liable to be evicted whenever Government wanted 
the land back. It was on these terms that Kuthagapattom leases were given. But 
now we hear leases being given for 20 years. What for? If a man is in poseession 
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for 20 years, making improvement, putting up costly buildings, what is the meaning 
of saying that it is only for aterm that the lease is given? T understand that much 
1s being given like that nowadays. It is an unmeaning procedure. Sol sug- 
gest that there must be some definiteness about assignment, Of course there must 
be a law regarding assignment. With these observations, 1 move again that the Bill 
be referred to a Select Committee. 
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Sri. D, Gnanasigamoni: [am in general agreement with the observations 
made by Sri. Pattom Thanu Pillai on this bill, particularly with his references to the 
rule-making powers of Government. Unlike other bills, the major portions of the 
matters covered by this Bill come under the rules. The rules actually set up the 
Act itself, so that here is a case where the servant actually becomes the master. In 
fact many of the complaints raised by Sri. Pattom Thanu Pillai have their back- 
ground on the rules and the applicability of those rules, The next thing I want to 
refer to is the definition of the words ‘ Government lands’. Section 2 declares cer- 
tain lands as Government lands. I want to refer only to one thing in this connec- 
tion. In the Bill, Government lands include, among other lands, the bed of the sea 
and of harbours and creeks below high water-mark; .. ..In this connection, may I 
refer to article 297 of the Indian Constitution. There it is stated ‘all lands’ minerals 
and other things of value underlying the ocean within the territorial waters of India 
shall vest in the Union...." Thus the provision in the Bill seems to contravene 
the provision in the Constitution of India. 


Another matter that I wish to point out is that no appeal has been provided for 
under the main body of the Act in respect of any orders passed under it. I admit 
that provision is made for appeals in the rules to be framed hereafter. But my 
submission is that as this is a substantive right arising under the provisions of the 
Act, provision for appeal must also be made in the Act itself. Again it is not de- 
fined who the appellate authority is. These matters ought to be provided for in the 
body of this Act itself. { submit that these are matters for consideration by the 
Select Committee. With these observations, 1 support the amendment -that the Bill 
be referred to a Select Committee.’ ; .

That the existing provisions are defective in many ways is a matter which 
cannot be denied. No doubt an honest attempt is made to cure the defects but all 
the same these defects continue as they were. 

One serious defect often noticed in revenue recovery proceedings in the im- 
proper service of summons. As the recovery of dues is usually effected by the 
attachments and sale of moveable and immovable property, no owner will sleep over 
his obligation to pay the revenue due even after the acceptance of notice. Asa 
matter of fact these services of notice are only a myth though it is prescribed that 
services of notices are to be done in the manner prescribed in the code of civil

I appears to me that the Indian Constitution has once for all put an end to all 


arbitrary proceedings and upholds the procedure established by law and authority 
wherever personal liberty and property is concerned. Now deprivation of personal 
property and liberty are the main features of this Bill and that is sought to be effected 
by a procedure which the Indian Constitution discountenances, Now it is admitted 
in the statement of objects and reasons that two remedies afe open to Government, 
a criminal prosecution and a remedy by way of a civil suit in respect of matters 
covered by the provisions of this Bill. That is the procedure established by law 
which the Constitution sanctions while the summary procedure which the Govern- 
ment seeks to introduce in this Bill is opposed to the Indian Constitution. Reading 
through the relevant provisions of the Bill very carefully one finds the following 
points, Realisation of money and security from a public accountant is by a sum- 
mary procedure. Arrest and confinement of a public accountant is also by a 
summary procedure, and there is provision for such confinement for a month and 
all these are sought to be achieved not according to procedure established by law, 
but in an arbitrary manner. This, | submit is opposed to Articles 21 and 31 of the 
indian Constitution. Article 21 says that “No person shall be deprived of his life 
or personal liberty except according to procedure established by law.” And Article 
31 says says ‘that no person shall be deprived of his property save by authority of 
law.” The procedure established by law is admitted to be, in this case a criminal 
prosecution or a civil suit or both, My submission, therefore, is that the provisions 
made in this Bill enabling Government to summarily deal with the: delinquent are 
inconsistent with the Indian Constitution. The Honourable Minister in charge of 
the Bill may reply by saying that we are already having such a law just at present, 
and go this is nothing new. But my answer in such a case will be a request to him 
to turn to Article 13 of the Indian Constitution which says” “all laws in force in the 
territory of India immediately before the commencement of the Constitution, in so 
far as they are inconsistent with the provisions of this Part, shall, to the extent of 
such inconsistency, be void.” My contention is that the provisions in the present 
Act are obviously void. And in Clause (2) of that article it is stated “the State shall 
not make any law which takes away or abridges the rights conferred by this Part 
and any law made in contravention of this Clause, shall, to the extent of the con- 
travention, be void.” That is why I started by saying that the existing law stands 
already abrogated with the coming in‘o effect of the Indian Constitmion. There is 
another matter which arises incidentally as a consequence of the action taken under 
its provisions. The provisions are in effect a prosecution and punishment by the 
Collector. The question arises whether he could be prosecuted and punished again 
for the same offence more than once. Government seems to think a criminal pro- 
secution is also again open to them in respect of the same matter. Ar icle 20 (2) 
stands in the way. Therefore I would earnestly plead that the Bill as such may be 
dropped as being opposed to the Indian Constitution, And the only thing that has 
to be done is to retain the last clause of this Bill, which is the only proper thing to 
do in the matter. With these observations I oppose this Bill. 

Mr. Speaker: These are observations which will be taken note of by the 
Members of the Select Committee.

Section 9 deals with the term of Office of members other than ex-officio mem- 
bers and specifies that it shall be three years commencing from the date on. which 
the first meeting of the Council is held. By this proviso right is taken by the 
Government to extend from time to time the term of office of the Board by a period 
not exceeding six months. I can understand the necessity for extending the period 
of the present members of the Board. It has been explained in the Statement of . 
Objects and Reasons that the present Council’s period expired by the 14th October 
and that Government were not able to reconstitute the Council earlier because they 
desired to make certain changes in the composition of the Council. If that be the 
case and if the present Bill is passed enabling Government to constitute a Council 
with less than 17 members, I do not think there is any reason for a permanent pro- 
viso of the kind referred to, empowering Government to extend the period of the 
Counzil from time totime. Even now, there is no difficulty in reconstituting the 


because election hss to be conducted only from among the Registered 
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Medical Practitioners. The difficulty of not obtaining a member of the particular 
system of medicine has also been removed. There is nothing standmg in the way 
of an immediate fresh election. There is sufficient time for the Government to do 
this within the next six months. Therefore a permanent right for the Government 
to extend the period of Office of the Board from time to time by six months ata 
time, would enable them to continue the life of a Board for half-a-dozen years. Such 
a provision is altogether unnecessary. 

The section itself lays down that the period should be only for three years and 
that is being negatived by the proviso. That is my greatest objection. The proviso 
as framed now, gives power to Government to extend the office of the Board from 
time to time to six years or eight years or nine years as they like. As the amend- 
ment now framed stands, every time Government extends the period, they have only 
to record a reason. Once it may be due to the conditions in the country and at 

. another time it may be due to want of availability of persons and so on. Therefore 
I move that the Government should be given power only to extend the term once 
and that for six-months only. With these words I move the amendment. 
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His amendment is that instead of the word ‘such’ the word ‘a’ may be used in 
the second portion. I have objection in accepting that part of the amendment, I 
agree to the omission of the words ‘from time to time’ from the proviso. The pro- 
viso as amended would be as follows:— 

“Provided that Government may for any special reason extend the term of 
office of the members by such further period not exceeding six months as they 
may, by notification in the Gazette, specify.”

Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: The motion is that the Billbe referred to « 
Select Committee. 
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Mr. Speaker: The general principles of the Bill can now be discussed, 
Sri. K, P. Nilakanta Pillai: Sir, the learned mover of the Bill made the 


whole explanation in such a way as to create an impression in the House that it is 
only an ordinary matter, and it is out of necessity to have some uniform legislation 
for the integrated State that the bill has been introduced. I had half a mind to 
oppose the Bill, but that stage has passed, and I am not sorry, because a Bill is 
necessary, but to what extent that Bill should go is the question which this House 
ought to consider, Of course, the police force has to be placed ona legal basis and 
some such authority has to be given to the police force and their actions under that 
authority should not be called in question atevery tum. Also, Sir, there ought to 
be discipline in the police force and there ought to be provisions to enforce that dis- 
cipline through lagal means. There must be provisions in such a Bill tosee that 
the police functions as an efficient instrument for the prevention and detection of 
crime, Apart from these fundamental principles which ought to be provided for in 
a Bill of this kind, I cannot see eye to eye with many of the provisions newly intro- 
duced-in this Bill, Probably, if 1 say newly introduced in the Bill, that statement 
may give modernity to the Bill, -but I may even tell the House that most of the pro- 
visions which were in existence in 1861 when the English came to India and wanted 
to consolidate the Indian Empire, are embodied in the present Bill. Therefore, -we 
cannot really call it modern. ; 

Sir, I want to tell the Government and the members of this House that there is 
a sort of idea working in the mind of the Cabinet and their supporters that the 
greatness of the Congress Organisation depends upon the strength of the well-known 
steam-roller and that therefore to make the weight of the steam-roller more and 
more is the best way by which the success of the congress administration will be 
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judged by the people of the State. Every measure recently adopted by the so called 
mgress Government in the States is not in conformity with the Constitution. 
Therefore, 1 am afraid there has been a very earnest attempt to have some sort of 
Fascist regime established in different partsyof the States. This Bill contains several 
provisions which may go to substantiate my argument. I may tell the House and 
the Government, if it is called a peoples’ Government, that the respect the Govem- 
ment ought to command must be through the love of the people and not through 

the weight of the steam-roller. 


Examining the several provisions of this Bill, the House must make a very 
earnest attempt to understand the several provisions of the Bill which wall goto 
strengthen the police as a part of the armed force of the country so that the police 
force may be commanded to carry out the wishes of the executive even in illegal 
ways. First of all, let us take Section 4: “(1) The administration of the Police 
throughout the State shall, subject to the control of the Government, be vested in 
an officer to be styled the Inspecter-General of Police and in such superior police 
officers, as the Government shall deem fit. 


(2) The administration of the Police throughout the local jurisdiction of a 
District Magistrate shall be vested in a District Superintendent or Assistant District 
Superintendent as the Government may think fit to appoint.” 


I read these clauses because, of course, the whole police force is placed under 
the administrative control of the Inspector-General of Police. If that be so. I ask 
the question, why the District Superintendent of Police should be vested with powers 
to be in charge of a particular district by the Government ? Why not it vest either 
with the Inspector-General of Police or with the District Magistrate who is responsi- 
ble for the preservation of peace, law and order, so far as his district is concerned ? 
Of course, this is not a very innocent thing as it appears on the face of it, because 
it may even undermine the efficiency of the people if it is our subject that the police 
force ought to be very efficient in the discharge of their duties. This clause will 
enable the Government to appoint a District Superintendent of Police for a district 
even without reference to the Inspector-General of Police and to invest him with 
powers so far as that district is concerned, I am asking the question why should the 
Government think of taking that power out of the Inspector-General ? Of course 
we know the police organisation in the State, and in the subsequent clauses the 
Inspector-General of Police is given some organizational powers. Therefore, why 
should such a clause be there to run counter to the powers given to the Inspector- 
General of Police under the subsequent clauses? I am stressing this point because 

the recent experience that we had in some of the bye-elections it was reported 
that the Inspector-General of Police, according to the public, acted without taking 
part or without taking sides in the elections, and that the reputation of the police 
enhanced so much in the State as never before, But it was reported soon after the 
election that the Cabinet was going to chop off the nose of the Inspector-General of 
Police and swallow him, because he did not take side with the Congress Government 
to purtuade, to coerce and to use force on behalf of the Congress Government to 
secure votes for the Congress candidate. That apart, Sir, soon after the Neyyattin- 
kara elections were over, the Nedumangad elections came; then it was reported in 
the Newspapers, and | do not think it was contradicted by a Press Note, that the 
Private Secretary to the Chief Minister called the District Superintendent of Police 
—hetause somehow after the Neyyattinkara elections, it would appear that the 
Chief Minister or the Cabinet lost confidence in the Inspector-General of Police— 
and gave him directions to be More stiff orto act more like the police force during 
the previous regime in the coming elections at Nedumangad. 1 do not know what 
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was the reply of that District Superintendent of Police but nothing occurred, though 
the Cabinet is under the impression that those days of the steam-roller are not yet 
gone. But the people know what they are to do and they will do it in spite of the 
brute force exercised by the police. 


Sir, we want the police to act as gentlemen. Their main function is to pre- 
serve law and order and to prevent crimes and to detect crimes. These are the most 
important things which we expect from the police. But if the Government think 
that the police should be used for some other purposes, | am sorry we cannot see 
eye to eye with this section. This section enables the Government without reference 
tothe Inspector-General of Police to appoint a District Superintendent of Police for 
aDistrict and to vest him with certain powers. That clause ought to be read with 
reference to the circumstances I now narrated before this House. Why should 
Government be given that power to directly appoint District Superintendents of 
Police and vest them with power in their districts in accordance with modern 
notions or with the notions that prevailed before ? We know that even under the 
provisions of the present Bill, the District Magistrate is made responsible to keep 
law and order in his district, andthe police force is put under his direction so far 
as that district is concerned. If that is so, why should Government think of having 
this power ? Therefore that clause is objectionable not only from the point of view 
of the people, but also—or should be so— from the point of the view of the Cabinet 
because Government’s aim is to have an efficient police. If the efficiency of the 
police is to be maintained, the Inspector-General of Police should have full powers. 
When a man is appointed as the Inspector-General, he must have complete control 
of the whole department, subject, of course, to the rules which Government may 
frame from time to time. 


Tam not going to weary the House by drawing their attention to the main 
objectionable clauses in this bill. But I have to take clause 9.— 


“Whenever any railway, cana] or other public work or any manufactory or 
commercial concern shall be carried on or be in operation, in any part of the 
country and it shall appear to the Inspector-General that the employment of an 

+ additional Police Force in such place is rendered necessary by the behaviour of 
reasonable apprehension of the behaviour of the persons employed in such 
work, manufactory, or concern, it shall be lawful for the Inspector-General 
with the sanction of the Government, to depute such additional Force to such 
place and to employ the same so long as such necessity shall continue, and to 
make orders from time to time upon the person having the control or custody 
of the funds used in carrying on such work, manufactory or concera, for the 
payment of extra Force, so rendered necessary, and such person shall thereupon 
cause payment to be made accordingly”. 


The section relates to the quartering of police force when the so-called 
emergency appears. It is a very objectionable clause. the most objectionable clause 
in the whole Act. Now let us see what happens. We have for instance, the strike 
in the F. A.C. T..at Alwaye. Thousands of employees are not working. Suppose 
there had been such an enabling provision in the present Police Act. Of course a strike 
is not precipitated withouta strike notice. Therefore if a trade union, exercising its 
right, issues a strike notice, at once that may give the Government, or the Inspector~ 
General the necessary apprehension contemplated under these provisions and induce 
him to quarter a special police in the locality to see that the strike does not take 
place and to see that the factory or other concern works. What a dangerous pro- 
vision is this ? If, anticipating a strike, a police force is sent there, we can more or 
less imagine the way in which that police force would act. They will interfere with

the personal liberty of the workers, and even if the workers want to keep away from 
the factories, the police will force them to come to work with bayonets pointed at 
them: And the section says that payment to the additional force should be made 
out of the proceeds of the factory. Any man in charge of the factory will be 
fotced to squander his money for the payment of these police forces. These are the 
provisions contained in this section. Is it not the most objectionable section, | ask? 
In such circumstances, is there anything wrong when we say that the Congress 
Covernment is a capitalist Government > ‘They allow capitalists to use force against 
the labourer, they use police force to enable the capitalist to plunder the labourtys 
and to make money. Is this therefore an innocent provision, lask. It is a very 
horrible provision. We are concerned with the proper functions of the Police, 
This is not a proper function of the Police. Again, 1 ask the question is there not 
the Public Safety Measures Act which gives powers to Government to act under 
extra-ordinary circumstances. There is the provision in Section 142 of the 
Criminal Procedure Code which enables the Magistrate to exercise the same power, 
or course, in a different way, in a legal way. But here it is naked executive force, 
which they want to resort to, when the District Magistrate or even law’ will not 
come to their help. _ It is also said in the section that the factory owner or capitalist 
may even be compelled to pay the remuneration to the special Police. We know it 
is demoralising, The situation will never clear because the police force will get 
payment at the expense of the factory. Therefore the intimidation will continue as 
long a time as the police is remunerated by the factory, There is the Public Safety 
Measures Act which will enable the Government to take the necessary action for the 
preservation of law and order under extra-ordinary situations. Again, the District 
Magistrate is given ample powers under the Criminal Procedure Code to take proper 
action, Viewing all these things together this clause is absolutely unnecessary and 
should not find a place in the Bill. . 


I come to another section, Section 24. There the District Magistrate comes 


“The District Magistrate, may, whenever and for such time as he may 
consider it necessary to do so for the preservation of the public peace or public 
safety by notification, publicly promulgated or addressed to individuals, 
prolabit.........5 : 

(4) ‘The public utterance of cries, singing of songs or playing of 
music”. 


This is a provision which has been copied ‘from the 1861 Police Code of British 


We are fearing something which we have not feared so far, namely a conflict 
between the Hindus and the Muslims. That is something which has never happened 
in Travancore. Under this clause, when cries of Inquilab are heard, the District 
Magistrate can interfere with banning the singing of songs and the crying of slogans. 
‘This is not desirable. I am picking out these particular provisions to advance my 
argument that it is not necessary to have these powers if our intention is to make 
the police force strong and efficient, but that it is considered necessary in order to 
build a Fascist organisation, . 

Then I come to clause 33. 


“(1) It shall be the duty of every Police Officer--(b) to the best of his 
abihty to collect and communicate intelligence concerning the commission © 
cognizable offences or designs to commit such offences and to lay such infor- 
mation and to take such other steps consistent with law and with the orders of 
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his superiors as shall best be calculated to bring offenders to justice or to 

prevent the commission of cognisable, and within his view, of noncognizable, 

offences:........ 0008 
That is, this clause invests the police with legal powers which, under the existing 
law, they do not have. _In the case of cognizable offences, of course, the police can 
take action, arrest the offender on the spot and proceed against in accordance with 
the provisions of the Criminal Procedure Code. Here the whole thing is put in a 
clumsy way. “Bring the offenders to justice or to prevent the commission of 
cognizable, and within his view, of non-cognisable offences’. The question arises 
what are these offences which are ‘within his view, non-cognizable offences’ ? 
Suppose, for instance, two boys fight in the public street. It is ati affray. There 
the police can make an arrest. But there are some offences contemplated under 
Sections 153 and 285 of the Criminal Procedure Code as compoundable 
offences. This section will enable the police officers to treat such 
cases’ as cognisable and proceed to arrest the persons on the spot and even 
to keep them in the lock-up. This goes against the provisions contained in 
Sections 195 and 153 of the Criminal Procedure Code. Therefore the 
section ought to be made very clear. Of course, the police must be given powers 
of discretion to prevent offence, but to give them such vast and sweeping powers is 
dangerous. Therefore that section must be made subject to the provisions in 
Sections in 195, 153 and 285 of the Criminal Procedure Code. Some such amend- 
ment should be made. The distinction made in the Procedure Code between cog- 
nizable and non-cognizable offences must be maintained. This section should not 
be allowed to wipe off that distinction. 

There are again many other objectionable clauses. I should particularly refer 
to Section 65. 

“65. (1) No Magistrate or Police Officer shall be liable to any penalty or to 

payment of damages on account of any act done or intended to be done in 
‘ood faith in pursuance of any duty imposed or any authority conferred on 
fim by any provision of this Act or of any rule, order or direction lawfully 
made or given thereunder. . 
(2) No public servant or person duly appointed or authorised shall be 
liable as aforesaid for giving effect in good faith to any such order or direc- 
tion issued with apparent authority by the Government or by a person em- 
powered in that behalf under this Act or any rule made under any provision 
thereof.” 

It gives complete protection to officers even in deliberate cases, We are aware 
of the provisions of the Travancore Penal Code under Sections 65, 67 and 68 which 
give protection to public servants for acts done in good faith under the authority of 
law. I will quote the section 
' “Nothing is an offence which is done by a person who is, or who by reason of 

a mistake of fact and not by reason of a mistake of law in good faith believes 
himself to be; bound by law to do it.” 

Section 67 and 68 contain similar provisions. These are meant to give protec« 
tion to police officers. Therefore this clause is absolutely unnecessary. If it is 
retained, it will only give a kind of license to the police officers to do anything which 
they please. Therefore this clause ought to be deleted or if it should be re.ained, it 
should be made subject to sections 65, 67 and 68 of T, P. C. 

Then I come to section 14. 

“14, When it shall appear that any unlawful assembly or riot or disturbance 

of the peace has taken place, or may be reasonably apprehended, in any 
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place. and that the ordinary officers appointed for preserving the peace are 
not sufficient for its preservation, and for the protection of the inhabitants, 
and the security of property in such place, it shall be lawful for any police 
officer, not below the rank of an Inspector, to apply to the nearest Magistrate 
or the Inspector-General of Police to appoint so many of the public servants 
or other residents of the neighbourhood, between the ages of 18 and 55, 
as such police officers may require, tO act as special police officers for such 
time and in such manner as he shall deem necessary, and it shall be the duty 
of such Magistrate or the Inspector-General of Police unless he sees cause 
to the contrary to comply therewith,” 

Therefore the section contemplates the appointment of even rowdies as Special 
Police. We know how that power was abused by the previous regime for enlisting 
what is known as et) (Gals eatoa/lgy” to suppress political agitation in the 
country and to bring shame on men and women in the country. We have bitter 
experience of the doings of these special police recruited in Travancore when the 
political fight was going on between the Government and the people. What a dis- 
grace it caused? [am sorry to find that even the Congress Government cannot 
manage without them. But Ido not find any necessity for it. There is no dearth 
of qualified men in the country, we can get any number of ex-service men who are 
clamouring for appointment. If circumstances justify, we can get good, qualified 
men as recruits. Such a provision as this, if retained, is a degradation to the 
Congress Government. 


There are still many other objectionable sections. There are provisions which 
enable the police, by merely laying some information before the Magistrate, to 
obtain warrant for the arrest of persons. Legally there may be justification for the 
provision, but as we are now enacting a new measure, I feel that we should clear all 
doubts. The provision must be changed and the word “information” must be 
substituted by “complaint.” Unless there is a specific complaint filed before the 
Magistrate the police should not be allowed to arrest a person and keep him in lock- 
up. We know, as a matter of fact, that will lead to serious consequences, We know 
of instancess where though there may not be any real fight between two parties, the 
police would place some information before the Magistrate, and get a man locked up 
and made to feel what is a police jail. That would be just what the other party 
wants. And at the end, there may be no case at all. One party might want to 
satisfy its spirit of vengeance. Therefore it must be provided that if the police 
should take into custody any man, there must be a definite complaint. These area 
few of the provisions which go against civil rights. 


Then there are some provisions like the payment of collective fines. I do not 
know to what extent itis practicable in a State like ours. There is no regular 
village system mm our State. The whole State is a village not made up of a number 
of villages, which are isolated and independent. In the area whice used to be called 
British India, it is possible to impose collective fine, because all the houses in a 
village are clustered together. But here it may happen that a disturbance may be 
esused in a locality by the acts of half a dozen people, without the knowledge of the 
rest of the residents. In such cases, it is unjust to impose collective fines. I request 
that all this should receive the attention and consideration of the members of this 
House before this Bill becomes law. Therefore I raise my voice against these 
provisions. And since the bill has been referred toa Select Committee, I hope 
these defects would be rectified in the Select Committee. . 

At this stage Mr. Speaker vacated the Chair which was then occupied by Mr 
Deputy Speaker, 
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Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: I would not normally have spoken on such an 
old, non-controversial piece of legislation as the Police Act, but for the inspiration, 
if I may use that word, given by Mr. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: He was complaining 
that this is an old piece of legislation. Nobody claims originality for this. [ do not 
think anybody in the Government would claim it as an original piece of legislation. 
As regards its origin, a lawyer of the position and standing of Mr. Nilakanta Pillsi, 
ought to know that many of the legal ideas go back to the days of Justinian, if not 
earlier. It is the simple legal notions which we have got inherited particularly from 
Roman sources and from indigenous Hindu and Mussalman_sources that modern 
legislation is made of, so far as they may suit the changing conditions of the 
present times. Therefore one need not blush if one were to say that the relevant 
provisions of the earlier Act are incorporated, because the Government 
thinks that they are still applicable to the facts of today. Mr. Nilakenta 
Pillai ought to know that every modern state in India is trying to strengthen 
its police force. On one side, they are trying to improve the conditions 
of service of the policemen and at the same time they are trying to strengthen his 
hands to deal with situations that could not have been contemplated 25 or 40 
years ago. The situation now, especially im the East, where the old wine of de- 
mocracy is poured into new bottles, it has been found necessary that the executive 
should be strengthened. I am sorry that Mr, Nilakanta Pillai was not in a position 
to know practically enough to appreciate that any Government or any executive 
should be strong to such an extent as to enable them to enforce and maintain law 
and order in the State. I am glad that in the course of his speech he was referring 
tothe steam roller. To us of the Congress Party it is a very valuable metaphor 
used by the greatest living statesman, the greatest piece of jol ce that I have ever 
had occasion to enjoy levelled at some rustics and other parochialists who were try- 
ing to belittle the biggest political organisation in India. -

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Sri. P, Balakrishnan Tampi: I am gled there are members who remember 


tler's regime. Now, Sir, I can understand of an evening when in some meeting 
organised to invite the suffrages of over-educated people expressions or passages 
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like this used by great men are quoted. But to use such terms in obvious derision 
on the floor of this Legislature is a thing which I of this party could not view with 
equanimity. 

Sir, another aspect whtch I wish to bring to the attention of this House is this: 
Is there anything of controversial nature in it, any party nature in it? Any party 
may come into power—for that matter no other party except the Congress is going 
to be in power in the near future. Now, in this cennection let us think of far off 
times. Even in far off times they were enabled to enforce their will. Is it not 
that the Police Act has been made with an eye to the general weal of the people. 
When I started my speech I stated that the policeman’s duties are now made more 
complicated because of the complexities of the situation. The policeman is wanted 
in a cinema theatre, he is to be responsible for a stray dog in the Street or an un- 
claimed article found on the road. What should be the policeman’s duty in these 
respects? What should be his rights ?_ And how he should enferce it? To speak 
in terms of irresponsibility about these things is not at any rate the high water mark 
of political responsibility which even a Deputy Leader of the” Opposition would 
show. Even such a high personality should be talking about matters that really 
count. If it was about some temporary expedient introduced by Government 
merely to canvass sympathy of a Legislature or to canvass votes on the ove of the 
general election, I can understand, I ask the Hon’ble member whether any State 
could carry on without a Police Act. If the Hon'ble Member has taken the 
trouble of looking into the Act he could have seen that it is not merely an Act which 
regulates the Police or empowers the Police with certain powers. It includes also 
substantive provisions like those which are included in the Cochin Petty Nuisance 
Act. Now, my goed friend, Hon'ble Mr. Nilakanta Pillai was finding fault with 
the Act saying that the Government might misuse the powers. But I do not think 
that any facilities have been given to the Government to dothat. Now Section 33 
is very explicit on this. I can assure my Hon'ble friend Mr. Nilakanta Pillai that 
T am not so philosophically indifferent as not to know the contents of the Sections 
of this Act as he is, : 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai interrupted at this time. 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: It is Section 33, Sir. I am alittle 
orthodox in that respect. I cannot pretend to know all the sections and its impli- 
cations and talk without any reference to them. My hon'ble friend has made such 
occasions for speaking about political questions relating to non-urbanic and rustic 
areas somewhere. To make it an occasion to say something of a high police officer 
3s disadvantageous not only to his Party but to the particular Police Officer him- 
self. We of this Party ave well aware of the situation and the inference that 
could be derived from the Hon’ble Member’s observations, and I would remind 
the Hon’ble friend of the old proverb that one swallow will not constitute a 
summer. That is a very good adage which people who talk about victories 
might well remember. There is nothing wrong about this Act. This is a piece 
of orthodox legislation which every State should push through for the maintenance 
of Law and Order. With these observations I support the motion for sending this 
Bill to a Select Committee. 
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Sri. D, Gnanasigamoni: | am in general agreement with the provisions of 


the Bill and I support the motion that the Bill be referred to a Select Committee. 
Sir, to me it appears that this Bill is not comprehensive enough. The one chief 
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defect I wish to point out is this. We know as a matter of fact that a women police 
force is working i this country. We find as a matter of fact that there is a separate 
Act governing their service and course of conduct in countries like England. Now 
so far as our State is concerned, we have no separate Act. hese provisions now 
before us are mainly taken from the Act just now existing, and no voilent changes 
are made in the provisions of this Bill. Most of the sections are copied word for 
word from the existing Act. The women police force itself came into existence only 
very recently. We must know under which provisions of law they are working. 
Their actions must have the sanction of Law behind them. _ Tt appears to me that 
as in all civilised countries there must be a separate Act for the women police, This 
aspect of the matter I would request the Hon'ble Minister in charge of the Bill to 
consider and make the necessary changes when it emerges from the Select Com- 
mittee, 

One other matter I wish to emphasise is that I find from Section 6 of the Bill 
that the appointment of the police officer is vested with the Inspector-General. Now 
that the Public Service Commission has come into being it is highly desirable that 
this power is vested with the Public Service Commission. 

In respect of the other matters that have been already pomted out by Mr. K.P. 
Nilakanta Pillai, I entirely agree with those observations. There is one matter 
however which I wish to emphasise. That is about the immunity given to police 
officers for certain acts done by them under this Bill. Sir, there must be some limit. 
But to make provisions and to give them protection from any act done by them is to 
say the least, highly objectionable. These provisions will have therefore to be re- 
examined and suitable modifications made with these observations. I support the 
motion for reference to a Select Committee, 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I was very much surprised that a so-called 
Gandhian convert of the congress party should in these days pastulate that things 
are not settled by majority but by sword and blood. I can only exclaim to what 
depths these friends have fallen. After all why this debate, if we do not honestly 
believe in free expression of opinion and decision by majority? That trend of 
revealed by one who professes Gandhism, preaches Gandhism, shows that r 
life in this country has become dishonest, corrupt and polluted. I would not in the 
ordinary course of things have participated in a debate on a measure of the type of 
a Police Act or Civil Procedure Code or Criminal Procedure Code, for I believe, 
Siz, they are the close preserve of the lawyers themselves. But my ho 
friend Mr. Balakrishnan Tampi himself deviating from his natural and homorous 
outlook of looking at things from the professional lawyer’s point of view, delivered 
# political speech and went on making allegations which have no bearing on the Bill 
under discussion. Sir, he raised the point that all law more or less originated from 
the old Roman Law and Jurisprudence and as such there is nothing absolutely novel 
or new in any new Bill much less in the Police Bill. Arguments advanced by my 
hon’ble friend Mr..K. P. Nilakanta Pillai were not relevant or not to the potnt. . 
According to Mr. Tarnpi, but it does not require super-human vision to see whet 
Mr. Tariipi has in view. Let that go. I believe that one of the canons of legislations 
ia that we legislate to suit the tirne, circumstances and conditions of society. 
arn sorry, Sir, that Mr. Tampi was not servittg the party which he adoms. 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: And which the Hon’ble Member left— 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: With the best of intentions I say, that he has 
forgotten the common ordinary principle that legislation must be suited to the con- 
ditions of the society for which it is intended, Simply because it is an old one and 
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‘{Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai] . 
that it is only being reproduced should not by itself be a reason to justify it, Nor 
could it be said that any criticism of it is irrelevant. That is a proposition which a 
member of Mr. Tampi’s position ought not to have made. 

Sir, [have only one or two observations to make. The most important thing 

-as I see is how far the Police as an executive branch is going to be under the control 
of the executive even in matters which are ordinarily under the control of the judi- 
ciary. For example, in clause {1 provision has been made for awarding compen. 
sation for sufferers from misconduct of inhabitants. The District Magistrate has 
the right of awarding compensation. It is laid down in sub-clause (3) ‘that it shall 
be lawful. for the Government, by order, to exempt-any person or class or Section of 
such inhabitants from liability to pay any portion of such compensation; and all such 
orders shall be final. Sir, if there is a right for compensation, the District Magistrate 
has to award compensation to any person who claims it on account of damage to his 
person or property. But by a subsequent clause that right of the Magistrate is 
restricted or taken away by the orders of the executive Government. In clause 12 
relating-to the realisation of compensation the same thing is done. There also it is 
stated ‘it shall be lawful for the Government. by order, to exempt any person or 
class or section of such inhabitants from liability to pay any portion of such compen- 
sation; and all such orders shall be final’. 


__ There also, Government have taken the power to exempt any person from the 

hability. When in an‘area a collective fine is imposed after a preliminary quasi- 
judiciatenquiry conducted by the District Magistrate, why should this reservation 
be provided? When the old act was in force, Government might have thought that 
it was necessary. Divide and rule policy was in force then. Under that system 
Government might have felt the necessity of keeping a particular class of persons in 
their favour. Therefore they may not enforce any order for collective fine on them. 
But now the Treasury benches may do things ona different basis, Why should 
there be this right to exempt from paying with Government now? Why should the 
Government take up that right? Should they exempt a person because he isa 
partisan of Government or because he belongs to a particular political party? That 
shows the way in which these questions are approached. That shows the intention 
with which these clauses are being adopted. After all, the Police Act is very neces- 
sary. Nobody is going to say that human nature being what it is at present, a certain 
amount of force is not necessary to order things in the interests of society. We have 
a‘democratic form of Government now. We must do things according to the demo- 
cratic’ principles we proclaim. If that be so, this kind of, right of revising and 
limiting judicial orders should not find a place in the Bill. 1 am sorry that a Bill 
which is being introduced by a popular Government and that too by the Hon'ble 
Chief Minister should contam such provisions. 

. _. I may bring to the attention of the House the explanations given to clause II, 
which runs asfollows— i a ; 
*Explanation-—For the purposes of this Section inhabitants shall include persons 
1. - who, themselves or by their agents or servants occupy or hold lands or other 

immovable property or trade or do other business within such area, and land- 
lords who themselves or by their agents or servants, collect rents direct from 
ryots or occupiers in such area, notwithstanding that they do not actually reside 
therein”. / 

. The purpose of that clause is to impose the collective fine in an area where 
there is danger to person or property. Suppose there was danger to the property in 
Kottayam on account of a riot, the owner of a house there who may be staying in 
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Trivandrum is liable to pay the fine for the riot at Kottayam. Merely because a 
person is the holder or owner of a property he is found to pay the loss and damage 
to other property in that area. Ido not see how this can be justified. That kind 
of liability is I think a primitive kind of punishment. At the present day when we 
have come to realise right and responsibilities better, it is not correct or right to 
impose this punishment. 

Then again, under sub clause (4) of clause | every declaration or assessment 
made or order passed by the District Magistrate shall be subject to revision by 
Government. That I think is to say the least objectionable. Modern conception of 
separating the judiciary from the executive is very strong. I realise tou well that the 
District Magistrate holds under the present circumstances in Travancore a quasi 
judicial position. When a District Magistrate has been called upon to conduct an 
enquiry, and after that enquiry, he has passed an order, why should the Government 
take the right of revising it. If an appeal is to be provided it ought to have been 
to the judiciary not to the executive. That kind of provision will affect the 
judicial independence of the District Magistrate. 

Section 25 gives the right to prohibit the delivery of public speeches. Here, | 
think it is my duty to invite the attention of the Hon'ble Minister and the members 
of this House to the point whether these provisions will be in conformity with the 
freedom of speech guaranteed under the Constitution. The only restriction envis- 
aged in the Constitution in respect of this matter is offence against the decency or 
morality or which undermines the security of the State or tends to overthrow eata- 
blished authority. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker: Order, order.

I. The measures for the amelioration of Back-ward Communities (Depressed 
classes) adopted in the erstwhile Travancore and Cochin States were more or less 
the same; but differences existed m the criterion by which the communities were 
selected for amelioration and protection by the Government. In Co-hin, the depart- 
ment was concerning itself with such communities only as are placed in the lowest 
rungs of the social ladder and who suffer most, socially and economically. But in 
Travancore, communities were selected for protection on the basis of literacy also. 
It has now become necessary that the uplift work in the Travancore and Cochin 
areas are co-ordinated and made uniform. 


If. With a view to achieve this object a revised draft scheme for the 
amelioration of backward communities was prepared and placed before the Advisory 
committee for the uplift of backward communities for their advice on 10th October 
1949, After a very careful consideration of the recommendations of the committee, 
the Government are pleased to issuse the following orders: — 

1. The Backward communities will hereafter be classified into three 
categories, viz., 

i. Scheduled castes (Harijans). 
ii. Hill Tribes. 
iti. Other Backward Communities: 

The scheduled castes and hill tribes will be eligible for all-round amelioration 
and the other backward communities will be eligible for educational concessions only 
and that too on the merits of individual applications, such as, consideration of their 
financial position, exceptional merits, etc. 

2. The following items constitute the main activities of the department towards 
ammetioative measures for which the scheduled castes and the Hill tribes are 

le: 
i. Assignment of land. 

ii. Establishment of colonies, settlements and house sites. 

iii. Construction of common buildings, eg. Bhajana mutts, prayer halls, 
library and reading rooms, etc, 

iv. Sinking of wells. 

v. Provision of burial grounds. 

vi. Construction of pathways. ; ; 

vi. Rendering assistance in securing employment in public service. 

viii. Starting of pial schools. 
ix. Organisation of reading rooms and night schools. 
x. Maintenance of free hostels.

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4, The number of students eligible for college concessions will be limited. 
Such concessions will be available in Government colleges and hostels which should 
each takea prescribed number. Hostel concessions for Harijans will be available 
only for college students. 

5. Accertain percentage of seats will be reserved for backward community 
students in colleges and institutions imparting t€chnical, technological and pro- 
fessional education. 

6. Students of backward communities who are entitled to free tuition will not 
be made to pay tuition fees, laboratory fees, library fees, examination fees, etc. in 
colleges and schools at any stage. In the case of schools and colleges receiving 
grants-in-aid this will be made a condition precedent for the award of such grants. 
In the case of other private schools and colleges, the department for the uplift of 
backward communities will pay these dues on requisition by the institutions. 

7, Students of backward communities entitled to free tuition in Colleges 
should as a rule be admitted to Government hostels and hostels attached to private 
colleges, their boarding and lodging expenses being met by the department for the 
uplift of backward communities. A definite number of seats should be got reserved 
for these students in such hostels. Separate hostels for backward cornmunities will 
be started or run only when all the students cannot thus be absorbed and when 
there are sufficient numbers thus not provided for. 

8. Educational concessions will be given to students of Backward communities 
only when they are receiving tuition in recognised schools and colleges. 

9, Students of backward communities attending schools will not be entitled 
to free boarding and lodging in hostels or to boarding and lodging expenses when 
educational facilities exist within a radius of three miles from their residence 
can be availed of. 

10. Students of backward communities studying in colleges outside the State 
with the approval of the Government will be granted stipends to cover tuition fees, 
laboratory fees, examination fees, hoarding and lodging expenses, cost of dress, sun- 

res, etc, 

11. A limited number of stipends will also be granted to pupils of secondary 
classes and of industrial schools. 

12. Students of backward communities entitled to free tuition will be given 
in deserving cases, school requisites and clothes, either in kind or in money, accord. 
ing to the availablity of funds, preference being given to students in the college and 
high school classes, Concessions to students in the high school classes will be 
limited to free education and books only. Grants will also be given to pupils under- 
going vocational training in recognised institutions as well as in other appropriate 
Cases, 

13. The presence of the members of the backward communities in Govern- 
ment services, espezially in, key positions thereof, will go a long way in elevatin 
the status of these communities. It is, therefore, necessary that qualified hands | 
backward communities should be recruited as clerks in the Secretariat, as Police 


Inspectors, Revenue Inspectors, Excise Inspectors Sub-Magistrates, Ta etc. 
Where want of experienced hands is felt suitable, candidates should be selected and 


given Necessary training. The retrenchment should not be made applicable to 
members of backward communities of categories I and JI now in service, 
services section will take further action in the matter. 
14. For the elevation of the status of the Backward Communities, it is 
necessary that they should possess houses and lands of their own. To achieve this 
LA VI-3 
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object the backward communities will be assigned puramboke lands with a condition 
that the lands thus assigned should not be alienated for 25 years, In the case of 
colonies in the Cochin area, the land in question will be assigned to the existing 
colonies without the right to alienate for 25 years. 


15. The present colony system of backward communities where construction of 
houses, their maintenance, etc. are attended to by Government at Government 
expense, has a tendency to undermine their self reliance and to that extent make the 
position of the colony dwellers worse off as compared to that of their brethren who 
have got houses of their own. What is required is to help these people to help 
themselves. Government, therefore, consider that it is desirable to iniitate a policy 
of providing members of backward communities, with individual house sites amidst 
the dwellings of other communities and to help them with small grants for building 
houses wherever they ate prepared to build their own houses.

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LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS 
The Travancore-Cochin Police Bill (Cont.) 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, Yesterday, I was saying that the present 
bill, though it embodies most of the provisions of the old Act, has not taken note of 
the changed circumstances in which we are at present. I was explaining in the House 
that clauses 11 and [2 have to be modified. Then again Sir, there are Sections 25 
and 26, They deal with the prohibition of delivering public speeches or the power 
to prohibit any procession or public assembly. We are now functioning under a 
written Constitution. The Constitution has laid down certam fundamental rights. 
lt may be within the knowledge of the members of this House that recently the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court and Justice Mahajan in one of their remarks in 
Court pointed out that unfortunately the legislatures are going beyond their powers 
of legislation. That is, they are enacting measures trenching on ndamental 
rights guaranteed under the Constitution. ‘This was reported seven or eight days 
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ago in “The Hindu”. If we take clause 25 of this Bill we will see that the District 
Magistrate has the right to restrict public speeches and in sub-clause (ii) it is 
mentioned that he can restrict if the speeches “are likely, in the opinion of the 
Magistrate, to inflame religious animosity or hostility between different classes or 
to incite to the commission of an offence, to a disturbance of the public peace, or to 
resistance to, or contempt of, the lawful authority.” Sir, to bring into contempt 
lawful authority means according to one of the judges of the Travancore 
High Court in a recent judgement, bringing into contempt the actions 
ofa popular minister. That does not fit in with the ordinary conceptions 
of popular Government. There is no offence of sedition under the Constitution. 
Whether bringing into contempt lawful authority is an offence under the present 
Constitution is very highly doubtful. The sedition has been purposely omited from 
the explanation of the fundamental rights clause. Now, in a democratic country, 
bringing into contempt the lawful authority is no offence. It has been clearly laid 
down that the freedom of speech could be restricted only for the purpose of decency 
or morality or security of State. There is no right to make a wider definition. What 
has been attempted under Clause 25 of this Bill is virtually to enlarge the scope of 
the explanation of the Article in the Constitution regarding freedom of speech. Se- 
parate Sections of the Penal Code deal with some of the above subjects. 1 hope the 
Select Committee will go through these Sections carefully and make suitable modi- 
fications, because the rights conferred by the Constitution cannot be ignored. The 
seme is the case with Clause 26 also. The District Magistrate may, by order in 
writing, prohibit any procession or public assembly, whenever and for so long a 
period as he considers such prohibition to be necessary, for the preservation of the 
public peace or public safety. Provision here framed is more wide and lays down 
that the District Magistrate can prohibit any assembly or procession whenever he 
considers necessary. But the Constitution contemplates a restriction of this right 
only for the maintenance of public peace and order. Here also some modification is 
necessary. As it is, we can impose restriction in the interest of public order. 
Reasonable restriction is alone mentioned in the sub-clause. Therefore in exercise 
of powers confered under Clause 26 District Magistrate can’ prohibit any assembly 
for any length of time he deems necessary for other purposes than what is contem- 
plated in the Constitution. That is in excess of rights conferred on this legislature. 
Therefore, my plea is that the Select Committee should consider the wording of this 
Bill and examine itin the light of the Constitution and make the neceasary 
modifications so that it will not militate against the rights guaranteed. 


Sir, again in Clause 30, the District Magistrate is given the right to temporarily 
close or take possession of any building or place and may exclude all or any persons 
therefrom, or may allow access thereto to such persons only and on such terms as 
he shall deem expedient. Clause 31 is subject to the review of the judiciary. But 
here, by the right conferred on the District Magistrate, possession of property can 
be taken over at a time of emergency. That order is not subject to the judicial 
review. In various clauses in this chapter, we find that the District Magistrate is 
given power to take possession or give possession of properties. The right of appeal 
over that order is vested with the Government. In many cases the District 
Magistrate has to function as Revenue Officer. He is exercising his jurisdiction as a 
judicial officer also, Functions of the District Magistrate are clearly distinguishable 
from those of a Revenue Collector. All the judicial orders he passes ought to go 
under the jurisdiction of the judiciary. Therefore it is absolutely necessary that 
suitable provision is made so that the judicial functions may be subjected to the 
review of the judiciary. There are certain defects in the old Act and they ought to 
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be rectified. It will be the duty of the Select Committee to consider these clauses 
very carefully and make the necessary changes. 


Then Sir, there are not provisions in the present Bill to control the police in 
their duties to a sufficient extent, as far as their illegal actions are concerned. 


It was pointed out that the Police go far beyond their power in their activities. 
In the course of interpellations also we have had examples for the same. Today’s 
interpellation No. 14, sent by the Secretary of the Congress Party and another one 
which was discussed on the 21st October bear witness for this particular thing. It 
has hecome a common subject of complaint all over the country, that Police excess 
is the order of the day. There must be some provisions to prevent the police excess 
so that discipline may be kept and the rights of the people may also be maintained. 
Chapter IV requires complete overhauling. There are certain clauses in the old Act 
itself which requires revision, With these words, I support the motion. 


Sri. Eapen Ayrakkal: I support the motion that the Bill be referred to the 
Select Committee. On reading through this Bill it appears to me that the reeruit- 
ment to the department has been left entirely with the discretion of the Inspector 
General in accordance with the rules to be made by him. What has been done in 
this Bill is only an attempt to incorporate the various provisions that were found in 
the respective Police Acts of the erstwhile States of Travancore and Cochin. My 
view is that a legislation of this kind which involves the working of one of the most 
important departments of the State should keep in view the needs of the times so 
that the admmistration is as efficiént and pure as possible. _[ am constrained to say 
that no such attempt has been made in drafting the provisions of the Bill. One 
aspect which I wish to draw the attention of this distinguished [House is the fact 
that the entire scheme of recruitment, the qualifications to be prescribed 
for the eligibility of candidates, etc., are Jeft solely in the bands of the 
Inspector-General. My contention is that there has been so much complamt 
and discontent in these days against the police. There is always la hue 
and cry, rightly or wrongly about the administration of this Department. That 
being the case, we must make an earnest effort to remove that discontent and the 
Bill must be so framed as to ensure better control and discipline of the officers 
concerned. Though it is not possible to root out all corruption ‘um: ly, tt 38 
quite easy to raise the standard of educational and cultural attainments of 
members who are recruited to the police force. In that way, the general tone of the 
Department can be improved, With that object in view, | urge that we must fix the 
minimum qualification for persons to be recruited to this Department. What I meen 
to say is that by raising the standard of educational attainments, it would be possible 
to wife out corruption to a large extent in the Department. I might even go 
further and say that the educational qualifications, by themselves, will not be 
sufhcient. I emphasise that a test should be introduced, which must be applied to 
every candidate, who aspires to be enrolled. . What the test should be, what should 
be its curricula and how it should be conducted, are all matters which may be left 
for further consideration and deliberation by the authorities co . The 
qualification I have in mind, namely, a course of study leading to the School Final 
Examination and a pass in the test, which need not be very cor sive OF 
rigorous, cannot be said to be too ambitious, having regard to the various duties and 
obligations devolving upon the shoulders of a police officer of the lowest rank. If I 
may be permitted to proceed further, I may also suggest that an intelligence test 
should also be conducted to know the inner man, because above all academic 
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counts most, especially in the Police Department. The House may be inclined to 
think *that | am b:coming utopian in conception. It may or may not be 0, 
But the position I want to advocate before the House is that there should hea 
sincere attempt to assess the inner man and find out his real substance. This has to 
be considered so necessary and insisted on in the case of police officers of the 
lowest rank. But police officers of these ranks should have more humanity than 
academic qualifications. All these are of great importance with reference to the 
Police department because as I hayealready observed that a great deal of complaints 
about the rampant corruption is there the department. The ordinary man judges the 
Government by the standard of the Police department. It does not matter if my 
suggestions are not insisted upon so far as the recruitment of reserve police is 
concerned as they may not have occasion to come into contact with the general public 
80 often as an ordinary police constable who has daily and lively contact with the 
masses in the rural parts, These restrictions are therefore absolutely necessary for 
improving the morale of the department. 

Another aspect of the Bill to which I wish to refer is the serious inroad that is 
made on the rights of the private individual by the provisions in the Bill. It needs 
no argument from me to convince this House that the State has the primary duty to 
protect its citizens from lawlessness and disorder and assure peace and security. In 
Clause 9 it is provided that whenever business in any railway. canal or other 
manufactory or commercial concern cannot be carried on without the aid of the 
police, the Inspector-General of Police may employ additional police force for the 
security of such works. But it is also provided in the same clause that the expenses 
connected with this operation may be recovered from the person carrying on such 
work, manufactory or concern. I cannot easily reconcile myself to the latter position. 
If I am right in thinking it is the duty of the State ‘to make all arrangements for 
preserving law and order in places where public work is being carried on. I cannot 
understand why the expenses incurred by the State in the discharge of its primary 
duty should be recovered from any citizen. The preservation of law and order is an 
essential function of the State and goes without saying that it is decidedly the 
obligation of a State to preserve an atmosphere of peace in places where public work 
is beg carried on. I think that it is a very unhappy provision which ought to be 
deleted, as otherwise on this score alone this Bill stands to be condemned. 


Another instance where inroad is sought to be made on the rights of private 
individuals is contained in Clause 11. If there is disorder and lawlessness m any 
locality and if any damage or loss to property has been caused by the misconduct of 
the inhabitants of such area the District Magistrate can order compensation to be 
paid to the injured person by the inhabitants concerned. In the concluding portion 
of that clause there js an explanation which says that the term ‘“‘inhabitants” shall 
include persons who by themselves or by their agents catry on any trade or 
business within such area. An attempt-has been made to inSert vicarious lability in 
the matter of awarding compensation. This is a very comprehensive provision which 
if carried to extremes will result in great hardship to people who might be quite 
innocent. Vicarious liability for an act done by an agent or a representative of a 
particular person should not be allowed to devolve on the principal. This aspect 
should be considered by the Select Committee and the word ‘inhabitant’ should be 
so defined as to refer exclusively only to those people who are living in the particular 
locality. Nobody else should be brought within the ambit of this term for the 
payment of compensation. 

_ There are also one or two small matters to which I wish to refer. In certain 
ircumstances provision is made to enlist men by conscription. So far as it goes 
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itis alright. But when a District Magistrate is authorised to enlist by con- 
scription there must be a provision to the effect that only persons within the ages of 
18 and 55 and only those who are willing to enlist themselves should be conscripted. 
Such restrictions are necessary in view of the difhculties that will be caused if people 
are recriuted at random. As it is it is open to the District Magistrate to call in any 
man in the street. There is no condition attached. There is no limitation on the 
scope of his power. 1 could understand this provision in the case of an emergency. 
But even if it is so, there must be a simultaneous provision that as soon as tl 
emergency is over the persons enlisted will be allowed to go back. In the absence 
of such a provision this Bill will cause great hardship and is a serious invasion of 
the sphere of the individual rights of the citizen. | Therefore I would insist that as 
soon as the emergency is over the people recruited will be released. 

The penalties provided in the Bill are alse very harsh. For example, it is 
stated that if a man wears a police uniform he is liable to punishment. That is a 
very vague provision. It is possible that in a drama a man might wear the uniform 
of a police officer. Of course it may be said that everthing will be considered from 
the commonsense point of view and nobody is going to punish a man who act in a 

rama. 

Sahib Bahadur A. Abdul Razaak: Is the member not aware that licence is 
required for the conduct of a drama > 

Sri. Eapen Arakkal : The license for the conduct of a drama may not include 
immunity for a man who wears a police uniform. It may be interpreted that it is 
no extenuating circumstance. 

There are similar vague provisions and I urge that all of them should be made 
more specific and clear. lt has been likewise provided that if the kit of a police man 
is lost he is liable to be dismissed. No account seems to be taken as to how the 
loss might have ‘happened. .It may be due to some accident or due to reason beyond 
his control. In such circumstance, his services should not be summarily dispensed 
with. I can understand a less rigorous provision stipulating that the man 
may be fined or something like that. My request is that the Select Committee which 
is going to consider this important piece of legislation will bear in mind the aspects 
which I have modestly submitted before the House. 
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’ Syi. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: May I, without interrupting the Hon'ble Chief 
Minister say that in my speech I said that these matters were reported in the papers 
and were not contradicted ? I said that definitely. 
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Mr. Speaker: The question is that the Travancore-Cochin Police Bill be 
referred to a Select Committee consisting of the members, whose names have been 
suggested by the Minister in charge of the Bill :-—

Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: I move that the Bill be referred to a Select 
Committee consisting of the following members the quorum being four. 
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Minister for Finance and Revenue (Sri. A. J. John): I second the motion. 
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“Brothels of the old conception have practically ceased to exist, but due to 
socio-economei causes, however, camouflage brothels exist here and there, though 
licensed houses are naturally on the wane. 
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(3) Notwithstanding any law to the contrary, such a woman shall not be 

liable to be proceeded against civilly or criminally for taking away or being found 
in possession of any jewel, wearing apparel, money or other property alleged to have 
been lent or supplied to or to have been pledged by such woman by or to the person 
by whom she has been detained.” 
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“Any person who takes or attempts to take or causes to be taken from one 
place to another any woman with a view to her carrying on or being brought up to 
carry on the business of prostitution or causes or induces any woman to Carry on 
the business of prostitution shall be punished with imprisonment which may extend 
to two years or with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees or with both.” 
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In section 9 it is said, “Whoever in any street- or public place or place of 


public resort or within sight of and in such manner as to be seen or heard from 
any street or public place whether from within any house or building or not— 


(2) by words, gestures, wilful and indecent exposure of one’s person or 
otherwise attracts or endeavours to attract attention forthe purpose of prostitution, 
etc., cran DRSe psi. Gestures, wilful and indecent exposure etc., 
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Sri. K. P.Nilakanta Pillai: Sir, it is not with the intention of 
opposing a measure that is passing towards the Select Committee that I wish to 
make a few observations about this Bill. The preamble of the Bill reads thus: 

“whereas it is expedient to make better provision for the suppression of 

brothels and of traffic in women in the State of Travancore-Cochin: it is 
hereby enacted as.follows” : : 
Therefore it is to suppress brothels and to prevent traffic m women. that this Bill is 
being pioneered before this House. While the Chief Minister was speaking on his 
motion recommending this Bill to be referred to a Select Committee | put the 
question whether there is any Statute either in Travancore or in Cochin which 
would abolish the brothels that exist today or prostitution either by brothel houses 
or otherwise. The Chief Minister, in his reply, stated that he is not im possession 
of any such information beyond which I do possess. Therefore, I may be taken 
as an authority im the matter because in the absence of any information in any 
quarter I am in a verv enviable position today so that I can authoritatively make 
certain statements which may be acceptable to the Treasury Benches. So far as 
I am. concerned, | am a resident of the city of Trivandrum for the last 25 years. 
It has not beeri brought to my notice that there exists a single brothel in the country 
to which the definition of a brothel house would apply. So far as general prostitu- 
tion is concerned, I may agree with my friend Mr, Ayyaypan that this Bill is not 
intended to prevent any prostitution, Therefore, according to the preamble, my 
humble question is, if there is no brothel house in Travancore or Cochin what the 
necessity of such a measure in the State at present? The people of Cochin expected 
much out of integration arid.they say they are very disappointed ever after the 
integration. The one thing which they never expected is the introduction of this 
measure to suppress or prevent prostitution. There the preamble does not justify 
the other provisions of the Bill as well. The Chief Minister may cay that Mr. 
K. P. Nilakanta Pillai, a member of such and such a party dared to oppose such a 
Bill when we.wanted to ensure the morality of the people- of Travancore-Lochin; 
it is intended to prevent prostitution and suppresses brothel houses. See the 
audacity of the member who stéod up and opposed such a very laudable measure. 
The. question: is whether-there is any-necessity for such a legislation today in-the 
“Travancore-Cochin State. There is not a single brothel house either in Cochin. or 
in Trivandrum even. So far as the country side is concerned, it is better to presume 
that there is not any. Was there any public opinion ventilated either through the 
Press or through the platform? Or were there any representation by any social or- 
“ganisations that this immoral thing is going on? If there is not any such information 
] am asking this humble question what is the necessity for such a Bill? 
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The elemental principle, before undertaking this legislation, must be to under- 
stand whether there is any scope for applying it if it is adopted in this body. [ could 
not understand the preamble which begins with “whereas it is necessary.......- " 
What I doubt is whether this piece of legislation will not encouarage the creation of 
brothel houses and promote their activities. On further thinking we will find that 
there is no necessity of introducing such a measure. Then it is like begging for a 
piece of legislation which is unwanted by the Society. Government are not in 
contact with the people, because this is a piece of unwanted legislation and many 
members who spoke on the several provisons in the Bill drew the poimted attention 
of this House to certain points which may affect almost all sorts of people and all 
walks of like. I am not attacking the police. Police are also human beings. 
course, if this legislation is passed something is to be done to put this into operation, 
For that, help of the police must be sought. There isno other agency to carry out 
the provisions of this legislation. I am in all humbleness, not attempting any 
aspersions on the police. By section 10 of this Bill, any Police officer not below 
the rank of a Sub Inspector is entrusted with power to arrest any person. The 
Police Inspector #s empowered to arrest any person without a warrant, even on doubt. 


Then there is clause 4 (2)(5) which reads as follows; 


“Any person who being the lessor or landlord of any premises, or the agent of 
such lessor or landlord, lets the same or any part thereof............ is to 
be used as a brothel, or is wilfully a party to the use of such premises, or 

-any part thereof, as a brothel, shall be punished with imprisonment which 
may extend to three months or with fine which may extend to five hundred 
rupees or with both.” 


There are some other sections also which give the police power to arrest persons, 
if all such clauses are to remain. without any further scrutiny, I am asking to what 
extent the people will be annoyed. This is quite an unwanted piece of legislation 
today. Up to the present moment there is no brothel. Perhaps they may come 
into existence if this legislation is passed. What is the hurry or unavoidable 
necessity of arresting a woman whether she be a victim of this shameful aspect of 
life by the Inspector of Police? Is it not indispensable for him to arrest a woman 
ot a man before the person is summoned to appear before a Magistrate. The 
Chief Minister is aware of the vagaries of the Police. All of us have heard 
what Mr. Patchu Pillai said the other day about the behaviour of Police officers. 
They may even descend to the annoying of women. Those possibilities should be 
avoided. It is a very serious thing not to see to what extent the Police may misuse 
or abuse the powers given under this Bill. Here certain matters have come to my 
knowledge. { remember one instance in this connection. One fine morning the 
father of a lady came to me and said that his daughter, who is employed in a hotel 
in Trivandrum, has been taken by police on the ground that she is woman appa- 
rently without any job or work, something like an undesirable person in the street. 
But she has a father and she is employed in a hotel. He wanted to get her out. 
I went with him. We went to the house for destitutes at Pazavangadi. There 
expected to find only one woman. But, I found to my surprise six more women there 
almost of the same type. The’ Manager of the house was a friend of mine “and” 
was saying “What I-can do? It is the work of the Police; Their methods -are ‘very 
horrible. Probably they have to do something with these women. They were 


taken to me by them.”. 
My submission is that the power given to the police officer under section 10 
to arrest a person without warrant should be taken away. 
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Then the next question is about the trafficking of women. _ I challenge the 
Government to show one instance in which women were brought from outside the 
State for the purpose of prostitution. But there are instances innumerable where 
women are regularly taken from the State to Madura and Srirangam. This 
piece of legislation is not helpful in preventing such practices and hence this Bill 
18 quite unneces: 

In clause 4, “ ‘any person who,—(a) being the tenant, lessee, occupier or person 
in charge of any premises, knowingly permits such premises or any part 
thereof to be used as a brothel; or (6) being the lessor or landlord of any 
premises, or the agent of lessor or landlord, lets the same, or any 
part thereof, to any person convicted under sub-section (lt) or clause (a) of 
this sub-section with the knowledge that such premises or some part thereof 
are or is to be used asa brothel, oris wilfuly a party to the use of such 
premises, or any part thereof. as a brothel—shall be punished with impri- 
sonment which may extend to three months, or with fine which may extend 
to five hundred rupees or with both.” 

Lam asking whether the framer of this clause is not aware of the housing condi- 
tions of the poor in this city, Is their sufficient number of houses for the poor to 
live in? Sir, we find in this city a single house dwelled by four or five families, 
The land-owner or the lessee may be elsewhere and if one of the family occu- 

pying one portion of the house indulges in prostitution, is it justifiable to take: 
action against-the landlord or the the lessee. Moreover there is no provision nm 
regard to safeguarding the health of the people. 

Therefore; my humble submission is that even if it. goes to the Select 
Committee, it may be allowed to rest here till the opportune time comes when 
we want such a legislation. 
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Mr. Deputy Speaker : The question is that the Travancore-Cochin Suppres- 
sion of Immoral! Traffic Bill be referred to a Select Committee consisting of the Hon'ble 
Members whose names have been suggested by the Minister in charge of the Bill, 

The motion was put and carried, 
The Travancore—Cochin Hackney Carriages Bill 

Chief Minister (Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai): Sir, the Travancore-Cochin 
Hackney Carriages Bill may be taken up afterwards. 

No objection having beeen raised, the request was granted. 
The Travancore-Cochin Forest Bill 

Minister for Education Labour and Civil Supplies (Sri. Panampilli 
Govinda Menon): Sir, | beg to introduce the Travancore-Cochin Forest Bill. 

Myr. Deputy Speaker: The Bill is introduced. 

Sri. Panampilli Govinda Menon: Sir, I move that this bill be 
referred to a Select Committee. After the motion is passed, I shall give out the 
names of the members of the Select Committee. 

Minister for Finance and Revenue (Sri. A. J. John): 1 second the motion. 
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Sri K. P. Nilikanta Pillai: Sir, it is very gratifying to find that our 
Government have now come to realise the importance of forest preservation. For 
some time the policy pursued by this Government appeared to be a big paradox. 
In the name of Grow More Food Compaign they indiscriminately allowed the 
forests to be exploited and consequently there was a cry from one end of the land 
to the other that that policy should be put a stop to. Now they have realised the 
importance of preserving the forest area of the State for the future generation, and 
that is why I said the Government now think to be mindful of the interests of the 
future generation (hear, hear), Of course there may be several reasons which in- 
duced the Government to undertake the legislation so soon because, if not directly, 
indirectly the policy pursued by this Government with regard to the indiscriminate 
exploitation of forests was condemned by Sirdar Patel and other politicians who 
are at powerful places today. May be, that must have been one of the reasons which 
enabled the present cabinet to undertake this bit of legislation. 


(Mr. Speaker resumed the Chair.) 

Now I am asking the question whether even today they have come to anything 
definite with regards to the afforestation policy to be pursued by this State hereafter. 
Because even in the provisions of this Bi] that po'icy is not clear. Section 26 says 
that this Government may, by notification in the Gazette direct that, from a date 
to be fixed by such notification, any forest or any portion thereof reserved under 
this Act shall cease to be reserved. From the date so fixed, such forests or por- 
tions shall cease to be reserved ; but the rights if any which have been extinguished 
therein shall not revive in consequence of such cessation,—even after the provisions 
of this bill Government seem to reserve the power to disafforest any area out of the 
existing forest land if they deem it fit. That is the reason why I put the question 
whether the Government have come to a conclusion regarding the policy of d.s- 
afforestation. Have they got any fixed idea as to the extent of forest that Trava'n- 
core-Cochin State should have? That is the reason why J asi the question why 
the provision is there. Government is already annoyed on account of the indiscri- 
minate disafforestation. I ask whether snme steps should not be taken in regard 
to afforestation. Jt was definitely laid down so far as the administration of 
Travancore was concerned originally. Travancore has accordingly been divided 
into three regions—the lowland, the midland and the highland regicns. Tt was 
definitely laid down that no area from the highland will be allowed to be. exploited 
either for agriculture or anything else. That policy has been kept till this present 

overnment came into power. Now in the name of Grow More Food Campaign 
this Government has indiscriminately allowed extensive areas from highland regions 
to be exploited for the purpose of growing paddy. Thatis why, according to the 
figures given, about 51 sq. miles of land have been thrown out of Devicolam, that 
is the highland region, for encouraging the grow more food campaign. That was a 
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deviation which this Government made from the policy that has been pursued by 
this State so far as the forest administration of the State was concerned. Now I am 
asking the question whether that has been done wisely. Is it not an act which went 
against the mterests of the future generation of this State? Therefore I can 
appreciate several provisions of this Bill which will enable Government to add to 
the forests of the State. I do not wish to enter into details as to how portions should 
not be disafforested or forest land should be allowed to be disafforested and 
assigned to persons. I do wish to enter into all these details. 
_ ADJOURNMENT MOTION 

Mr. Speaker: We will now proceed to the discussion of the adjournment 
motion. 

Sri. M. 1. Paul: I have not received a copy of the adjournment motion. 

Mr. Speaker: The motion in full is incorporated in the agenda for the day 
which has been made available to all the members, 
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Sri. §V. Gangadharan Nair: Sir, “1 move that the business of the House be 
adjourned to discuss a definite matter of urgent public importance, namely, the 
situation created as a result of the strike started in the FACT, Alwaye, from 
yesterday onwards.” ; 
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’ Sri. N. Daniel Jose: Sir, it has been conceded on all harids that the F/A.C.T. 
is avery important industry conneéted a's it is connected with food production in 
the State: ‘This has béen stressed time and again by the Government ant by every 
honourable member of this Horise. But, Sir, as has been already “pointed ~out 
in a complete fashion by my friend who moved the adjournment motion, this dis- 
pute has been existing in that factory since 24th November 1948. Sir’ this dispute 
has been holding on for two years now. Government is the major partner holding 
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Mr. Speaker: The points raised by the previous speaker need not be 
repeated, 

Sri. N. Daniel. Jose: [| am not repeating; | am driving at another point. 
I was mentioning them only incidentally. Even though the Government happen 
to be the major partner in the factory, this Government has not been able to 
settle that dispute for the past two years. 

I would. describe the conduct of the Government in this respect as a gross 
dereliction of duty brought about by a false sense of prestige and a desire to crush 
the onward march of the workers in the State. Sir, in that factory after the dis- 
pute began no less a person than the Chief Minister intervened. There was a lock- 
out, there was the dismissal of the Secretary, and later on the Government referred 
the matter to a tribunal under section 10 of the Tribunals Act. It was a compulsory 
reference for adjudication by the Government. As has been already pointed out 
in this House the tribunal met after along interval. No doubt, the Union people 
put in applications for adjournment but actually this dispute has been pending with 
this Industrial Tribunal for the past 18 months during which period only 5 meetings 
of the tribunal were held. Even then the workers felt that their cause was all right 
with this tribunal. Then, later on the representatives of the Trade Union and the 
workers felt rightly or wrongly that this tribunal was getting more into the hands of 
the employers. For instance, they came to understand that the members of this 
tribunal were staying in houses let out to them by the Company. They also found 
that the representatives of the employers were making frequent visits to the members 
of the tribunal. It is quite possible, Sir, that the tribunal was impartial, but the 
labourers had sufficient cause and sufficient reason to be convinced that here was a 
case where a tribunal could be corrupt. More than that, Sir, at the cross-examina- 
tion of witnesses the tribunal did not allow many salient questions to be put to elicit 
facts since that would affect the interests of the owners. 

Minister for Education, Labour and Civil Supplies (Sri. Panampilli Govinda 

): May I make asubmission, Sir; in the nature of a point of order that this 
matter of trade dispute in the FACT is pending before a tribunal and it is a proceedings 
of a judicial nature. ] would request the Hon'ble Chair to consider whether it would 
be legitimate criticism on the floor toraise aspersions on the conduct of the judge 
who Is trying a case. 

Mr. Speaker: With regard to the point of order that the hon'ble member has 
just now raised [ would state that any reference in detail to the proceedings of the 
tribunal will not be allowed. 

Sri. N. Daniel Jose: [ was referring to these things only to point out that there 
was sufficient cause for the labour to feel that their cause was not safe under that 
particular tribunal. Therefore, they applied that they should get a transfer to some 
other tribunal. No doubt, Sir, earlier when the Government referred this to the 
tribunal at Alleppey the employees agreed because they believed in all good faith 
that their case was all right and they said that they were satisfied with the tribunal, 
It was later on that they came to understand with reason that what they thought was 
not right and so they moved the Government for a transfer to ‘the Ernakulam tribu- 
nal. If the tribunal were constituted under the natural powers conferred on them 
by ordinary law they would have applied to the High Court for transfer to some 
other court. Now as the tribunal is constituted by the Government the only re- 
course is to apply to Government for a transfer. Government in this case happens 
to be the final and ultimate authority and also the employer. As was pointed out by 
my friend, when the proceedings were conducted by the tribunal the labourers 
thought that they could arrive at a compromise and they met the representatives of 
the managing ager is of the Company. As the result of this meeting they came to a 
certain understanding. When this was referred to the Directots Board of which 
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the Government commanded a majority the Board did not take a helpful attitudes 
The Chief Secretary to Government and another Secretary to Government, 
Mr. Velayudhan were representatives of the Board. [am told that they did not 
take a helpful attitude. Thus the Directors’ Board threw out the agreement which 
the employees had entered into with the managing agents. Then, since the Govyemn- 
ment had refused to transfer the esse and also since the Directors’ Board has thrown 
out the agreement entered into with the managing agents, there was absolutely no 
other go than to resort toa strike action. They felt their grievance could not be 
redressed by any other way opento them. They issued a strike notice and even 
then, the doors for a settlement were not closed. In fact, the employees wanted a 
settlement but Government did not come forward with any help, instead they had 
recourse to section 142, They arrested the Trade Union leaders. This is a Union 
sponsored by the Socialist Party. Mr. Manakkalath who was at Madras to see 
Sri. Jayaprakash Narain, was arrested under the provisions of the Public Safety Act, 
ata tea-shop while taking tea. This Labour Union with a membership of 2,500 
workers was brought under section 142 of the Penal Code for these workers trying 
to get what is their due. Sir, it has already been pointed out that the Government 
could have transferred this case had it wanted to do so. There are provisions in the 
existing Act for that. They didnot do that. Sir, that was the situation in which 
the employees in the Fertilisers and Chemicals found themselves. Since they were 
concerned they had to seek a remedy and so they resorted to strike action. They 
declared a strike, came out of the factory—almost all the employees with the excep- 
ton of 50 officers in a factory of 2,500 hands. Today, itis heard six more men 
have come out and one Superintendent has resigned. This shows the employees 
are completely under this Trade Union. I have already mentioned the relationship 
of this organisation with the Socialist Party. When the Government arrested 
Manakalath I pointed out to Government that he is one of our chief organising 

So this arrest is not only a challenge to the Trade Union, but to the Indian Socialist 
Party representing the most dynamic economic idesology in this country. 


There are other funny things going on in this factory. Appointments are made 
on the basis of favouritism. The managing agency had obtained as commission a 
good profit. The basic salary of an employee is only Rs. 20, whereas in every 
other factory, in Ernakulam or outside, an employee gets a basic salary of Rs. 40. 
That is the case in the Tata Oil Mills Company and in other factories in and around 
Alwaye. Sir, I pointed out that in the factory itself, many appointments are on the 
basis of favouritism. The factory should be managed in such a manner as to yield 
more profits and enable the employee to get a greater share of the bonus so that 
they could keep their body and soul together. Sir to cite an example, the Chief 
Chemical Engineer of that factory is a mere Master of Arts without any other tech- 
nical qualifications. The Labour Officer is one who was drawing Rs. 75 under 
Government and he now gets a salary of Rs, 300, 1 ask, Sir, what had this Labour 
Officer to tell when this strike situation came up. Another important officer con- 
nected with the technical section is a mere graduate. | am citing this to show how 
things are going on in that factory, and how it is being mis-managed. _ o 
that all the workers are not getting their due share. Sir, these are in brief the facts 
that I could lay before this House for its impartial view of the situation, While 
listening to the Hon'ble Minister the other day, I felt that the workers were having a 
weak case. It was after going through the file regarding the facts connected with 
the organisation and running of this factory that ] came to the definite conclusion 
that even on the factual side the workers have a strong case before this House or the 
tribunal, The Hon’ble Minister the other day pointed out with all the eloquence 
at his command that the Industrial Tribunal Act has now provided all safety to the 
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workers through Trade Unions. But, Sir, I may say that all this Bar Council nice- 
ties of law are not going to further the interests of the revolutionary working class 
in this country orin the world, Sir, it is not the Jaw that the workers want. It is 
justice. Now when the workers ask for bread they are given stone. When the 
workers ask for a living wage the Hon’ble Minister flings on their faces sheets of 
paper containg points of law. Sir, it was through a law passed in this Assembly the 
workers’ interests are said to be safeguarded: And, in the manner in which the 
Government is constituted teday, whatever bill they bring in is sure to be passed. 
The party that runs the Government is in a majority and no Select Committee can 
do much. Sir, even if it be accepted that the law should be conformed to in all 
aspects the Government could have done something to the workers under that law if 
they had not stood on a question of prestige, if the Government had not wanted to 
see the demands of the workers crushed. Sir, ] have pointed out earlier that the doors 
for a settlement are not yet closed. If the Government feel that the workers should 
be given justice instead of law, if Government feel that the workers are entitled toa 
living wage, I suggest humbly to the Government to discard questions of prestige 
and niceties of law and restart negotiations with the workers through that party 
which represents anew idealogy and which would like to have friendly relations with 
the Government that is in. power today. I trust Sir, that this adjournment motion 
will not end in discussion but the Hon'ble Minister would earnestly see that a settle- 
thent comes out of the discussion in this Assembly today. 
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Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: A good deal of laughter was elicited by K. N. San- 
kunny Pillai by his humorous speech. Perhaps he can indulge in that kind of speech 
because he is sure of what he is doing. He himself, as an employer, as towards the 
close of his speech struck the right note by saying, that so far as his workers are 
concerned, he is domg what is proper and that he was sure that he need not face a 
strike. That evidently was at the bottom of his mind when he referred humorously 
about the very serious situation that we are face to face today. If only the employers 
of the Fertilisers and Chemicals had treated their employees as Mr. Sankunny Pillai 
does, this discussion would not have been occasioned. 


Now, Sir, what are the facts. Government have a very serious duty in regard 
to this matter. It is their general duty to maintain good industrial relations in the 
counrty, and so far as this factory is concerned, in as much as they are the main 
owners of the concern itis their bounden duty to establish good relations. It is 
their duty to see that nothing is done in exercise of the special powers vested in 
Government, which is not warranted by the circumstances of the case. They have 
utterly failed. In regard to the application fot transfer, my friend Mr, Govinda 
Menon told us that there iso provision in the Indian Industrial Disputes Act to 
effect a transfer. Js there not a provision in our Act to that effect. I know that 
labour is a subject coming both under the Union and State lists. But our law in 
that behalf will be avoided only to the extent of any repugnancy with the Central 
law. Therefore the provisions m our Act, which we passed recently, investing 
Government with power to transfer the case holds good, 


Sir, | understand that the Union was consulted as to whether they would have 
the case tried by the Ernakulam tribunal, when three new tribunals were establish- 
ed. Naturally the Union feared that if the case is transferred to a new tribunal it 
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would take more time, as perhaps the whole thing may have to be started fresh, and 
they therefore stated that they were content with the tribunal in charge of the - 
matter. Later on may things made them uneasy. This labour question docs not 
admit the niceties of law. Law is there to do justice and long delays and elaborate 
procedure do not at all conduce to confidence, This question came up in November 
1948 and we are to-day nearing November 1950, What is the meaning of a trad - 
dispute being decided two years after it has arisen. This dispute ought to he set- 
tled as expeditiously as possible. There is a section in our Act which clearly lays 
down that the tribunal should proceed with the matter expeditiously and arrive at 1 
decision. Therefore the circumstances induced the labour to fear that the tribunal 
will not be fair. I do not want to suggest for a moment that the tribunal will be 
unfair. But I ask what is the difficulty in transferring this case. 


Then, Sir, there is a material circumstance, which the Hon’ble Minister ought 
not to ignore. There were negotiations between the representatives of the Union 
and the Management, as a result of which’they came to a tentative settlement, sub- 
ject, no-doubt to the confirmation of the Board of Directors. The Union agreed to 
certain terms at a great sacrifice but the Board of Directors strangely enough did 
not agree to the proposed settlement. Now the Chief Officer of the Government 
represented us in the Management. Are we to brush aside that fact lightly. Of 
course when they agree to something, it is subject to confirmation by the Board, but 
are we to lightly say that what they have agreed to, is unfair or detrimental to the 
interests of the Company. When the Chief Officer of Government and a lawyer 
member agreed to certain terms, there is an over-whelring presumption that the 
settlement is fair. There the Government grossly erred. We own a major portion 
of the shares. We want manure badly and besides we also want a good return for the 
investment, If we did not get any return from the start, at least we must try to 
manage it better hereafter. At the same time it is the duty of Government to satisfy 
the legitimate claims of labour. Under the circumstances I cannot understand why 
the Board rejected the settlement. Is it on the technical ground that adjudication 
was pending? How could they say ‘no’ to something which has been agreed to by 


the Management > 

What could the labour do? They waited for two long years. You know, Sir, 
as a lawyer, how parties will apply for adjournment and get things delayed in court. 
That does not however justify the Court to give fairly long intervals, two or three 
months, between two hearings. That fact has been completely and comfortably 
ignored by the Hon'ble Minister. That is how, I understand, the delay has taken 
place. That is not the way in which an industrial dispute should be settled. There- 
fore I bring to the notice of the House these facts. The settlement arrived 
at by the Management must be deemed to be reasonable as it could not be said 
that they would be not loyal to the Company. If the Board withdrew their consent 
I do not know whether it was our Directors or some other Directors who stood in 
the way, any way it could not be Government Directors as they stand to lose noth- 
ing the Government should have intervened to set matters right. My point is thet 
even now it is not too late. It is not in a spirit of criticising whatever Government 
does, I urge this. I take my firm stand on the fact that when the trusted represent- 
atives of the Management agreed to certain terms and when that settlement was 
witheld by the Board, this Government ought to have seen that reasonable adjust 
ments are made and a satisfactory agreement arrived at. 

Government should not take advantage of the labour situation to create further 
difficulties, I learn that one of the gentleman that has been arrested in this con- 
nection is R. M. Manackalath. He is one of the few members of the party to which 
I belong. He isnot a member of the Trade Union or an Officer of the Trade 
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Union. I understand that he has been arrested by taking recourse to the provisions 
of the Public Safety Act. : 

Mr. Speaker: Details of that matter need not be gone into. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: I just wanted to pomt out that the provisions that 
they have resorted to do not atall apply to this case. J do not want to argue 
about it further. IfI am informed correctly a charge under the provisions of the 


Public Safety Act will fail. 

Mr. Speaker: That is again a digression into details. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: I hope that the Hon’ble Minister will not go into it. 
Mr. Speaker: The rule regarding relevancy will apply to the Minister 
also. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: J am also sorry that section 142 was promulgated 
I take it that,—as was alleged by some of our friends, Government intentionally 
want to create asituation. So far as respectable people are concerned, it is an 
invitation to violate the order, As a responsible member of this House and asa 
reeponsible citizen of the State, I make the statement that this is an open invitation 
to people to violate the order: Simply because a Trade Union has given notice to 
strike work, Government have promulgated this Order at Alwaye and other sur- 
rounding areas. This Government will do well to realise that no action taken by 
Government under that Section ever failed to land them in difficulties in the long 
run. I would urge upon Government to withdraw that Order and release the per- 
sons not justly arrested and see that the issue is settled and that peace is restored, 
Not only is this in the interest of the Government and the interest of the people of 
the State, but it is of interest to the whole-of India as the factory produces manure, 
which is ever growing in value at the present juncture, With these remarks | 
support this motion. ; ; 
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“Tn view of the strained atmosphere, discussions were held with the represent- 
atives of the Association on the 15th and [8th December 1950 to explore the 
possibilities of a settelement.

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LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS 
The Travancore-Cochin Forest Bill—(cont.) 


Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: [ was drawing the attention of the House the 
other day to the fact that there is no principles involved in the present Bill, [could 
not see any policy with the present Government to pursue with reference to the 
administration of the forests of the country. In that connection I was also telling 
the House that till recently it was the definite policy of the Travancore Government 
not to throw out any area in the high land regions for any purpose. The matto of 
. the Government was to look into the future before they embark on any policy of 

distruction of the forest. But recently, the Government have departed from its old 
principle. We findin the high land regions of Devicolam and the surrounding 
places fifty thousand acres of land thrown out inthe name ‘of Grow More Food 
I am very glad that the Director of Agriculture recently made a broadcast speech in 
which he said ‘‘even though fifty thousand acres of land have been thrown out for 
paddy cultivation the expected results were not realised.” Now the Government 
have realised that it is a suicidal policy. The Government have blindly ordered to 
disaforest these fifty thousand acres in the High Land Regions. But has any pro- 
vision been made to reserve or aforest any area to compensate this heavy loss ? 
Of course the authorities ought to have done at least something to rectify this 
blunder’ Whatever may be the expert opinion or the governmental opinion in this 
matter, it is a fact that the paddy cultivation in those areas was a failure. If that is 
so, | ask the question is it not the elementary duty .of the Government to retrace 
their steps and to include some provision in the Bill to have this area aforested 
again? The preamble of the Bill says; “Whereas it is necessary to have a uniform 
law for the protection and management of forests in the State of Travancore-Cochin; 
it.is hereby enacted as follows”. Then the Statements of Objects aud Reasons shows 
“The law i the Travancore area relating to forests is cSritained in the Forest Act 
II of 1068. It is now 57 years since this Act was passed but it has been kept up 
to date by means of several subsequent amendments, The Act that is now in force 
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in the Cochin area isthe Forest Act HI of 1080. It is considered necessary to 
integrate these enactments and to have a uniform law throughout the whole State.” 
Therefore the main purpose of this Bill is to have an integrated Act for the 
Travancore-Cochin State. Apart from that no other thing is intended by this Bill. 
We see that the Travancore Act was enacted in the year 1068. The Cochin Act 
was also enacted in the same century. It is after acentury. Now that we pro- 
pose to integrate the two Acts. Probably these Acts must have had some precept 
of Mamu for their basis, like the provision for Royalties etc. But what I have to 
say is that there is no purpose in introducing this Bill and especially referring it to 
a Select Committee. Not asingle original provision is being incorporated in this 
Bill. The learned minister has been saying “we have not changed anything”. 
They have only integrated the two existing laws, The House is not concerned with 
its Why much ado about nothing! They ought to have done at least something; 
they could have provided for some reform. They are fully aware that the whole 
forest area is being destroyed, and that some efficient administration is absolutely 
essential. It isa matter which should receive the earnest attention of this House. 
What has been done is done. [ am not accusing the ministry. They have reasons 
in throwing open thousands of acres under the Grow More Food Campaign. A set of 
people called the blue-blooded patriots, whose main occupation was land moungering; 
has always existed here and they have now appeared under the garb of yatana 
people; and all these lands were thrown open to service the purpose of the 
“@oamm” people. I ask in the name of the future generation, no more land from 
the High Land Regions be thrown out in the name of cultivation, especially, for 
paddy cultivation. I thought I was going to meet a Bill for the administratin of 
the forests. In this connection I remember what Mr. Sardar Patel said the 
other day and what other experts said in Pakistans In Pakistan, they have 
appointed a Special Officer to find out places were forests should be created. In 
India also something of the kind is going to be done. It is what we also require 
today. Is there any such thing in our Bill at present. Why not the Bill say that we 
shall have at least some 2500 Sq. miles of reserved forests for the State. What is 
the idea of Government? Should we not have some idee about the future generation. 
They ought to have made some better provision for the administration of forests, 
If forest clearing is to continue like this the country will be in a dangerous plight in 
no time. Fuel is an esssential commodity and how can we get it after some time ? 
Another thing is that our forests are one of the main sources of income for the 
State. Ifa considerable area is cleared it may affect the climate also. Why not 
the Government think of replanting a certain area which has already been cleared > 
It would have compensated the loss even after some time. Till now the Travancore 
Government has been preserving one third of the forest area as reserve forests and 
that has been approved.by the people also. Even Mr. M.E. Watts, while he was 
the Dewan of Travancore, though he had a certain plan to assign a particular portion 
of the forest land of Travancore, had to yield to the opinion of the people He 
did not destroy any forest. Now, we see the picture in Devicolam. Should we not 
have some definite idea when we enact a piece of legislation ? 


Anyway 1 do not want to waste the time of this House. In this Bill, there is 
nothing but some frame work which may or may not be for the administration of 
the forest. Clause 2 reads ‘“‘Forest Officer” means any person appointed by 
name or as holding an office by of under the orders of the Government to be a 
Chief Conservator, a Conservator. Deputy Conservator, Assistant Conservator 
Division Forest Officer, Ranger, Deputy Ranger, Forester, a Timber Depot Officer, 
Forest Guard...... cc 00 ee aee deeeees thereunder ;” 
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What is the exact duty of all these officers? Ifa private gentleman happene 
to tresspass the forest he is liable to be attacked by these officers. But what are the 
duties of these forest ofhcers as far as the administration is concerned. We find at 
an average about 50000 teak sapling are cut and removed from the reserved forests 


for electric poles and allied purposes, At this rate how long the teak plantations 
that we have will last ? 


I am asking the question to make sure whether any proportionate replanation 
is undertaken by the Government. If my information is correct, this side of the 
work is absolutely neglected, Is there any provision in the Bill which would enjon 
on the Head of the Forest Department to see that at least so many acres which are 
denued should be replanted, 


May I ask the Hon'ble Ministers whether they are at present aware of the price 
of fuel wood in the city of Trivandrum. Every month it bounds up because of the 
non-availability of timber, A drive along the Shencottah road will convince any- 
one of the stupendous havoc that is wrought and the waste that has been committed 
of our valuable timber. Evergreen forests of that region, which is the pride of 
Travancore and which has elicited encomiums from tourists have been rendered 
desolate. 1 am afraid whether Hannibal had made an invasion in that region. Is 
there any provision for replanting such areas?) That is the reason why I again and 
agairi emphasise what is going to be achieved by this Bill. They are presenting 
this Bill as if all the provisions in the old laws were sacred and scrupulously— 
codified into one integrated law for the State of Travancore—Cochin. But in such 
an attempt the Ministers are not alive to the needs of the State and what changes 
should be made to suit the present circumstances. Besides reserve forests should 
we not have fuel reserves, Fodder Reserves, and Pasturate for villages. Pro sably the 
Law Department has simply copied the whole thing word for word because they 
should justify the pay they were receiving. It is a mere typists work that is seen here. 
Bills are introduced, and Select Committees are appointed to scrutinise them after 
five of the clock, when Members are tired and are inclined to go home. What con- 
tribution could the Select Committee make under these circumstances. Thus every- 
thing is done at top-speed and a full load of legislation is passed at every Session. 
Tam aware that there is a provision for the appointment of a Forest Settlement 
Officer to look into the claims of private gentlemen. But I am afraid if the Settle- 
ment Officer proceeds according to the dictates of the present Ministry, you will 
soon find half the reserve forests registered in the name of private persons. 


Then I come to Clauses 27 and 28, which deal with Forest Offences and 
Penalties. The Offences include unauthroised clearing and trespassing on Reserve 
Forests for various other purposes. But Section 85 enables an Assistant Conservator 
of Forests to receive an amount by way of compensation and let the offender off. 
That seems to be a very laudable provision indeed! A man may enter into a reserve 


forest and remove 10,000 rupees worth of timber, but the Assistant Conservator may 


receive 200 rupees and allow him scot-free. 

Then again, whet about the Punishment of Forest Officers. Their punishment 
however great the offence may be, is only limited to the extent of Rs. 200 as fine. 
A Ranger who connives to remove timber worth 10 to 20 thousand rupees will pass 
off rich after paying Rs. 200 as fine. 

Any way, Sir, that this Bill is a piece of purposless legislation, which is quite 

_ out of date with the requirements of the situation. I am asking in all seriousness _ 
whether it would serve any useful purpose for the preservation of forests and to 
satisfy the social needs. The Officers are left to administer the forests in any way 
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they like under the Bill. [f the present Government are going to preserve the 
forests with the aid of this Bill, [ can only exclaim ‘Well, Go on, preserve 
and preservel 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, in the objects and reasons of the Bill, we 
find that “it has been considered necassary to integrate these enactments and to have 
a uniform Jaw throughout the whole State.” That seems to be the avowed object 
of this legislation. With that in mind, I would like to take up Chapter VIII which 
is made applicable only to Travancore. That is necessitated, | understand, because 
royalties on certain classes of timber exist only in Travancore. Sir, a decision of a 
previous legislature of Travancore was taken on the question of royalties, and the 
Government of Travancore came to the conclusion that royalties on trees should be 
absolished on private lands, by Proclamations dated the 11th January 1936 and 25th 
January 1941, We find such trees exempted from the provisions of Chapter VIII. 
1 understand that Government are taking steps to remove royalty on trees asa 
whole. Task, why not such a decision be taken before the laws are integrated. Till 
that time, say for one or two years, the present law in force in the different areas 
may be allowed to continue. If the integration of laws is necessary and if it is to 
be effective, this anomaly should be first removed. 

The House adjourned for lunch at 12-30 p.m., and reassembled at 2-30 p.m., 
with Mr. Deputy Speaker in the Chair. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I was at Clause 66 of the Bill, which 

reads as follows:— . 
“The provisions of sections 53 to 65 shal! not apply to claims for kudivila in 

respect of trees cut before the 22nd December 1948.” 

Sir, sections 53 to 65 relate to the method by which enquiry is to be made and 
refers to what enquiries are to be made. By this section it is provided that if trees 
are cut before 22nd December 1948 these sections will not apply. Then there is a 
proviso which says:— . 

“Provided nevertheless that all claims which have not been preferred in 
respect of trees cut before that date shall be preferred within three years from 
that date and no suit, claim or other proceeding preferred after the said period 
of three years shall be entertained by a Forest Officer or any court of law.” 

My doubt is whether the cases that are pending before the courts can be con- 
tmued in the face of the wording of this clause. There are cases pending before the 
Divisional Forest Officers or District Courts which have to he continued, What is 
the law under which these proceedings will be continued unless provision is made 
that the cases pending there will be continued under the old law? Apart from that, 
T have another objection also. The right to sue or prefer claim is limited to one 
year from this date and that is too short a period. Some more time must be allowed 
for the owners of the treesto prefer their claims. The cases might be pending 
before the Divisional Forest Officer or the preliminary enquiry might not have been 
completed or the owners might not have known that the cases are pending. We 
know as a matter of fact that kudivila claims are pending in respect of trees removed 
even 25 years ago. If you put a limitation of one year from this dete on their 
right, that will cause great hardship and loss to the proprietors. “Therefore I would 
request the House and the select committee to examine the provisions in the light 
of the remarks | have made and make suitable changes. 

Earlier I referred to Chapter V which laid down restrictions on the free move- 
ment of timber and the trading and felling of timber. Clause 38 says:— 

“The Government may make rules to regulate the transit of all timber 
or of certain classes of timber within local limits as may appear to be 
necessary.” 
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They may also prohibit the import and export or moving within defined local 
mits of timber without a pass from the landholder from whose land it was brought 
or from an officer duly authorised to issue the same. Under clause 39 penalty has 
been imposed. If as [ pointed out earlier the royalty on trees is abolished it ma 
not be necessary to control the movement of timber on these lines. Therefore it will 
be in the interests of all concerned and also to safeguard the rights of the people to 
think of enacting a new law on the subject after carrying out the decision of the 
Government-to abolish royalty on timber. So as I suggested earlier, it will be better 
if the present Bill is not proceeded with further now or a transitional shape is also 
given to the clauses contained in Chapter V so that when royalty is abolished and 
Chapter VIII is excluded, there may not be the necessity of following the 
clauses laid down in Chapter V. Otherwise Chapter V itself must be 
so changed at present as not to cause trouble when royalty is abolished, 
That is one of the points which I-would like to suggest to the select committee that 
will consider this Bill. That is what I think on the matter. There may be some 
difficulty about it. Yet it will be better if some consideration is given to this aspect 
of the matter so that the sense of injustice may be avoided. 


Chapter II refers to the constitution of reserved forests. A procedure js laid 
down before reserved forest is constituted. There is to be a survey, an enquiry and 
wide publicity is to be given, before a reserved area is constituted under this Act. 
But when you come to Clause 26 it says that Government may by notification in the 
Gazette direct that from a date to be fixed by such notification any forest or any 
portion thereof reserved under this Act, shall cease to be reserved. To exclude from 
&@ Yeserve you require nothing except a notification from Government. __ I think that 
is not the correct approach of the matter in the present state of things. Sir, it was 
one of the recommendations, if ] understand correctly, of the Buch Committee, that 
aboard should be set up for appeal in order to take from the purview .of the minis- 
try certain aspects of administration which will permanently affect the interests of 
the State. If it is a question of policy then the Government will have to come before 
the legislature and lay their policy before the Assembly. But day to day adminis- 
tration will be carried on by the Civil Service under the control of popular ministers. 
Day to day administration is one thirg and the policy of the party is 
another thing. Policies can be laid down only in consultation with the legislature. 
Acts which will affect the permanent interests of the country should be controlled by 
well-defined rules of procedure. Ifa reserve is tobe constituted that is in the 
interests of the country. For constituting a reserve you have certain procedure to 
follow and that too should have wide publicity; Then public attention wall be 
focussed on that. Therefore a reserve can be constituted according to the procedure 
laid down under this law. But to exclude from that you require. nothing except a 
Government notification, That is not a correct procedure. I think some provision 
should be made under which to exclude an area action may be taken by another 
expert body. It will not be difficult to constitute a body under whose ecommenr- 
dation alone an area can be excluded from the Reserve. A body should be constituted 
consisting of expeits whose opinion will be made public and on the recommendation 
of that body and after it is known to the people, Government may exclude that area 
from the reserve. That procedure has to be laid down in the Bill in the interests 
of the State. That will have a particular validity and will get the approval of the 
people as a whole. To make this procedure statutory I suggest that provisions may 
be made in the Bill. When there is a necessity to exclnde an area that may be done 
after it is gone into by this expert body. That is one of the changes which I would 
advocate and suggest to the members of the select committee to think over and to 
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make the necessary changes. Even when reserves are constituted there is a provision 
in Clause 20, which says ‘Rights in respect of which no claim has been preferred 
under section 6 and of the existence of which no knowledge has been acquired by 
inquiry under section 8, shall thereupon be extinguished, unless before the publi- 
cation of such notification, the person claiming them has satisfied the Forest Szttle- 
ment Officer that he had sufficient cause for not preferrig such claim within the 
period fixed under section 6, in which case, the Forest Settlement Officer shall pro- 
ceed to dispose of the claim in the manner hereinbefore provided’. Under section 
6 whenever there is a notice any one havinga right on claim in an area to be consti- 
tuted as a reserve should put in the claim and after conducting an enquiry under 
Chapter 8 the matter will be decided by the Forest Officer. The purpose of this 
section is that persons who do not put ina claim under section 6 will lose their 
rights. 1 think that is not in the interests of the rights of the people. There must 
be the right to move the proper court to have the nights established. That is one 
of the important aspects which we have to think of and whether some modification 
or relief can be granted to the people who have a right over such area isa matter 
for the select committee to consider. 

Then Sir, Clause 99. The exact form of the clause-Clause 99-says: “All trees and 

timber, other than royalties, found on land at the disposal of the Government 

which may hereafter be granted for permanent cultivation under such Rules as 
may be in force at the time, shall be held to be the property of the Government; 
such trees shall, on the application of the grantee, be removed by the Forest 

Department within 18 months from the date of receipt of such application ; if 

not so removed, such trees and timber shall become the property of the land- 

owner”. 

‘That is a very dangerous provision. It 1s postulated in the earlier part of the clause 
that all trees and timber found on the land, if they had been granted for cultivation, 
are the property of the Government. That isthe law. On the application of the 
lessee, if the tree is not removed by the Forest Department, the Government will 
lose the right and the lessee is to get the right. Within 18 months from the date 
of receipt of the application, if the trees are not removed by the Forest Department 
or by Government, such trees shall become the property of the landowner. That J 
think is not a very wise provision from the standpoint of the Government. [fa 
particular man is prepared to take over that Jand for cultivation, knowing that there 
are trees which will not be conducive to proper cultivation, and knowing that the 
value of the trees would be large, and after giving the impression to the Government 
that he would be able to'carry on the cultivation without the trees being removed, he 
has only to give notice to Government to remove the trees and has only to sit quiet 
for a period of ten months and thereafter, the valuable trees become the property 
of the leassee. It gives scope for undesirabile activity, or shall I say, corruption all 
round, which will ultimately lead to loss to Government. Therefore, 1 think it is 
for the Select Committee to assess the real effect of the wording in this clause and 
so change it as to safeguard the interests of the Government and not to cause in- 
convenience or hardship to the people also. , 

I had occasion to refer to Clause 18 where the presumption is that all timber 
fotind anywhere on the land is the property of Government. This I think is unwise. 
The judicial presumption in favour of the Government should be discountenanced. 
It is an unnecessary restriction of the right of the ordinary citizen to say that if he 
is in possession of timber, he must prove from where he got it. Otherwise, the 
judicial presumption is that the timber belongs to Government. That is, the burden 
of proof is shifted to the person in possession which is rather an. undesirable 
approach an approach which isnot conducive to the legitimate rights of the 
people. 

LAVII—4 
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In fine, I might say that I should very earnestly request the Treasury Benches 
to consider the points raised, viz, whether the Government cannot now afford to 
carry on the administration in the existing way, and seriously think of tackling the 
problem of abolishing royalties on trees. After abolishing that, they could redraft 
the Bill, That is the proposition which I put before the Government for ther 
consideration. I also request the Select Committee to go into the provisions of the 
Bill especially in respect of Chapter VIIT and so change the provisions as to give 
real relief to the people who are entitled to kudivila, To restrict the right for the 
past feeling, they must be given the right to realize whatever amount that is due to 
them. Recourse to civil courts must also be provided under Chapter VIII. I would 
request the Select Committee members to go through Chapter V also and so modify 
the clauses as to give relief for the ordinary trade in timber and removal of timber 
from one site to the other so that unnecessary hardship may not be caused to the 
people at large. I would say that in Chapter I], with regard to the question of 
excluding areas from the reserves, the Select Committee should think seriously 
whether they could not provide a machinery which will go into the matter and come 
to a decision before the reserve areas are excluded, 

In the last Chapter also, | have proposed some slight changes which I request 
the Select Committee, to take into consideration, so that the Bill may emerge 
ultimately in a better form than it is now. 

(At this stage the Speaker resumed the Chair). 
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Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Sir, [ wish to speak a few words on the 


forest policy, It is with a yawn that I state these words because | have been saying 
this, possibly repeating the very same words these seven years on the floor of th 
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legislature. Mr, P. M. Varghese is not the only representative of the people that 
has eloquently pleaded for the destruction of the reserve forests. 


Sir, these reserve forests have a perpetual appeal not only to aesthetically- 
minded people but also to people who think that they can easily get hold of pro- 
perty without paying fer them. Year after year, we have been hearing similar 
arguments on this ‘One-third and two-third-theory of the forests. For ought [ 
know no authority has categorically laid down that a particular percentage of the 
land surface should be set apart for forests. 1 think it will rather depend upon the 
climate and other varying factors about which only technical people may have ade- 
quate grasp. But one thing I know, whether one-third or two-third it is not to be 
settled in relation to the land-surface of Travancore and Cochin alone. Statistics 
may be alright but unfortunately the monsoons have a tendency not to be affected 
by the statistics of one of the many political divisions of India. It is a geographical 
feature. The neighbouring provinces of Madras, particularly the districts of 
Tinnevely and Madura and Ramnad, I think have no forests worth speaking and 
therefore, to ensure rainfall and to keep up the climatic effects undisturbed, not 
only of Travancore and Cochin but also of these districts, it is highly essential that 
we should not do greater havoc to our forests. Now, there seems to be some people 
in this land who get up in the morning with the prayer “Oh Lord, give me the 
strength to invade the forests,”"—I would even say penalise, if the Indian constitu- 
tion allows, the pleading that reserve forests should be thrown open for cultivation. 
I heard once the food minister saying that in spite of throwing open for cultivation 
parts of forests his commissioner states to him that in the matter of procurement no 
increase in the quantity of paddy has been noticed. Then why on earth should this 
area be made available for cultivation. My point is that even if it is going to yiel 
a substantive quantity of paddy, it would be an act of supreme unwisdom on the 
part of Government to yield to political clamour in this matter. In this connec- 
tion, I am-sorry | cannot—inveterate admirer of Government that I am—find_ my 
way to admire and applaud the acts of Government regarding the Grow More Food 
Campaign in its application to the Reserve forests area, The havoc that has been 
done not only on the road between Trivandrum to Schencottah but in the hill ran- 
ges is something which no man who loves the land can view with equanimity, what- 
ever might be the excuse that can be given. Tree growth worth lakhs of rupees, 
if not millions, has been laid waste by the carelessness—no, the experimental atti- 
‘tude assumed by the Government. | do not attribute any malafides to Government. 
Every Government is only progressing on the well-recognised method of trial and 
error. My only request to them is that they should not try to experiment in the 
manner that they do in the forests hereafter. I saw many of the water courses 
clogged and obstructed. In the old survey rules, in the Land Revenue Manual, 
there was some provision that land 100 or 50 feet toward the water course should 
not be registered and made available for cultivation. All those rules, very bene- 
ficial rules, have been thoroughly disregarded. Therefore, I am in’ full agreement 
with Mr. Nataraja Pillai’s suggestion that stringent measures should be made in the 
Act in order that the change from reserve into non-reserve may he made yery 
difficult. He suggested that a technical committee must first go into the question 
regarding disafforestation and then a statement should be placed before the House 
analagous to the statement of expenditure or analagous to the ‘demand for supple- 
mentary grant. I completely agree with that, because much more than money it is 
land which has to receive greater care. Another enterprise, or another war, or any 
other good uck might bring in money, but these reserve forests cannot be so easily 
restored within an imaginable span of time, if they are allowed to be neglected and 
destroyed in the manner in which they have been allowed in the recent times. Sir, 
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I would be untrue to myself and to this House if I were to omit to pay a tribute to 
the administrators of our forests for the past century, who, by following a very care- 
ful forest policy, have been keeping our forests in a very trim condition. May be 
there may have been deficiencies in the matter of exploitation, but very little can be 
said to the forest policy from the point of view of forest conservation. [am afraid 
I cannot speak with the same enthusiasm about the Cochin forests. The Cochin 
forests have been exploited more ruthlessly, as far as I am aware—I am subject to 
correction—than the forests in Travancore. In the interests of the state, it is highly 
essential that: the reserve forests should be maintained with greater care, with greater 
vigilance and with greater jealousy than we have been doing in the past. 


I want to bring to the notice of this House another thing. One of the com- 
moner things I see every morning, which is alone one of the potent sources for the 
sale of foolscap paper is the application for allotment of reserve forests. Every body 
who has served his term in the jail comes in for his prize in the shape of reserve 
forests, Then there are the pseudo-socjal economists who come forward with their 
booklets and brochures. Some people argue that some reserve forest areas must be 
cleared for roads, others for maintaining the flow of rivers, etc. The conclusion of 
all these people is the same. These forests are there: make them available to each 
in the proportion to their political sacrifice are appreciated by the Government, Then 
there are the friends of the poor, and the down-trodden—almost with tears in their 
eyes—and saline water seems to stream down their cheeks more smmoothly—they say 
that the poor and the landless should be given land not out of the hundreds of acres 
that they own, but out of this no-man’s land—a cheap gesture to the landless in this 
Jand. With these few words.... .. No, I have something more. 


I have to say something on the bill. I wish to state that adequate provision 
should be made in the Act itself for the protection of the hill tribes, There is such 
a provision in the Act which is in force in Travancore. The hill tribes have an 
important place in the economy of the forests. The hill tribes render considerable 
help to the department in the matter of conservation of forests. Now, apart from 
considerations of utility and humanitarianism, the obligations laid upon us by the new 
Indian Constitution compel us to make some provision for the safety and well-being 
of the hill tribes. The first protection that you can give is by making the rules 
stringent regarding the exclusion of the lowland people from the forests. 
The people from the lowlands take cheap luxury goods to them,—tobacco 
and drinks, and spoil their morals. That is only one of the many instances. 
Therefore my suggestion is that provision should be made in the Act itself to 
guarantee the freedom and well-being of the hill tribes whose care is left at present 
in the hands of the Forest Department. I have had occasion to come into contact 
with these hill tribes when once a year I go to Sabarimala, which I do even though 
T am a Congressman. (Laughter), Then I have found that these hill tribes are in 
a very sorry plight. Their economic condition, and even their physical condition is 
steadily deteriorating. Government do not seem to pay them the same attention 
which they used to do formerly. In the old order of things, when the high officers 
in the Forest. Department used to go to the forests for inspection they did not do it 
in the hurried fashion as it is bemg done now. They used to go and stay in the 
locality and come into contact with the people and understand their fears and handi- 
caps and sorfows. But nowadays owing to the change of our ways of livmg—I am 
not casting any reflection on the official class—it is all changed... The hill tribes are 
not properly taken care of, and their grievances are not heeded. That is why 
I suggest that provision for their protection should be made in the Act itself, 
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1 forgot to mention another aspect of the question. The suggestion made by 
Mr. Nataraja Pillai that it must be made almost impossible for the Government to 
convert this reserve forests into non-reserved is a good thing for any Government 
that would enable the Government to resist any political pressure, any combined 
pressure of political parties. 

In their own interest I think any Government would be glad to accept that 
suggestion. 

Then, one other aspect I wish to emphasise in this House is that provision 
should be made to include what they call the Revenue Land technically in the 
Reserve Forest area in the land. Now, thousands of acres of woodland are des~ 
troyed in the name of Revenue Land. When you turn to the Forests Minister he 
would in turn, turn against you and tell that those areas are not included in the 
Forest Reserves. But Sir, the monsoons do not make any distinction between 

_ Revenue land areas in the Forests and Reserve area. If at all these monsoons are 
in any manner affected it is obviously due to the destruction of tree growths in the 
forests. Therefore, as a first step it would be good, of course in consultation with 
Forest authorities, to declare that there is nothing like a non-reserve forest. 
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Mr. Speaker: That matter relating to Brook Bond affair was referred to 
already. : 
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Mr, Speaker: That matter being a repetition of Mr. Thanu Pillai’s observa- 
tions was already objected to by me. 
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“Government may prescribe, as penalties for the contravention of any rules 
made under this Section, imprisonment for a term which may extend to six months, 
or fine which may extend to five hundred rupees or both.” 
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“Tt is not an offence under this Section for any person to kill or wound any 
wild elephant in defence of himself or of any other person or in defence of 
property.”

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DISCUSSION UNDER RULE 26 


Sri. K. A. Mathew: This is my notice. “To raise discussion on a matter 
of public importance which arose out of the answer to Starred Question No. 20 
of the 24th October 1950 regarding Central Depot Officer, (Agriculture), Alwaye.” 
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Minister for Public Works, Communication and Agriculture (Sri. E. John 
Philipose): Sir, there was a question on this matter on the 24th October and at 
that time, it was stated by me that the Director of Agriculture had received a com- 
plaint about certain irregularities in the Manure Office and the Agricultural Depot 
Office at Alwaye, that an enquiry was conducted and that according to that enquiry, 
no specific allegations were proved. At the same time, it was also stated by me that 
Government not having been satisfied with the enquiry had ordered a special 
enquiry to be conducted by the Director of Agriculture himself and that the report 
by the Director had not been received by Government. I would like to tell this 
House that it is not a fact that the department did not take prompt action. On 2nd 
June 1950, the Director of Agriculture received a letter from the Agricultural 
Special Officer, Alwaye, enclosing a report he had sent to the Inspector of Police, 
Alwaye,stating that the Depot Officer had gone on leave and that the door of the 
depot was found unlocked and requesting the Inspector to prepare a mahazar and 
also to keep the depot locked till the return of the Depot Officer. This report was 
dated 31st May 1950 and received by the Director on 2nd June 1950. Immediately 
the Director received this communication, he ordered the Depot Agricultural Officer 
against whom there was no complaint at the time and no allegation was made 
against him and this enquiry was ordered on a communication received by the 
Agricultural Special Officer that the Depot Officer had_left without leave, leaving 
the depot unguarded and open. The Director immediately ordered the Depot 
Agricultural Officer at Muvattupuzha to make an enquiry into this matter. As 
a result of the enquiry, 1 do not mind reading for the satisfaction of the honourab e 
members of this House, the report that was made by the Depot Officer on 0th 
June 1950, the following points are known, The House will please note that on 
a report received on 2nd June 1950, 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Thampi: In view of the international aspect of it, 
will the Government be pleased... ...+ 

Mr. Speaker: Rule 26 requires prévious intimation for putting a question. 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Can I make a statement now ? 

Mr. Speaker: There is no provision for a statement either. But what is the 
statement about. 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Let me make a statement in two or three 
sentences, In Korea, the U.S. army has captured the capital of North Korea, and 
the emergence of China and Russia anywhere, would complicate the international 
situation, In America........ (Laughter). 

Mr. Speaker: The place and the occasion do not admit of a statement of 
that kind. (Renewed laughter). The Hon'ble Minister may proceed with his 
reply. : 

Sri. E. John Philipose: On a communication received by the Director of 
Agriculture on 2nd June 1950, the Depot Officer, Muvattupuzha reported promptly 
on 10th June 1950 and he has stated that when he reached the spot, the manure 
depot officer was away from the station on casual leave. His impression on 
inspection was that the number of ‘steel thambas was appreciably less. He accord- 
ingly counted them and recorded their number as 190, All other articles appeared 
to be intact. The Special Officer refused to hand over the keys of the depot 
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building and allow the Depot Officer to function until the stock was verified by me 
as he suspected foul play. I took up the enquiry on 5th June 1950 at Alwaye. 
I broke the seal and opened the depot in the presence of the Special Officer, his 
clerk and the Depot Officer. The manure bags and other articles were closely 
examined. All the articles were correct, except steel thumpas. According to the 
stock register, the closing balance of steel thumpas was 700. There were only 
192 thumbas at the depot on my inspection. The depot officer stated that 
500 thumbas were despatched to the Muvattupuzha depot as per a long pending 
order on 29th May 1950. There was still a deficiency of 8 thumbas which the 
Depot’ Officer stated were issued to some of his colleagues and the office peon, the 
price of which had not been paid. On further enquiry, it. was found that 
500 thumbas were actually transferred to Muvattupuzha depot. The date of 
despatch was not known but they were delivered and brought to account 
at Muvattupuzha depot on Ist June 1950. The transfer was not made 
through any approved contractor, nor had the Depot officer taken -a receipt 
from the transporting agent. The Depot officer says in his statement, 
enclosed herewith, that he gave the thoompas for transport to a bullock 
cart which was returning empty to Muvattupuzha, The articles were delivered, 
but the action of the Depot Officer was careless and highly irregular, if not suspi- 
cious. This is not the action of one conscious of responsibility. If, as the Depot 
Officer states, the thoompas were consigned to Muvattupuzha by bullock cart on 
29th May 1950, why were they delivered only on Ist June 1950 at Muvattupuzha ? 
No transfer notes of the transfer are also available. The Depot Officer admits in 
his statement that he did not report to the Special Officer of the transfer promptly, 
In these circumstances, even though the thoompas were delivered at Muvattupuzha, 
the entire procedure is suspicious. 


Then the officer goes on to say that he examined the records ; “I then examin- 
ed the records in the Agricultural Special Office. I had received a complaint that 
the Depot Officer issued to Ellurkara Co-operative Society 120 thoompas without 
orders from the Special Officer. The issue was ordered by me to the Speicl Officer. 
The Manure Depot Officer explained the matter saying that he acted on verbal 
orders of the Special Officer. On examination of records, I saw that the Manure 
Depot Officer had initialled the order with the date 2nd May 1950, It was clear 
that the Depot Officer surreptitiously initialled the paper, deliberately predating it, 
torgetting that he had submitted an explanation that he acted on personal and no 
written orders of the Agricultural Special Officer. This is foolishness and even 
reckless intriguing which is highly objectionable. The entries in the Depot registers 
are not in order. In the register of steel thoompas, after the entry on 29th April 
1950 came that of 3rd May 1950. The line was scored out and 3rd April 1950 
substituted. The Special Officer has asked for the subsequent entries in a foot note. 
A fresh book was chen opened, where all the entries have been copied out in order 
from 5th Jaquary 1950. Here again is carelessness and ground for suspicion. 


Jt was clear from the foregoing that the action of the Depot Officer was irre- 
gular, careless and even suspicious to some extent. In view of the fact that the 
stocks in the depot did not appear deficient, and that malpractices were only sus- 
pected and nut conchisively proved and in the absence of a reliable man at the spot 
to be put in charge of the depot, | refrained from placing the Depot Officer under 
suspension straightway. I have bowever issued orders placing Agricultural De- 
monstrator, T. V. George, in whom the Special Officer appeared to have confidence, 
in additional charge of the depot until further orders. The depot isto be opened 
by the Depot Officer only in company with Sri George and all transactions attes 
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by both, Sri George had been directed to seal the locks every evening with his 
own seal, This arrangement is continuing satisfactorily and may be continued until 
other arrangements are made, 


Asa result of my enquiries, I am convinced that Manure Depot Officer G. 
Sivasankara Pillai is unfit to be put in charge of a Manure Depot. He has been 
extremely careless, foolish, intriguing and ship shod in almost everything. The 
Special Officer reports that he was rebellious also on occasions. He may, however, 
be removed from the Manure Depot and posted elsewhere, and his conduct closely 
watched for sometime. ; 

So then, this was the report and on that basis namely on the basis of the 
enquiry conducted by the Divisional Officer, Muvattupuzha, the Director of 
Agriculture recommended to Government that the Manure Depot Officer be deg- 
raded and transferred to some other place. The Government on receiving such 
report ordered his transfer from Muvattupuzha and at the same time expressed 
the opinion that they were not altogether satisfied with the enquiries. Thereupon 
they asked the Director of Agriculture to conduct an enquiry the report of which 
has not yet been received. This is a fact which has really happened as far as this 
matter is concerned. Later on there was a complaint from one of the members of 
Elloorkara Co-operative society who was once the secretary thereof and then re- 
moved from the secretary-ship by the members of the society alleging that that 
society had received certain thoompas which were being black-marketed. That was 
more or less expressed by the members of that society. The Director of Agriculture 
being a responsible officer of the department asked the Divisional Officer, Muvattu- 
puzha to conduct an enquiry. He proceeded to the place on 4th June and had a 
personal enquiry conducted with the President of the society who was away from 
the place of business. He saw the Secretary. The report says: 

I proceeded to Elloorkara on the 4th June 1950 on a personal enquiry. I 
reached the society office about 11 a.m. by boat from Alwaye and found the 
following :—~ . 

The President of the Society was away from the place on some business. | 
could not therefore meet him. I saw the Secretary. 

. Thoompas 107 in numbers were there, being the balance in stock, after 
issues. 

The register of sales of thoompas kept by the President was made available to 
me by the Secretary of the Society. 13 had been issued to members of the society 
and the remaining 107 were in stock. A copy of the entries in the register is 
enclosed. 

The supply of thoompas was not brought into the Society's accounts, but 
was with the President himself. The Secretary explained that all the available 
funds with the society at the moment were only sufficient to meet the Electricity 
Department bills, that they would bring thoompas to account when funds become 
available and that the President was maintaming the accounts till then with the full 
knowledge of the society. The cost of the thoompas was advanced by the President 
out of personal funds which would be repaid as early as possible out of the Society's 
funds, and the implements taken over.” 

These are the facts-relating to this matter and in addition to the enquiries 
conducted. The Director of Agriculture, as 1 said, is making another personal 
enquiry. The Director of Agriculture tells me that his report will be sent soon. 
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Sri, P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Sir, on a point of information. 

Mr. Speaker: There is already another question, 
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Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Siz, on a point of simple information. 
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Sri. E. John Philipose: 1 should like to say that so far as any such alle- 
gations against Government officers are concerned, while it is the duty of Govern- 
ment to see that they are not subjected to any prosecution and harrassment unne- 
cesearily in respect of those allegations, they are anxious that corrupt officers are 
removed from the Department, Government are fully conscious of that. 

The Assembly adjourned at 5p.m.to meet again at 1] a.m. on Saturday, 
the 28th October 1950.

The Travancore-Cochin Hackney Carriages Bill 


Minister for Public Works, Communication and Asgricultures (Sri. E. John 
Philipose): Sir, I beg to leave to introduce the Travancore-Cochin H.ckney 
-Carriages Bill. 

Minister for Industries, Excise and Local Self-Government (Sri. N. Kunju- 
raman): I second the motion. 


My. Speaker: The bill is introduced. 

Sri. E. John Philipose : I move that the Bill be taken into consideration 
at once. 

Sri, N. Kunjuraman: I second the motion. 


Sri. N. D. Jose: Sir, even though this Bill is not of a very controversial 
nature, J would submit a few points for consideration of this House. Sir, there are 
provisions referring to rikshaw pullers and rikshaws in this B.ll to be made into law 
very soon. Sir, the life of the riksha puller in this State is very well-known to 
honourable members. There are certain provisions relating to them also in this 
enactment. I would plead that the Government would take some steps to see that 
riksha~) ulling is prohibited in the State. [do not mean that those people who are 
engaged in this trade are to be thrown out of employment. I only ple-d that Gov- 
ernment, while prohibiting riksha-pulling, should find out other employment. The 
Madras Government have taken some steps to ensure some employment to those 
riksha-pullers. They have introduced av'o-rikshas. I would suggest some such 
steps be taken by this Government also. J] need not point ont to this House that 
rikcha-pulling is a very degrading occu ation. Not only does it curb and degrade 
the human spirit and me.t away the health but it also provides him with only the 
bare essentials of life. They get only about 8 as. or 12 as. a day. These rikshaw 
pullers usually hire the rikshas. They have to pay a lion's share of their earnings 
to those people who own these rikshas. Therefore, I would humbly submit to Gov- 
ernment that these things be taken into consideration as far as this enactment is 
concerned. 1 do admit that this is not purely a legislative measure but it also con- 
cerns the administ: ative side of this Government. 

Another point that | would submit for the consideration of thi: Government is 
this: in this Bill there is a provision that the owners of hackney carriages would 
reduce the rate and carry passengers. I would suggest in this connection that that 
would introduce a spirit of competition only among the hackney carriage owners. 
[ would suggest that the minimum fare should be fixed and it should be enforced 
that all the hackney carriage owners or drivers should see that they carry passengers 
only for that fare along and not lesser fare. 

In Madras, for instance, taxies are run on this basis of a fixed fare. We have 
to pay 8 annas or 12 annas per mile, and there, the matter ends. If such a system 
would be properly introduced in this State also, I feel sure that it would be bene- 
ficial to the people and to the owners of these hackney carriages. These are the two 
points that | would submit before this House for its consideration. 

Sri. Eapen Arakal: While I agree with the provisions of this Bill, a few 
points which I wish to make clear may just be noted. First, the main feature is 
contained in Section 38 of the Bil, There, it is provided that when a complaint is 
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made before a Magistrate with respect to any offence prescribed by this Act, the 
procedure is laid down in that section. I may just read out the section: “38 (| 
When a complaint is made before a Magistrate against the driver of a hackney car: 
riage under this Act, the Magistrate may, if the driver fails to appear, summon the 
owner to appear and to produce the driver”. Sub-clause (2) says: “If the owner. 
after being duly summoned, fails, without reasonable excuse, to appear or to produce 
the driver according to the summons, he shall be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty 
rupees”. Sir, in my modest opinion, this provision is against the fundamentals of 

. criminal jurisprudence. Here is a case in which the owner of a hackney carriage is 
being made liable criminally for slackness or for an offence committed by his em- 
ployee who may be, within his control or beyond his control. In other words, it is 
a question of introducing vicarious lability to the owner. It is seen that in almost 
all cases, the owners of carriages such as jutkas, carts, and other vehicles, themselves 
may not be the drivers. These vehicles are in many cases entrusted to others who 
are to ply these vehicles. Well, it is quite likely that offences under this Act may 
be committed by these drivers and also equally likely that they may be called upon 
by the Police or by the officers concerned in criminal prosecutions. But, as it 
stands, the Bill makes not only the driver but also the owner, under certain circum- 
stances, liable. It may be that in many cases the driver may present himself 
before the court, and thus save a situation in which the owner may be called upon 
to appear. But that is only one side of the picture, There is the other side also. 
It may be that a driver has committed an offence, and may be absconding, bearing 
the consequences of criminal prosecution. Under the circumstances, the law as it 
stands now, says, the owner shall be lable. That position, if it is in civil law, as 
distinct from criminal law, may be reconciled, with, but im criminal law how to 
make the owner liable for the offence of the driver > Well, that is the position one 
cannot easily understand, especially when the other aspect has to be considered, As 
the tendency of the modern day is for the employee to dictate commands and man- 
date to the erployer, it is quite unreasonable to expect that the employee would 
always act within reasonable obedience and limits of the mandate or the command 
of the employer. Well, it requires no serious argument from me to convince the 
honourable members of this House that the relations between the employer and 
the employee not only in this particular line but throughout the spheres of labour 
employment are becoming very, very flimsy and the employees are actually flouting 
the authority of the employer. If that position can be understood, or appre« 
ciated to a small extent at least, this aspect will go deep into our minds, and 
we shall be only drawing the netural inference that the employee's liability 
cannot be, in any way and under these peculiar circumstances, tacked on 
to the employer. 


Now, Sir, I might draw the attention of the House to sub-section 3 of Sec- 
tion 38. It makes a still further curious provision. That is really a very beauti- 
ful provision whose significance cannot be easily understood! That section provides 
an ex-parte summary disposal of complaints, with respect to offences brought before 
the Magistrate. Sir, ex-parte disposals can be understood in civil law. In no system 
of jurisprudence can we find criminal liability being thrown on to an individusl, 
because he happens to be absent in the court, Here, the provision says: “If 
the owner fails without responsible excuse to appear or produce such driver 
on a subsequent summons requiring him to do so, the Magistrate may dispose 
of the complaint in the absence of the owner and driver or either of them.” It 
is a case in which penal liability is going to be imposed or may be he is 
going to be acquitted. Under these circumstances, if the accused does not appear 
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before a count, though it might be said there is a provision for reasonable cause, etc. 
—the court may proceed to dispose of the matter as it deems fit. This provision is 
repeated in Section 46 also. So, Sections 38(3) and 46 are to the seme effect that 
ex-parte disposals may be made by the court. An argument mightbe advanced 
for this position that otherwise we not be able to expedite matters. Well, that is 
an argument 1 can understand; but J cannot understand that argument which 
extends criminal liability under these circumstances. That is my position. It may 
be that we want to shorten the procedure so that things may be expedited. But all 
that could have been understood in civil action. Why should the court assume 

wers in the absence of the accused? If this case is one which can inipose criminal 
Fability or penal lability, how can that penal liability be imposed or inflicted on an 
individual who happens to be absent? If he is present he could just put up his 
defence, and it may be that he succeeds orocds not. But what has the court to do 
3f the accused does not appear? Well, my say would be that in the cri r:inal cases, 
if the accused does not appear, there are certain legal channels of procedure to be 
adopted to bring the offender or the absconder to book. He can be brought to 
book, by a summons? There is the police force behind the Magistracy. The 
Magistrate can issue a warrant and the policeman can hunt the man and bring him 
to book, Why should that course be avoided? When there isa legal proce- 
dure to be followed, under these circumstances, when the accused absconds or keeps 
aloof deliberately from the court, why should then be such a divation and that man 
be taken to task in this way? My say will be that such a man shall be brought 
before the court whatever might be the trouble or whatever might be the difh- 
culties that are involved in such a process: let the man be brought to the court. 
Instead of that, the court wants to circumvent the provisions—the salutary provi- 
sions~-of criminal justice by saying that if the offenders are not going to appear, 
they sre going to have an ex-parte decision. My submission is that it is against the 
cardinal principles of jurisprudence. Not that I profess myselfto be a jurist. | 
know not much learning but this is common sence which one ought to have if 
ene has but a little bit of law in his mind. There is no dispute that this law and the 
offences come under criminal liability. If the nature of the hability pending 
before the court, is criminal in character, then all proceedings initiated and taken to 
a completion shall have that colour and that aspect, which are found generally in 
proceedings connected with criminal cases. Therefore, that aspect also I wish 
to place before this House for consideration. 


Then, there are one or two simple points which I want to place before the 
House, Sir, this Bill has been promulgated to ensure a safe, sound and convenient 
and comfortable travel in the State by hackney carriages. In that respect, it is a 
welcome measure. But then, in this Bill also, there are certain provisions which 
go to work a little hardship against the driver or the employer of the carriage; there 
i8 a provision to say that all charges, fares for the hackney carriage, etc., shall be 
printed, published and kept with the driver and with the owner. Now, it is also 
stated in the Bill that if there is an agreement between the hirer and the driver te 
accept a fare whieh is Jess than the fare contained in the agreement, that agreement 
should stand. ‘That is the provision. But there is the other provision; viz., Section 
32, According to that, if the fare does not go beyond a prescribed vate, that agree- 
ment will stand. But if there is agreement between the hirer and the driver for any 
amount in excess of the prescribed fare, that agreement cannot be enforced. 


Well what 1 say may not be appealing to many. But in my opinion if by an 
agreement a fare agreed to by the driver is less than the prescribed wages and if that 
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alone can be ins.sted on by the driver; why not we give elasticity to the agreement 
in which the hirer agrees to pay more than the fare prescribed, There is here the 
unilateral partiality shown to the hirer, because when the hirer agrees to pay it is 
an agreement, Once he agrees with that positicn to pay more and subsequently 
goes back on his position, this provision will not enable the driver to realise the fare 

. in accordance with the agreement. That aspect has to be considered by the House 
and also the Select Gommittee when it deliberates upon the Bill, 
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Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: 1 wish to make a few observations in this connec: 
tion. On going through the Bill I find certain provisions are difficult of application 
Let us see how far they can be effectively applied. Sir, clause 3 sayst 


Of; “Every hackney carriage shall be annually registered by the Registering 
cer”. ; 


So then every hackney carriage will have to be registered and failure to register 
it will be visited with punishment. That is provided for under clause 14 which says. 


“Whoever keeps any hackney carriage which has not been duly licensed under 
this Act, shall be liable to fine not exceeding fifty rupees.” 


Then we go back to clause 5 which says: 
" *.,.....-Provided that no vehicle shall be registered in the name of a minor; 
provided further that the Registering Officer shall have powers..... ee ceseesteces 


. 


to limit the number of vehicles of any description which may be registered annually 
in which case no vehicle...... of that description shall be registered in any year 
in excess of the number so limited.” . 
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Therefore failure to register will be visited with punishment and there is a pro- 
vision to Say that.certain number alone could be registered. So that these three clauses 
are apparently inconsistent with each other, and difficult of application. That is 
my first submission. 

Secondly, Sir, there is another provision that no vehicle shall be registered in 
the name of aminor. Suppose there is a vehicle owned by a minor; under the 
Jaw it cannot be registered in his name. So if he wants to have it registered he has 
to take it in the name of some other person. Clause 4 (2) says: 

“The person in whose name any carriage is registered shall be deemed to be 
the owner of such carriage for the purposes of this Act.” 

For the purpose of this Act, though the vehicle belongs to a minor, if it is 
registered in the name of another person, that person is the owner of that vehicles. 
In other words that minor cannot be the owner of that particular vehicle. I do not 
see the reason why a minor should be so excluded. I ask, why the should not the 
carriage be registered in the name of a minor. _I quite see that if it is registered in 
the name of a minor, the owner being a minor, punishment cannot be inflicted on 
him. That may be the reason. But I feel some provision will have to be made to 
see that a minor is not put into difficulties by having to get his vehicle registered in 
the name of another. 

Thirdly there is another defect. Which is the court that should have jurisdic- 
tion to try offences under this Bill a Court with Second class powers, or a 
Panchayat Court cr a Court of First Class? In no part of the Bill is mention made 
of that. Again there is another provision which has given rise to difficulty and that 
is clause 38. I fully agree with the views expressed by the previous speakers in 
respect of this clause. Then Clause 39 which says: 

“In case of any dispute between the hirer and driver of any hackney carriage, 

either m-y require the other to proceed forthwith to the nearest Magistrate’s Court; 
and the then sitting Magistrate shall hear and determine the dispute in a summary 
way. ; 
I ask how can such a procedure be feasible. A dispute arises bet- 
ween hirer and driver. What is provided is either man can proceed to the nearest 
Magistrate and he can immediately dispose of the case. There is no objection to 
dispose of the matter immediately and that in a summary way. Suppose neither of 
them is prepared to go to the Magistrate’s Court, what is the procedure to be 
followed in respect of that? Then the next sub-clause says: 

“If no Magistrate be then sitting, either party may require the other to proceed 
to the nearest Police Officer who shall enter the complaint in his diary and require 
the parties to appear before the Magistrate at his next sitting.” 

This we can understand. But the other sub-clause is one which cannot be 
effectively applied, So that it appears fo me that the whole clause will have to be 
redralted and suitable modifications made. As, it is, there are difficulties in the 
application of the several provisions of the Bill. So move as an amendment that 
the Bill is referred to a Select Committee.

The Travancore-Cochin Fisheries Bill 


Minister for Public Works, Communications and Agricilture (Sri. E. John 
Philipose): I begleave to introduce the Travancore-Cochin Fisheries Bill. 
Minister for Industries, Excise and Local Self Government 
(Sxi. N. Kunjuraman):  [ second it. 
Mr. Speaker: The Bill is introduced. 
__ Sri. E. John Philipose: I move that the Bill be referred to a Select Com-

Sri. N. Kunjuraman: I second it. 


Sri. A. K. George: Before this Bill goes to the Select Committee I wish to 
place a few facts before the members who constitute the Committee. My suggestion 
1s in respect of fishing in inland fisheries. There are a good lot of inland fisheries 
im rivers. Sir, my suggestion is that the present practice of allowing fishing on 
portions adjoining the owner’s compound should not be allowed. The reason is that 
that part of the river was once owned by a private owner when it was the bank of 
the river. But due to floods and inundations that portion of the bank might have 
been washed away, So long as there exist good relations between the owner of the 
compound and the lessee no unhappy incident may occur. Sir, in the Bill “‘private 
waters’ are defined in such a way that there is absolutely no procedure by which we 
can go against fishing on such portions which were once portions of the owner's 
compound but were washed on to the river by floods, I hope that the members of 
the Select Committee will give their serious consideration to this humble suggestion 
of mine. The definition of private waters should exclude the type of areas referred to 
by me so that Sir, there is_a fishing in those portions of inland fisheries may be 
prevented. Suitable provision in the Punjab Fisheries Act where the definition 
of “private waters” has been made excluding these portions in inland waters. I place 
these suggestions before the hon’ble members for their serious consideration. 
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nom gore” O—de Mmei‘avlaslaac la “Government may, by Notification in 
the Gazette declare the whole year or any part thereof to bea close time in any area 
for any kind of fish.” 
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in any water with intent thereby to catch or destroy any of the fish that may be 
therein, he shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to 
two months, or with fine which may extend to two hundred rupees, or with both.” 
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Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: I would also like to say afew words about this 
Bill. The most important purpose of this Bill is to prevent the destruction of fish by 
indiscriminate inland fishing. As far as our State is concerned this Bill covers the 
inland fisheries and fishing even in the sea. In Travancore, backwaters cover about 
300 sq. miles, The backwaters are the most important inland fishery that we have, 
Fresh water lakes are very few and our rivers are not very important in the matter of 
fish production. From the Report of the Fisheries Enquiry Committee appointed by 
the Government of India in 1945, and the proceedings of the Fisheries Conference 
called by the Government of India in September 1948, we can see that our fisheries 
have been over-exploited. That is the verdict they have passed. Even though there 
is a law to protect indiscriminate fishing in the State, our fisheries continue to be 
over-exploited, Acts passed in 1089 and 1097 provide protection to fisheries. Inland 
fisheries are the victims of this over-exploitation, for marine fish remain untouched 
while intand fisheries continued to be over-exploited. The India Government also 
say that our fresh water fisheries are not of much importance and that our backwater 
fish are deteriorating by over-fishing. If we travel along the backwaters, at any time 
we can s¢e.various contrivatices being used for fishing. We see this during the 
24 hours of the day... In our Bill, in clause 3, there is a provision which reads “The 
Goveynment may, by a Notificafion in the Gazette, declare the whole year or any 
part thereof to be a close time in any area for any kind of fish”. 


I do not know whether we have been enforcing the law of 1093. At least I 
do not think that we have made any practical use of that provision. _Alll those who 
want to preserve our fisheries must prevent indiscriminate fishing especially during 
the breeding season. There are breeding grounds for fish and they ought to be pro- 
tected throughout the year. Thus alone we can preserve our fish. Fish is the only 
crop which we are harvesting without sowing. But we have to sow the seed to have 


a better harvest. What is the meaning of going on harvesting day in. and day out 
without any sowing of seeds ? 


In this connection it may be of interest to note that Dr. Hora has stated that it 
would be necessary to make provision by which fishing will be restricted to_patti- 
cular places and only in particular months. That is designed to prevent the des 
truction of fish during the breeding season. So modern science has established 
that a provision to this effect is very necessary. In this connection it may be in- 
teresting to note that Asoka’s edicts contained prohibition of fishing during certain 
days of certain months which was designed to protect fish from destruction. 


_ At the meeting of the Fisheries Conference, they have passed various resolu- 
tions, among which one is the control of fishing in shallow inland waters. The 
Conference felt the need for the colloboration of State Governments for formulating 
a definite policy by legislation, for the control of ponds, tanks and shallow waters. 
I think the attention of the Select Committee will be particularly drawn to this 
matter. If necessary, some provision has to be made for the acquisition of inland 
shallow waters. I think it is only by devoting some more attention to the fish bred 
there, that the scheme could be made successful. ‘That is not the unexploited and 
unexplored ground, which would, if rightly developed, make a substantial contribution 
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to the food position of the’ country besides ensuring better standard of life. 
In this connection it is very refreshing to note that under clause 4 provision is made 
for the protection of fish in selected waters by Rules made by Government. But in 
that clause private waters are excluded specifically. And in sub-clause (Z) it is stated 
that the Government may apply such Rules to any private water with the consent in 
writing of the owner thereof. I think that clause must be scrapped and that even 
without the consent of the private owners, Government should be able to control 
the use of such waters for fishing. For example, in Kayal fields of backwater areas, 
when cultivation is going on we are bailing out water and in so domg there is the 
wholesale slaughter of fish, Even small fries are destroyed by the close meshes 
employed for this purpose. Some eleven sq. miles of this State are Kayal fields and 
we can imagine the extent of the wanton and reckless destruction caused by this 
method. If we are going to exclude such lands from the ambit of this provision, [ 
think it would defeat the very object for which this Bill is intended. There will be 
a colossal waste of national wealth. By the application of the provision empowering 
Government to make rules regulating “the dimension and kind of the contrivances 
to be used for taking fish generally or any specified kind of fish and the modes of 
using such contrivances”. We must be able to see that fairly broad meshes are 
used, so that the fries may escape unhurt. During the particular season, when bail- 
ing of water goes on in Kuttanad, there is a plentiful supply of small fries. I think 
the provisions of the Act must be made slightly wider and more sweeping in this 
respect. The report of the Expert Committee and the verdict of scienti- 
fic opinion is that fishes are getting depleted year after year. Hitherto 
cur attention was directed more to deep-sea fishing than to inland fishing. 
Several species, it has been stated, have become extinct because of indis- 
criminate fishing. The future is not therefore very bright so far as the inland fisheries 
are concerned. So with a view to preserve fish in inland waters, the provisions 
should be made more sweeping and comprehensive. This isa Bill of the utmost 
national importance, dealing as it does with the national wealth. It ie much more 
important than many another piece of legislation over which we are raising a 
hue and cry now-a-days. This Bill deserves greater and more strenuous attention, 
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Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Sir, I wish to speak a word. Mr. Speaker, 
1 om really proud that we members have shown that we can afford to be relevant 
when we want to, because the speeches on this important topic have been very 
relevant and very instructive. In view of the opinions expressed with considerable 
ability by hon’ble members, I suegest that this bill be reported: upon by the Select 
Committee in the normal course after consulting experts that are available (laughter) 
—I mean the Government of India experts—and incorporating into it the latest legis- 
lation available in some other Provinces like Bengal and in some western countries. 
This reprezents only at best the extent of knowledge which we had about a quarter 
of a century ago in regard to the best means of regulating fishing. We have been 
barbarians in one sense—in the sense that until very recently we have been doing 
fishing with the zest of a barbarian. I think there are only very few in this House 
who would not relish it as a delicacy on the table. I will have indeed no kind word 
even for those whose palate is not trained to appreciate the diet value of fish. 
Therefore, not only from the economic point of view, not only from the scientific 
point of view but also, as my friend said, from the national point of view this has to 
be considered with great care. 
_ About inland fisheries I think provision should be made for introducing new 
varieties of it, even making provision for authorities to inspect inland fisheries, giving 


them authority even to introduce new varieties of fish in sufficiently big inland tanks 
and other fisheries.

__ Therefore, this is a matter which should not be rushed through the Housed ‘ 
Neither is it suggested that en important thing like this cannot wait for a month or| 
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two. As at present advised, it is only six days time. I suggest that the matter may 
come up in due course until facilities are given for looking into kindred legislation 


that are available. 


Sri. E. John Philipose: Sir, I shall first deal with what has been stated by 
Mr. Balakrishnan Tampi that there is no need to rush through the Bill. There is 
no desparate need for hurry except that at present there are two different laws pre- 
vailing in this State. The earlier these are integrated the better. The second 
reason is that as far as this legislation is concerned it deals purely with fisheries and 
it isan enabling Act as to what actually should be done is a matter which 
Government can decide and take powers under the Act. This legislation enables 
the Government to assume powers in respect of the various matters that have been 
raised. It is not that the Government have no powers but that the legislation is not 
being enforced in the right way. Therefore, I do not personally believe that there 
is any need for any lengthy discussion about this matter. What my friend 
Mr. Udayabhanu said was that there should also be power to acquire tanks. In fact, 
that is being considered in connection with the breeding of fish. Government have 
now powers for that purpose. If Government want to acquire any tank for fish rear- 
ing, there is no need for Jegislation for that purpose. In fact, Government are 
contemplating taking up a comparatively large area for the purpose of breeding. 
The acquisition proceedings will be issued in due course. [have been just referring 
to that to tell the hon’ble members of this House that Government do not need 
separate legislation for that purpose. 

With regard to what has been stated by Sri. A. K. George, namely, that the 
definition of “ private waters” should be amended so that persons who have got 
certain premontaries under their contro) should not have an arbitrary right and 
Government should be excluded from these areas, is a matter which Government is 
quite prepared to consider. That can be considered in the Select Committee. 


With regard to the points raised by my hon'ble friend Sri, Achuthan he has 
been dealing with the matters that do not necessarily relate to fisheries ax such but 
to fisherfolk. This is a Bill that deals with fisheries and not with regard to the 
extent and powers and jurisdiction of the Fisheries Department. The points raised 
in regard to fisherfolk and ofher matter are things which Government can consider 
in the administrative sphere. 

With regard to the suggestion by Mr. Sebastian Thoppil, that “shells of fish” 
should be changed into “shell-fish.” J think it is an amendment which can pro- 
bably be raised in the Select Committee; but it actually means the shells of fish 
and not shell-fish, because the fisheries are expected to include shells as well and 
wherever Government thinks necessary that shells as such will be conserved and 
‘their production or procurement should be regulated, they may consider the neces- 
sary steps to be taken in that regard. 

Then the question was raised about indiscriminate fishing leading to a denuda- 
tion of particularly fresh fish in the waters. That is a fact and as has been pointed out 
by Sri. Dewer, the breeding season varies with various types of fish and there- 
fore itis very difficult to declare any particular area at a particular time as closed for 
breeding purposes. But that is also a matter that does not come under the scope of this 
legislation but can be administratively considered in due time, so that the experts in 
India or international experts if need be, may be consulted, and Government have 
got powers to accept their advice and bring their proposals into effect. It is a mat- 
ter which even today is engaging the attention of Government, because it is a fact 
that for the last many years, particularly during the breeding season, the fishing season 
has been having very good harvest which practically destroys the development and 
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growth of fish. That is a matter. which is even today engaging the serious atten. 
tion of Government. Only, Government have got to think out practical ways of 
putting that into effect, because any such control should not result in a kind of 
black-marketing in fishing. It would require a tremendous number of personnel to 
éontrol this, so that even from the point of view of personnel, it is a matter that has 
got to be considered with all its finencial implications. 


With regard to the point raised that Government should be given the powers 
to restrict end regulate fishing particularly during breeding time in the vast kayal 
area, | might say that Government, under this Bill, have no powers to regulate and 
control it. 


Sri. PK. Dewer: Itis only in the matter of attracting fish. 

Sri. E. John Philipose: I am talking about breeding time. The areas are 
prretically pulled down and even the smallest fish has to be got down. For that, 
this legislation confers powers on Government through clause (4), sub-clause (4) 
(c) and (d), and Government would see that those things are regulated. Govern- 
ment thought «f doing that during this season itself but it has not been possible for 
them to work out.practical means of preventing it, ~ 


Sri. P. K. Dewer: Have not the Government any powers to prohibit it? 

Sri. E. John Philipose: They have powers to regulate and control. 

Sri. P. K. Dewer: Have not the Government powers to suggest 
contrivances ? . . ° 

Sri. E. John Philipose : The Government can specify the contrivances 
and that is all that is necessary to see that small fish are not destroyed. But-as far 
as prohibition of fishing is concerned, it is of course necessary. _ It is intended more 
to see thai breeding is not pr.vented. For that purpose, there is the power of 
Government to see that fishing in certain declared areas is prohibited. 
There is also the further right of Government to see that the contrivances 
are so regulated and controlled that no fish is destroyed. These are all 
enablirg powers which Covernment possess, but which, I must confess, © 
Government find it very difficult to enforce.. Therefore, the difficulty 
ies not so much in the absence of any law or authority for Government 
as in implementing the proposals and enforcing the powers. 


Sri. P. K. Dewer: Have the Government power to declare an off-season for 
any private waters ? . . 


Sri. E. John Philipose: In the definition of private waters, any modification 
may be made, if necessary, by the Select Committee. I said so even at the 
beginning. 


Next, the points raised by Mr. Dewer with regard to -prawn-fishing can be 
considered. ‘Though they are outside the scope of the Bill they touch the 
policy of the Government, particularly, those relating to Krishnankotta garden and 
Venmbanad kayal. I think it is a matter for comparative evaluation. As far as 
the Vembanad project is concerned, inasmuch as it is not proposed to restrict the 
pro_ect as such, and as it does not in any way contemplate the restriction of the 
area under water, but only prevention of saline water, it may be that salt-water fish, 
particularly prawns, may not be gathered in this area. But fortunately, there is 


ample scope fx fresh-water fish to breed and grow, I do thmk that it is very 
much in evidence, 


1 donot think I should speak further on this matter. 
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Sri. P. K. Dewey: May I know whether it will not affect the fishing stocks 
down this pond ? 

Sri. E. John Philipose: They are comparatively few in number ; and it is a 
narrow area. Government are also considering this, and trying to see that as far as 
possible those rights are restricted, if at all they are to be restricted, only in the 
initial stage. 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: May | suggest the inclusion of the name of 
Mr. Udayabhanu in the Select Committee > 


Sri. E. John Philipoze: _ was going to suggest his name myself, at first. 
I now move that a Select Committee consisting of Sri. Udayabhanu, Miss Mascarene, 
Sahib Bahadur Kunju Mohideen, Sri. P. K. Raman and Sri. Bhaskaran in 
addition to Sri, K. A. Atchuthan, Sri, Elias, Sri. Dewer and Sri. Alexander Vakayil, 
whose names I have already mentioned be constituted, 

Sri. P. K. Dewer; May [ ask the Hon’ble Minister whether there is any 
serious objection to leave this Bill to come up in the ordinary course, so that mature 
consideration may be given to it? 

Mr. Speaker: If found necessary it can be recommitted. 

Sri. E. John Philipose: As the Hon'ble Speaker suggested, if the Select 
Committee thinks that the Bill may be given some more time, it may be done then. 
But | personally think that if we sit down and discuss things we can submit the report 
in seven days. don’t think there will be much objection, I am saying that. 
advisedly because I know there are certain departmental difficulties m having 
two separate systems of law functioning in the State. The earlier we have a uniform 
law, the better. But, if the members of the Select Committee during this session 
think that they want time to study, it can be considered. 

The quorum of the Select Committee shall be four. 

Sri. N. Kunjuraman: [ second it. 

Mr. Speaker: The question is that the Travancore-Cochin Fisheries Bill be 
referred to a Select Committee consisting of the members proposed by the Minister 
in Charge of the Bill, and that the report of the Committee be submitted in 
seven days. .

At the same time it would be idle to deny that a large 
number of swindlers, cheats, and crooks have also found their way into this most 
magnificent movement which has been designed for the welfare of man, In my 
professional capacity too, occasions were not rare when I could appreciate the native 
ingenuity of man to circumvent the provisions of the co-operative law. I have 
heard of allegations of corruption and cheating even against some well-established 
societies and well-reputed people. Even within a stone’s throw of this 
legislature......

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Sri. P, Balakrishnan Tampi: Yes, there must be very desperate Registrars 
who exploit for themselves the provisions of the law. Their modus operandi was 
simple. They used to catch hold of a few well-intentioned men of the co-operative 
movement and get things passed in the way they liked and they could exploit the 
situation. Certainly in the line recommended by my friend, Mr. Elankath, if there 
ig a provision made in the Act to make it proof against the possible corruption on 
the part of the Registrar also it will be very good. But as it is, I do not want to take 
more of the valuable time of the House, except to say that I remain unrepentent o' 
the views which I held years ago and my age only compels me to say that I am 
more emphatic. _ Whatever excuses there may have been in the past in regard to 
the vesting of powers in the Registrar and im the Government, whatever force there 
might have been in the past in those arguments, they cannot be trotted up now 
when a Government based on adult franchise is functioning. It is highly essential ° 
in the conditions of today, that wide powers should be vested in the Registrar and 
ih the Government so that poor people will not be cheated of their money, #0 that 
this movement may not come into disrepute. Unfortunately it has, in certain parts 
of the State. Sir, when the whole world is looking on the Co-operative movement 
not only in the economic field, but in the political field, why even in the interna. 
tional field, it would be a very great disservice to the movement if, for want of 
proper check and control, this movement falls into ill repute.

SUPPLY OF ELECTRICITY IN HOUSES AND SHOPS - ASSISTANCE GIVEN BY 
GOVERNMENT IN MEETING THE INITIAL CAPITAL EXPENDITURE 

Electricity supply bas been made available by Government in various places in 
the State; but a number of houses and shops etc. in. these places have not yet 
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availed of the supply. The main reason for this is understood to be that the capital 
expenditure by way of charges for electric installation inside the building, the 
service connection charges, the testing fee of Rs. 5 and the deposit of Rs. 10 
required under the rules is too heavy ‘or an average person with a modest income 
to meet initially. Government have been considering how such persons could be 
assisted so as to enable them to have electric supply in their houses and have decided 
on the following scheme for the purpose: 

G) The houses or shop premises of these small: consumers will be wired at 
the cost of Government and the cost will be recovered in. monthly instalments in 
five years. Since the idea is to give the assistance only to those who cannot really 
afford to meet the initial capital expenditure and as the scheme is intended only for 
meeting absolute minimum requirements, the marimum number of light points 
which will be arranged far for any consumer at the cost of Government will be only 
four. Any additional points required should be arranged for directly by the con- 
sumer. The capital cost will be recovered from the consumer at the rate of annas 
four per point per month for five years. 

(ii) The wiring of points in accordance with the scheme will be done by 
contractors fixed upon by the Chief Engineer (Electricity) for each Taluk. The 
wiring of additional points, if any, may be arranged for by the consumer either 
through the same contractor or otherwise, if that is feasible.

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Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: In discussing a legislative measure of this kind, I wish 
to know whether it is proper to discredit a particular officer in this way. 

Speaker: It is a matter to be avoided especially because the officer who 
is subjected to criticism is not in a position to offer his remarks by way of explana- 
tion. But if it is found necessary for the purpose of elucidating a point on matters 
of general public importance it may be referred to in such manner as not to implicate 
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Sri. A. P. Udayebhanu: I cannot speak on the subject with such personal 
knowledge, as the gentlemen, who preceded me, have claimed. As far as I can see, 
this act has embodied in itself most of the suggestions in the pamplets before me. 
The House rose for lunch at 1 p.m. and reassembled at 2 p.m. withMr. Speaker in 
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"Tf some landowners who are likely to benefit by the scheme of minor irrigation 
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should be empowered to make a proportionate levy of the cost of them and 
recover the same as arrears of land revenue,” 
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Sri. N. Danie’ Jose: Sir, to a pePson-of high persuasive thinking such a 
bill cannot evoke much enthusiam at a'l. Sir, nearly thirteen years have elapsed 
since the basis on which the previous bill was in vogue. But the present bill dees 
not bring about any serious alteration at all. The co-operative societies have deve- 
loped to a certain extent in this country but that has not been reflected in the 
present bill which is placed before the House. Sir, I feel that the co-oper-tive 
"economy and capitalist economy are to a certain extent contradictory. I feel that 
the co-operative movement cannot function properly-in the State as the h-nd maid 
of a capitalist economy. I also feel, Sir, that this Government is not ful’y suited 
to develop co-operative movement along proper lines giving it the full scope 
development because | feel this Government is tied to the apron strings of capital- 
ists. I feel that if the co-operative movement is tobe successful in the State, the 
entire production and distribution of commodities should be handled bya centralised 
co-operative organisation with branches all over the State. Sir, it may be possible 
that'co-operative canteens can be organised for every village along village lines and 
trade lines. For instance the fishermen have their co-operative canteen, the sugar 
producers are having one such. In that way the scheme has to be developed. I 
would also suggest that co-operative organisations should be on the basis of kara 
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lines, wherever self suffictency of certain commodities are concerned, There should 
be one organisation for each kara for handling the entire trade. In saying that the 
co-operative movement should be developed along these lines f am suggesting a 
change over from the economy they were following at present. It is only when a 
co-operative movement is developed along these lines, it can bring forth any good 
of lasting value to the people of the State, Sir, as it is the co-operative organisations 
in the State are functioning similar to small joint stock companies. the only differ. 
rence being that the investment capital is limited. I would therefore suggest in 
bringing forth a bill of this sort it-should come within the frame work of planned 
economy in this State. | personally feel this cannot achieve effective results unless 
there is a socialist economy in this Government. As long as this Government is not 
prepared to accept a change over to the socialist economy, ' co-operative movement 
cannot function properly. It has been stated in this. House during discussion by 
many Hon'ble members that co-operative mentality could be created in the co- 
operators and so forth. I feel confident that co-operative mentality cannot be 
created as long as our societies are worked on profit motive. As long as the proft 
motive remains co-operative organisations will remain only as small limited joint 
stock companies not bringing forth much good. During the war and post war Years 
eo-operative organisations have not gathered to themselves any character or prestige 
which could be applauded. In fact, those organisations during the past few years 
have gathered to themselves a lot of bad name. They have been dealing in activities 
which are not fully praiseworthy. I attribute this not to any lack of co-operative 
mentality which could be created, through an Act of this kind. Sir, I pointed out 
the aim of the society that is the profit making. Therefore I plead that in a bill of 
this sort certain fundamental principles have to be set out. This bill should be 
placed in a framework of planned economy. and organisational basis. Sir, co-oper- 
ative societies cannot be developed on proper lines with a legislation ‘alone. 
Legislatien is only a beginning for the co-operative movement. It can only chalk 
out broadest ambits of the position and cannot really go into details. Organisational 
aspects can be suggested in the manner possible. More than the question of legisla- 
tion, Sir, the co-operative movement is a matter of organisation and building up in 
this country. In this connection, | would point out. imstances of countries like 
Norway where co-operative movement have been successfully organised and worked 
for years, kecause the co-operative movement embraces the entire aspect of com 
mercial and economic life. 

Having said this as a general introduction, I would place before the House and 
the Minister some points for consideration, | My observations are based mainly on 
the merits of the present bill now before the House. It has been pointed out by 
almost all Hon'ble mem! ers who spoke On the subject that the Registrar has been 
given more powers than he should be. _I feel this is a debatable issue. Arguments 
can be adduced Loth for and against. This is not an issue in which you can defi- 
nitely say that handing over more powers to the society movement as it is organised 
today is the method. From another point of view the question can be looked at and 
that in a breader aspect that handing over more powers if harmful. In the present 
state of affairs whether handing over some powers is useful or not is a debatable 
issue on which a person of my inexperience if I could put it that way cannot really 
present a view which would ensure to the benefit of the movement. I would say 
thatin this connection that if Government wants to give more powers it should be 
done after consultation with various co-operative institutes in the State and also with 
co-operators. Co-operative organisations have been functioning for some time am 
I feel sure that the organisers will be able to aid Government in coming to a proper 
understanding as to whether the Registrar should be given more powers or not. 
Another point is about the maximum limit of investment and why it should be 
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increased from Rs. 2 thousand to 5 thousand. I shall be grateful to the Minister if 
he would in his reply explain why the limit has been increased. To me it appears 
such a limit should be lowered, even 2 thousand is much. so that people may not 
get any loophole for mischief. That will bring only good to the co-operators. 

In conclusion, I would point out that there cannot be much use in passing an 
Act which is not more than a carbon paper copy of all existing legislation. It may 
be a good way of integrating all pieces of legislation. Ido not deny that. But I 
feel that the purpose of Government is to set before the country a co-operative move- 
ment on sound and substantial basis so that it may embrace more and more the 
economic life of the State. I should plead that this Act should be altered in various 
ways and this should be done after due consultation with various co-operators and 
leading co-operative organisations in the State. I also plead that this legislation 
should not be rushed through as has been the habit of this Government as far as 


other pieces of legislation are concerned.

The Travancore Cochin Local Authorities Entertainment Tax Bill 


Minister for Industries, Excise and Local-Self Government [Sri.N Kunju- 
yaman }: Sir, I beg to introduce the Travancore-Cochin Local Authorities Enter- 
tainment Tax Bill. ; 

Minister for Finance and Revenue [Sri. A. J. John]: I second it. 

Mr. Speaker: “The Bill is introduced.

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: [ would like to make a few observations. This 


is a taxation measure and as is stated in the statement of objects and reasons it is 

intended to be made epplicable to all local authorities and to co-ordinate the provi- 

sions in this behalf contained in the existing Acts that are in vogue separately in 

Travancore and Cochin. ; 

M My. Speaker: 1 should like to know the motion moved by the Hon'ble 
inister. . . :

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: If that be the motion, 1 may be permitted t6 
move an amendment for referring the Bill to a Select Committee.

Siz, it is very necessary to have a Select Committee to go into the question of 
the scale of tax which a local authority is empowered to levy, under clause 3 (1) 
It is also provided in clause [1 as follows: — 
“Where the place of entertainment is situated in the local area of one local 
authority but within five miles of the local area of anther ‘ocal authority where 
this Act is in force, the Government may, on the application of the later . 
authority and if satisfied that a substantial portion of this income is derived or 
is likely to be derived from its local area, direct, that the entertainment tax be 
levied by the former authority'and the proceeds thereof apportioned between 
them in such proportions as the Government’ may determine by general or 
special order or by rules made in this behalf”. ; 
By virtue of this Section a neighbouring local authority can claim a portion of the 
entertainment tax which is collected within the precincts of an adjacent municipailty 
if the former happens to be within a distance of five miles. And local authority 
defined as not only meaning the Corporation of Trivandrum and a Municipal 
Councils bat-the Village Unions or the Panchayats as well. Supposing the Trivan- 
drum Corporation levies entertaimment tax within its jurisdiction by the strength 
of this provision an adjacent Village Panchayat can claim astare in the proceeds. 
Whether. thie procedure would be correct and whether it would be right to make a 
pérticolar surrender a portion of the receipts to the adjoining loca} 
anthority on the ground that the people from whom the entertainment tax is collect= 
ed comes from that place as well, is a moot proposition to be discussed by the 


Sedect : 
. Lado urge that the Bill be referred to theSelectCommittee because the rates fixed 
has also to be scrutinised with particular reference to its effect on entertainments, 
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There is no questioning the fact that entertainments are a necessary feature 
of civic life and in the interests of the society it will be advantageous to have 
provision for recreation and relaxation of cit'zens. There is acry in Madras that 
the entertainment tax levied there has practically strangled this class of indastry 
because those who conduct entertainments are subject to profession tax and income 
tax besides the entertainment tax. It has well nigh become impossible for them to 
conduct entertainments with any hope of profit. So when we are proposing an 
entertainment tax for Travancore~Cochin we have to carefully scrutinise the rate at 
which the tax has to be levied under clause 3. We have to take into account the 
prevalent rates in other parts of India and see how far the rates proposed will be 
justified in the circumstances of our couniry, Therefore, I. suggest that the Bill 
be referred to the Select Committee and [ hope that the Minister will accept that 
amendment. 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: [ second the amendment for sending the Bill to the 
Select Committee. Very many princip'es are involved in this Bill, In the first 
place, it is stated that the Government has power to apply this Bill to any specified 
local area. This is a matter of taxation and I for one think that this House should 
lay down what classes of Municipalities or bodies will be given power under this 
Bill. It should not be left vague for the Government to say which Village Pancha- 
yat shall exercise such a right and which shall not... There is no harm in laying 
down a general law authorising al! local Bodies and Village Panchayats, with certain 
qualifications, if any, to exercise this right. If a particular Village Panchayat can 
levy the tax, it is quite reasonable that othe:s should also be empowered to levy the 
tax if there ts entertainment within its jurisdiction, — ; . 

As Mr. Nataraja Pillai stated this'is a measure of taxation and the scales of 
taxation have to be looked into carefully, How can that be done, I ask, unless the 
Bill is referred to the Select Committee. a 


It is laid down in Clause 7 (2) that . 

“Any dispute as to whether an entertainment is of the character referred to 
in any of the clauses of sub-section ¢1), shall be referred to the Government, 
whose decision shall be final.” : 

Government should not be the proper authority to decide these matters, for such 
matters ought te be decided by a Court. : 
Then again, the provision in Clause If will lead to serious complications. 


Clause 14 deals with the powers of Local authorities to make by laws. Sub- 
clause (2) of that Clause says that “in making a bye-law the Jocal authority may 
provide that a breach thereof shall be punishable with-fine which may extend to 
fifty rupees and in case of a continuing breach wich fine which may extend to fifteen 
rupees for every day during which the breach continues a'ter conviction for the 
first breach.” As Ihave already stated in connection with another Bill; I am 
against the principles of this provision. - Wherever penal. clauses are provided. the 
authority to do it must be this body and it cannot be delegated to a local body to 
frame rules imposing penalties. We can definitely say that the violation of a parti- 
cular rule will involve penalty and that power should not be left to a: Village Pan- 

. chayat.. Of-course I find that the bye-laws require the cor firmation of Government. 
There again we-are follewing a system of legislation which was in vogue under the 
old order of things. when the.Maharaja was the real source of. all legislation. N-w 
all legislative sanction must proceed from this House and that power cannot be vested 
in Government. _ It is not for the Government to say that somebody will be fined 
or such and such a thing is an offence. Therefore the rule making power deserves 
serious consideration. For these reasons. | agree with Mr. Nataraja Pillai that this 
Bill should receive the careful attention of the Select Committee. 
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Sri. Ambat Eachara Menon: Sir, I find that vast changes-are made in 
Section 3 of this Bill, Section 3 (1) prescribes the minimum and maximum rates 
as 10 per cent and 25 per cent respectively. In the Madras State the rates are 
higher than these and the Government had therefore ordered in L.A, 2-25237/23 
dated 28th October 1948 to amend the Act VIII of 1114 raising the rates to 20 
per cent for five anna tickets, 25 per cent for 1—8—0 and 33 1/3 per cent for tickets 
above Rs. 1—8—(. 1 expected to find an implementation of this principle in this 
Bill, Even though it is found in Section 3 (1) that a tax at a rete not less than 10 
per cent and not greater than 25 per cent shall be levied on all | payments, before 
writing out Sub-section 2, an abberation seems to have occurred in the brain of the 
compiler and he has in copying down the old rule left out of consideration payments 
below three annas, although there is in.the present Act (VIII of 1114 as amended 
by VII of 1120) a minimum of three pies for all payments of 2 annas and less, By 
this, they are depriving many local authorities of substantial revenue, The Govern- 
ment would do well to ask. Municipalities like Chittur to shut up their shops and go. 
Even in Trichur, the rate of entertainment tax is one anna for tickets of four annas 
and less. Now it will be reduced to six pies. It is only from the. lowest classes, 
a major portion of revenue is realised. In the case of Municipalities with slender 
resources the income from this alone keeps them from financial collapse. _ I there 
fore request that the Select Committee will go into the question of modifying the 
present rates and provide rates in consonance with those prevailing in Cochin. 
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The Motion was put-and carried.

The Travancore Cochin Local Authorities Loans Bill 

Minister far Industries, Excise and Local-Self Government {Sri- N. Kunju- 
taman]: [ beg to introduce The ‘Travancore-Cochin Local Authorities Loans Bill, 

-Minister for Finance and Revenue: (Sri. A.J. John]: Isecondit. | ° | 

Mr. Speaker: The Bill is introduced. 
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Sri. Eapen Arakkal: Sir, the provisions in this Bill can be roughly divided 
into two parts. Firstly, for certaia purposes it empowers Local Authorities to 
borrow money either from Government, or private persons. Tne purposes are spe~ 
cifically inserted and the manner of repayment is also laid down. The rest of the 
Bul deals with the way of recovering this loan from the Local Authorities in case they 
do not pay this debt in the stipulated time. What I would draw the attention of 
the House to is the provision in Clause 5. The meaning of it was not c.early stated 
by the Hon'ble Minister when he introduced the Bill, I may just read that 


ause: 
Clause 5 reads as follows : 

“(1). Lf any money borrowed in accordance with the provisions of this Act, or 
any interest or costs due in respect thereof, is or are not repaid according to 
the conditions of the loan, the Government, if itself the lender, may, and 
if the Government is not the lender, shall, on the application of the lender, 
attach the funds on the security of which the loan was made. After such 
attachment, no person, except an officer appointed in this behalf by the 
Government shall in any way deal with the attached funds; but such officer 
may do all acts in respect thereof which the borrowers might have done if 
such attachment had not taken place, and may apply the proceeds in satisfac- 
tion of the loan and of all interests and costs due in respect thereof and of 
all expenses caused by the attachment and subs:quent proceedings.” 

I want to speak a few words on this provision. First of all, as has been stated 
by the Hon ble Minister here the purpose of the bill is to enable the institutions to 
borrow muney for definite and specified purposes. We grant that institutions of 
this kind may be in need of money for various public purposes such as the preven- 
tion of epidemic diseases, etc. ‘That is all very good work. Now, Sir, suppose 
money is borrowed under this Bill and a specific time is also stated for repayment 
gay within sixty years, the money wiil have to be returned within that Hime. The 
Section says that if within the stipulated ume money is not paid or the interest 
therein 1s not paid there can be an attachment of the funds of this institution. As 

‘ll stands now it is not only the default for paying back the money but also the 
default on the interest that is penalised. {t may be that the money borrowed from 
Government or with the sanction of Government trom a p vate lesder is nut paid, 
Government may yssue an attachment on the properties of the institution, In the case 
of a private person he has only to apply to the Government and the Government 
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can forthwith attach the funds of the local authority. The definition of funds 
includes all moneys at the disposal of the institution and any cess, duty or tax which 
such authority is legally entitled to impose, and any properties movable or immovable 
vested in such authority. The entire property will go into the hands of the attach- 
ing officer and vest in him. [ have to point out that usually money loans recoverable 
from a debtor have to be necessarily recovered from through and under processes 
of law. But here is a provision which enables Government to realise money not 
through a court of law but through an Executive Act of the Government itself. In 
regard to the soundness of this position [ have my very serious misgivings-—whether 
it is a juridical proposition to think that money can be realised through an executive 
process, ‘That is a proposition which hasto be considered in introducing a legisla- 
tion of this type. When we introduce a law, it must have some legal bearing 
concerning the promulgation of that law. That itself is a doubtful thing. Apart 
from that, let us admit for the moment that the Government attach and realise the 
amount in a case in which Government have lent the money or money has been lent 
by a private person ; because the local authority was not regular in discharging the 
debt. The next question is the officer as soon as the attachment is effected goes and 
take possession of the funds: It amounts practically to what may be called in law 
as “‘ liquidation.” Itamounts to insolvency ‘proceedings. ‘There is not much dif- 
ference between insolvency proceedings and this. The provision says that if a 
creditor files an application, the Government can attach. The consequence of ths 
attachment is that a Government officer can attach it and immediately he becomes a 
Receiver as per the provisions of section 5. This attaching officer comes arid takes 
possession and then nobody else shall. have any custody or control over the funds. 
That means that the funds are changing hands from the I-cal ‘authority to “the 
officer deputed by the Gcvermment. If it is a Municipality it will’ be the Commis- 
sioner, if it is a Panchayat the President of the Panchayat and in the case of Village 
Union some officer of that. Union. The entire custody of the funds vests in the 
attaching officer. A curious thing in the section is that there is no provision as to 
what time the control and custody .of the money should vest in the lecal authority. 
I must think that in framing this provision the framcrs should have considered this 
aspect, that if a Receiver comes to take possession of those funds; as soon as the 
debt is discharged the control of the attaching officer should be terminated, Other. 
wise as the clause now stands there will be no possibility of the custody coming back 
in the hands of the local authority. In other words the institution will cease to 
function as it was functioning before the date of attachment. It may be argued 
that the officer coming to take possession of the funds will continue to act as the 
local authority in respect of the attachment.. It may be argued that the institution 
may be allowed to continue. Even then what I say is that the nature of the self- 
governing institution will be greatly changed. We are here promoting ‘so many 
self-governing institutions, We are giving democratic principles to these institutions, 
But if an attaching officer is to take possession of the funds for these little defects or 
defaults in consequence of the operation of claiise 5, what happens is that thé entire 
nature of those institutions undergoes a metamorphosis. It is the attaching officer 
that handles the funds. Once he takes possession of it, my doubt is whether it will 
be in a position to continue’as the self same institution,” Even if it continues, will 
it-be continuing till the date of such aitachment is over ?_ “I should say that this is 4 
defective provision. Reading the objects and ‘reasons T find that the provision for 
the attachment was Not in existence in the prior Act, Therefore, my submission is 
that the provisions of clause 5 should either be omitted or there should be a provi- 
sion that as_ soon as the debts are discharged by the officer in charge the whole 
custody of the funds must vest in the hands of the local authorities. With these 
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remarks and suggestions that may be taken up by the Select Committee, [ support 
the Bill. : 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni ? While supporting the principle underlying this Bill 
1 wish to make a few observations. 

There is already a Local Authorities Loans Act applicable to the Travancore 
area in force which is practically word for word the sane as in this Bi, There is 
no corresponding Act in force in the Cochin area. This is meant t> be a g-neral law 
applicable to all local authorities, the purpose being to clarify and limit their powers 
in the matter of raising loans. With these objectives no one can have any quarrel, 
but the difficulty will come in the application of certain provisions of this Bill, 

For example, clause 5 provides a remedy by attachment by Government if the 
Joan is not paid. It further provides that, after such attachment, no person. except 
an officer’ appointed in this behalf by Government, shall in any way deal with the 
attached funds. This clause is supposed to be applicable toa body like the Pan- 
chayat and we have got to see whether this can be made applicable to a Panchayat. 

This matter, namely, the rezovery of loans and advances made by Government 
toa Panchayat is governed by section 60 of the Panchayat Act. It reads thus: 
“ Government shall be entitled to recover in the manner provided in cub-section (3) 
of section 38 of this Act or by suit any loan or advance made to a Panchtyat for any 
purpose to which the funds may_be applied under this Act.” And section 38 sab- 
section (3) in turn says that the Director with the sanction of Government can only 
make a direction for the payment to the person having custody of the funds. 

If this clause is intended to be applicab'e to the Panchayat, how could the two 
provisions relating to the same matter be reconciled} It is a well known principle of 
law that when there is a general and a special provision rela*ing to the same matter, 
it is the special provision that prevails. So this clause, as it is cannot be mate 
applicable to a Panchayat though it is intended to ~pply. Then there is another 
great principle involved in clause 5 and that is this. There is an attempt in clause 5 
to oust the jurisdiction of the Court, which section 60 of the Panchayat Act has 
avoided. In the Panchayat Act there isa provision for suit as well. Here the 
executive action of Government seems to be supreme. It is a matter for serous 
consideration for the Law Department how far this provision is legal and proper. 
In adispute between two parties one ought not to be allowed to take the law into 
one’s own hand, That isa wholesome principle to be followed even in respect of a 
case when the State isa party, But clause 5 makes the executive action of Govern- 
ment supreme. So suitable provision has to he made modifying the existing provi- 
sions and making it more legal and proper. With these observations, I agree that 
the Bill may be referred to a Select Committee.

The Travancore-Cochin Places of Public Resorts Bill 


Minister for Industries, Excise and Local-Self Government [Sri. N. Kunju- 
yaman]: I beg to introduce the Travancore-Cochin Places of Public Resorts Bill, 

Minister for Finance and Revenue {Sri. A. J. John]: | second the motion, 

Mr. Deputy Speaker: The Bill is introduced. 
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Sri. Ambet Eachare Menon: This Government had oft and on, in season 
and out of season, inside the House and outside, expressed, following the direction 
of Gandhiji, that their policy would be to raise the status and enlarge the powers of 
the self-geverning bodies. {[ am not unmindful of their installing an autocrat in the 
person of a clerk in the Panchayat and flouting thus the spirit of what the Father of 
the Nation desired to have in the lowest unit in the scheme of democratiza‘ion. 
Thev lose no opportunity in lowering the status of the self-governing bodies. This 
Bill is no exception. In Clause 1{, they have allowed a Sub-Inspector to ride 
roughshod over the orders of the executive authority of a municipality behind his 
back, They ought at least to have directed the policeman and bring the situation 
to the notice of the license: before he nullifies the licence himself. I therefore 
request the Select Committee to add in the clause between. ‘danger to the Public” 


and “to prevent further use,” the words “to draw the attention of the Executive 
authority if it is a Municipality”, 





In C'auce 12, this Government have gone a step further, In the existing 
Cochin Act X of 1097, the power to call for and examine the records of any pro- 
ceedings taken under the Act and to pass any order is vested in the Government 
under section 12 of the Act. But in this Bill, by clause 12, that power has been 
proposed to be rel-gated to the District Magistrate and thus lower the status of the 
self governing bodies. Sir, this is the way they are exercising the mandates of the 
Father of the Nation. I request the Select Committee to consider this gravely and 


add at the beginning of section 12, the words, “The Government, if it is in a 
Municipality, or”. 


_ dL implore the Government not to mention the name of Mahatmaji if they have 

no idea of carrving out his commandment without fail. 
_ Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: | wish to support this Bill, but at the same 
time, I with to know whether ex-ert legal opinion has been taken regarding the 
legality of some of the provisions which restrict the right of free association 
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guaranteed by the Constitution by article 19(4)—the right to ass-citte freely without 
arms. I am afraid that some of the provisions of this Rill aporar to infrinze 
that fundamental right. 1 am not quite sure. There have been ample prov'sions 
in the other Actsand itis good that it comes in th: codified form ae it is pre- 
sented to us, but in the new context, how jt will affsct us will have to be 
clarified. The Advocate-General would be able to enlighten us on the legali'y of 
it next day. If the other honourable members of this House are not afflicted by 
any question of legality, of course, the Bill mav be passed earlier. If it is going to 
be passed earlier, J wish he will be able to tell us something about it next time. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Why docs Mr. Tampi zaise the question of legality? 
What provisions has he in view > 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: I have in mind the sections in which it is 
authorised that a licence has to be applied for and a licence can be cancelled in respect 
of meeting in an enclosed space. Secondly, I have in mind the penalty attached ta 
assembling in a place without a licence. These thirgs are a direct infringement, 
according to me, of the right to associate, guaranteed to every citizen of this great 
republic.

Service conditions of Private Secondary School Teachers—

Read:—I. Letter dated the 16th December 1949 from the President of the 
All Travancore Private Secondary School Teacher’s Association forwarding resolu- 
tions passed at its meeting held on 26th November 1949 and copies of the resolu- 
tions from the several branch associations, 
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2. Letter dated 7th August 1950 from the Director of Public Instruction 
forwarding certain proposals. 


Order:—ED7-12021/49, dated 19th August 1950 


For sometime past, the question of improving the condition of the teachers of 
the Secondary schools under private managements was engaging the attention of 
Government. They were therefore examining the various aspects of the question 
especially the financial commitments involved. They have also considered the 
demands made by the All Travancore Teachers Association, The Director of 
Public Instruction was thereupon asked to submit concrete proposals in this behalf, 
The proposals received from the Director of Public Instruction were examined by 
Government and as a result of discussions with the representatives of the Teachers 
and‘the Managers certain conclusion have been reached. Government have accepted 
these conclusions and are pleased to order as follows:— 

1. Security of Service.—It is necessary that the teachers should be guaranteed 
security of service and healthy service conditions, The present provisions in the 
Education Code in this respect haveto be enforced, The rules also have to be 
amplified. The rules in the amplified form are annexed to this proceedings as 
Appendix A. 

2. Scales of pay.—It is considered that a uniform scale of pay and Dearness 
allowance should be introduced. The scales of pay and dearness allowance for the ~ 
various categories of teachers as. given below are ordered:— 

i. Headmasters ef High schools—Rs. 150-10/2-200. Headmasters whose 
appointments are sanctioned by the department as a special case owing to speci 
citcumstances will not however be placed im the scale proposed for Headmasters 
generally; but will only be given an allowance of Rs. 20 p. m. in the case of small 
institutions and Rs, 30 p.m. inthe case of large institutions. This is not however 
intended to apply to Headmasters who are appointed with special sanction on the 
ground of superior qualification and intrinsic merit. A Headmaster should have 
put in'at least seven years of minimum service as a graduate teacher before he is 
appointed as headmaster, — 

- i Graduate teachers iucluding language teachers with equivalent quali- 
fication~Rs. 45-5/1-150 bar at Rs. 70 for untrained graduates, 

iti, Graduate Headmasters of Middle schools—Rs. 45-5; 1-75, (An allow- 
ance of Re. 10 will be granted for undergraduate teachers who are permitted to 
function as Headmasters of Middle schools, provided they have reached the maxi- 
mum in the scale.) 

Dearness allowance.—Dearness allowance at the rate of 15 per cent of the salary 
subject to the minimum of Rs. 15 will be sanctioned. ad 

3. Payment of Salary. Salary will be guaranteed to the teachers by the 
Department at the sens aa scales. The salary bill of the teachers will be pre- 
sented by the Managers to the Inspecting Officer on the prescribed date. Managers 
will draw the salary of the teachers and disburse it to them immediately and get 
their acquittance. Any case of failure to do so will be noted_by the Department 
and will be treated as defalcation of Government money. Where such irregulari- 
ties occur the Department will decide that thereafter the payment of salary to the 
teachers with respect to that institution shall be made direct by the Department in 
the sense that such money will not go into the hands of the manager, Copy of the 
acquittance will have to be sent to the Inspecting Officer within a period of 10 days 
from the date of receipt of the money. 
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Fee Income.—A margin of 20 per cent out of the fee income will be allowed 
to the management for incurring expenditure under contingencies. Contingent 
expenditure will include pay of all employees other than teachers office expenses, 
equipment under library and Laboratory, purchase and repair of furniture, main- 
tenance of school buildings, contribution to teachers Provident Fund, audit fee, etc, 
The balance amount will be remitted into Government Treasuries to the credit of 
the Education Department. The money so remitted will come into a common pool 
intended as a fund for the payment of salaries to teachers. The deficit, if any, will 
be met by the Department. The accounts of the school including contingent expen- 
ses will be audited by Government. 

Provident Fund.—Contribution to the Teachers Provident Fund will be com- 
pulsory and will be at the rate of 9 pies in the rupee to be contributed by the 
manager and an equal amount contributed by the teacher and an equal amount by 
the Department. 

The above orders regarding fee income, salary to teachers, etc., will apply to 
training schools also. But the Headmasters of Training schools will be placed ona 
par only with the graduate teachers of High schools. 

The suggestion of the Director of Public Instruction to implement the scheme 
from ist September 1950 is accepted. He is requested to take emergent steps in 
the matter by issuing necessary instructions to the Managers as well as departmental 
officers. 

The Director of Public Instruction will forward lists in triplicate of the staff of 
the private Secondary schools showing details of the service, qualification, scales of 
pay and actual pay now being drawn by the teachers.

APPENDIX A 


Rules relating to the service of teachers employed in Recognised 
schools under Private Management 


1. As soon asa teacher is appointed in a sanctioned school the Manager 

shall immediately issue a provisional appointment order to the teacher giving: 
(a) The nature of the post and the period of probation if any, 
(b) The scale of pay 
(<) Conditions of termination of service, 

and shall file a copy signed by the teacher in the school records. 

This appointment order is to be reckoned as an agreement and will not be 
affected by any change in the management. ; ; 

The Manager shall also forward immediately three copies of the appointment 
order to the Inspecting Officer (viz,, Division Inspector of schools, Inspectress o 
Girls Schools, Inspector of Primary and Middle Schools as the case may be) for 
approval. These orders should also bear the signature of the teachers concerned. 
After approval, one copy of the final order will be retained by the Inspecting 
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Officer, one will be forwarded to the Manager and the 3rd will be forwarded to the 
teacher through the Manager. The order shall be of the follawing form.

2. Teachers appointed in acting vacancies shall be entitled to vacation 
salary provided their term of service previous to the vacation extends to not 
less than 8 months. This rule will not however apply to training vacancies. When an 
appointment is made for a new class, division or in the long leave vacancy of a teacher, 
the appointment should be for the period ending with the re-opening of schools in 
May-June next. The period should not be terminated before the closing of the schools 
with a view to save the vacation salary. 

3. The services of a teacher shall not be terminated either by himself or by 
the management without the previous sanction of the department, 

4, In the event of gross misconduct on the part of a teacher as calls for action 
under the rules of the Code, the Manager may, pending enquiry and without 
notice, place the teacher under suspension. All such enquires shall be completed 
by the Manager within a fortnight and a report on the subject forwarded to the 
Inspecting officer: The teacher should be reinstated with all benefits, if the depart- 
ment finds that the decision of the Manager is not justifiable. 

5. Incases of suspension the Manager shall furnish the teacher with s state- 

ment of charges levelled against him and call upon him to submit his explenation in 
writing for each of these charges. The teacher shall be allowed time of one week from 
the date of receipt of the communication asking for his explanation. In the event 
of such explanation not being sent up within the said period of one week, the 
Manager may proceed in the matter without further delay. 

6. Salaries to teachers shall be paid not later than the tenth of the succeeding 
month and the necessary stamped receipts obtained in the school acquittance roll, 

7. The duties of teachers shall consist of teaching in classes, preparation of 
notes, supervision during play hours, supervision at school and public examinations, 
etc., and such other items of work as the Headmaster of the school might from 
time to time allot to them. Teachers shall not undertake private tution or any 
other extra work likely to be prejudicial to the discharge of their legitimate school 
work without the written permission of the Department on the recommendation of 
the Manager. 

8. An appeal shall lie to the Director against the orders of the Inspecting 
officer in regard to any dispute between the teacher and the Manager, that- might 
be referred to him. Such appeal shall be preferred within thirty days of the receipt 
of the Inspecting officers orders and the Director's decision oa the matter shall be 

al. 
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_ 9. Applications for appointments under Government or private schools or for 
service elsewhere from teachers employed in a private school should not be sent 
except through the Manager of that school. 

. 10. A teacher newly entertained may remain on probation for one year on the 
expiry of which term he shall be confirmed if his work and conduct are satisfactory. 

11: The minimum salary scale of pay shall be the one prescribed by the 
department. 

12, Private school teachers are eligible for 15 days casual leave as in depart- 
mental schools. 

13. Private school teachers are eligible for a months privilege leave on half pay 
once in two years (subject to departmental approval). The question of accommod- 
ation of leave is not contemplated. Women teachers are eligible for maternity leave 
for two months on half salary. 

14. Teachers salary shall always be the first charge on the fee income of the 
school. - 

15. A teacher shall be eligible for the appointment as Headmaster of a High 
school only if he has put in a minimum approved service of seven years as a teacher 
in a High school. Appointment of Headmasters shall be according to seniority 
provided that variations to this rule are made only after giving reasons and obtaining 
the previous approval of the Department. 


16. In Corporate Management schools, a regular All State seniority list should 
be maintained and promotions as Headmasters made according to seniority with the 
proviso in ‘15’ above. The list should be made available to the department when- 
ever demanded. 


17. The Headmaster shall collect fees as per Departmental rules with the help 
of the class teacher. The Collection should be remitted by the Headmaster not 
later than the close of the next working day (in the Treasury or a Bank approved by 

_ the Department). 

18. The Headmaster shall be responsible for the proper maintenance of a cash 

book on the lines followed in Departmental schools.

term of office of Municipal Councillors and Chairmen is extended un to November 
1952, My amendment is that, it may be extended only up to Ju'y 1951. Accord- 
ing to the existing Municipalities Act and Corporation Act franchise is based upon 
property right and without modifying those Acts we have affirmed by th's Bill that 
elections to the District Municipalines and City Corporation shoud be based on 
adult franchise. According to the preamble elections to the Municipal Councils and 
the Council of the Corporation of Trivandrum are to be held on the basis of adult 
franchise and the electoral rolls for elections to the said Councils have to he on the 
basis of the electoral rol's for the State Legislative Assembly. Now there need be 
no serious coNsideration on the question of franchise because it has already been 
decided. Therefore what the Government has to do is only to modify this section 
relating to elections in these Acts and realign the wards. [t is a well known fact that 
general elections in India are to take place by March or April and it has been 
announced that the electoral rolls on the basis of adut franchise is prepared for the 
whole State and will be available in the near future. Therefore there may b2 
absolutely no difficulty for the Government for the preparation of voters’ ist for that 
elections. It will not require additional labour. Therefore there is no necessity 
to extend the period of the Chairmen and the Municipal Councillors for a period 
of two years. If we limit, it up to Ist July 195], Government must reasonably be 
expected to hold the elections by that time. Itis not advisable on any account to 
extend the period of elected membzrs by executive orders. That will give room for 
undesirable developments and affect prejudicially the ind-pendence of those elected 
members, On principle we must allow only a minimum time required to make the 
necessary changes for conducting the election, This can be done in three or four 
months but as a matter of caution I have put it as nine months. With these words 
I move my amendment.

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, [ very strongly support Mr. Nataraja Pillai” 
amendment. The grounds alleged by the Hon'ble Minister seems to be absolutely 
untenable, Now the elections to the Municipalities have to be conducted shortly 
Here is a proposal giving power to extend the elections for two full years. We have 
to see where is the justification for it. Now, it is alleged that we should have here- 
after Municipal Bodies constituted on the basis of adult franchise. If that is not 
possible within a reasonable period, I cannot understand why we should not recon- 
stitute the Municipalities under the exi ting law. I can understand the Hon'ble 
Minister coming forward with a proposal to extend it by six months, so that we 
could have elections on the bass of an enligttened franchise. But he now wants 
us to extend the life of these Municipali ies—though he mey say that it is only from 
time to time far iwo years, We have not committed ourselves anywhere that elec- 
tions to the Municipalities wil be only on the basis of adult franchise, In the 
absence of any such provision, simply because it may not be -possible to have 
elections to the Legislature by April, the elections to the Municipalities need not be 
put off, An-i-tegrated Municipalities Act is not such a frightful thing that we can- 
not des} with it in two or three months. We know how Bills are rushed here. -They 
could have introduced it in this Session itself, had they cared. That shows that 
they do not do things in time. They may say that it is all for making political 
capital, The Ministers have got that word in their dictionary and in the absence of 
any other thing they résort to it. It is not for political capital or for any nonsense 
of that kind. [heard the Hon'ble Minister saying that even the elections to the 
Legislatures may not be held in April, I take it, Sir, that it is going to happen.

Then, again, Sir, let us not provide for such indiscriminate extension. | Let us 
provide for an extension till July 1951. If the Ministers in spite of their indifferency 
come to this House and say that they were not able to conduct the elections be 
then, there is nothing preventing this House to give a further period of extension. 
Let us not even now allow them to extend the elections till 1952 November, Per- 
sonally speaking I am against any extension. But if at all the Ministers want it, it 
can only be till July 1951, in the first instance. If on the other hand the Ministers 
are insistent that they must have time till November 1952, it is better that the Bilt 
tself is withdrawn and we have elections under the existing law.

P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, the Hon'ble Minister has made a statement 
countering my argument that it will be possible to have an election conducted before 
July and advanced the argument that it is not possible to conduct it earlier than 
November 1952. All the arguments the Hon’ble Minister advanced will equally 
apply to the date November 1952. If the voters lists are not there by that time the 
election will not be conducted, and if difficulties are felt, the election will not be 
conducted. The point is that there are certain duties to be done before the election 
can be conducted. I say that those duties could be done within nine months. But 
for that purpose the Hon'ble Minister wants time till November 1952. He never 
adduced any argument that it could not be done within nine months and he has 
practically admitted that the Electoral Rolls are available and will be published by 
April. ‘Taking that argument that preliminary rolls of the voters will be ready two 
months before voting, there is absolutely nothing standing in the way of having the 
election conducted in July. So the ground taken up does not appear to be sound. 
LT have only to say that the line now taken up is dictated by political exigency, 
particularly so where there are no valid grounds to back the proposal of Government. 
The executive Government wants to exercise control over the Municipalities. I 
purposely avoided mentioning that reason because | thought that this difficulty will not 
come. ‘Therefore I fixed 9 months to have the elections conducted by the Ministry. 
But the Government wants an executive right to extend the time of the members of 
the Municipalities for any term up to two years, so that they can have an illegal 
influence and control over them. That is a political end, Iam forced to advance 
that argument in the face of the argument advanced by the Hon'ble Minister. He 
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{Sri, K. P, Nilakanta Pillai] . 

said that the country will not be in a position to have the election before two years, 
They wanttd have wide control and exercise a kind of influence over these 
Municipal Councils. As pointed out by one Hon'ble Member, there is absolutely 
nothing wrong in having the elections to the District Municipalities conducted under 
the existing law. There is nothing standing in the way of that. On the other hand 
without allowing popular right to be exercised, they are now taking a right to extend 
the term of office of elected members. For the conduct of the general election they 
want the Municipalities under their control and therefore they want to extend it by 
two years. The immoral content of that clause will be apparent when we see it in 
this light. If however, that argument is accepted they may postpone the election 
further. The clause says: that Government may from time ‘to time advance or 
postpone the elections. This is an undesirable kind of' influence which they may 
exercise over the country and that should not be allowed. J hope the House will 
realise the real purpose behind the Bill and vote for my amendment.

(Extension) Bi'l be passed.

In the light of this what is to be done now ? 
Mr. Speaker: The motion before the House is that the Bill be passed. 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir this is a Bill which goes against the general prin 
ciples of sound legislation. Already we adopted some time back a piece of legis~ 
lation, namely extending the term of the District Municipalities Bill by one year or 
two. It seems the period of that Bill may expire in Medam next or so. The same 
arguments were put forward by the Minister in charge of the Bill for extending the 
term of that Bill. The question of adult franchise, and similar ideas were referred 
to. But the real point was not touched by him. Now there are a large number of 
Bills already betore the House and this Bill also could have come. But that has not 
happened. There is something like priority in these matters. I ask, where is the 
Bill for integration of laws; where is the Bill for adult franchise and soon. Such 
Bills could have come even during the last session. That time having passed, at 
least in this session that could have been brought by Government, Nothing like 
that so far, They say they want to draft Bi.ls of that kind: I do not know what 
the draftsmen are doing. That is one thing. Then I ask what is the implication 
of the step that is now proposed? Our existing laws provide for three years term 
of the Manicipal Bill: We ask the residents of the Municipality, the voters of the 
Municipality, to have their representatives for a period of 3 years: Now those 3 
years are over: Extension for one moré year is reasonable. But we give two more 
years extension. Practically we are doubling the period for which the representatives 
were elected simply because we have the power to legislate. But that power is to be 
exercised reasonably... I can understand extension for a reasonable duration. But 
here we are really doubling the period. Insteal of 3 years we are keeping the 
Municipality for 6 years. Do the Ministers fora moment consider this aspect 
of the matter? This is what I put to them in this House. This is a very serious 
matter. If they are not able to bring the necessary Bills for our consideration, | 
ask why this ado? Elections are to be held under the existing law. Well, we know 
for a fact that incertain Municipalities there is confusion and lot of troubles. 
Kottayam Municipality is an instance in point. Any person can reasonably judge 
whether that Municipal Council is composed of real representatives. Whether the 
voters there are really represented in it is the question, We know there is a lot of 
eénfusion, communal trouble in a body of that kind. The vaters boycotted the 
elections there and others were got in. We can say that that was not the proper way 
of elections. Kottayam Municipality does not represent the bulk of the voters as at 

resent stands. But I do not blame any person for it. But such things did happen. 
ft is such conditions that should be borne in mind when we haphazardly extend the 
term of the Councils. In Attingal also the same thing happened more or less. In 
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Trivandrum the term is for 4 years. What right have we apart from the consent of 
the voters to exterid the period by two years. Itis now sought to be made out that 
the term can be extended as the authorities like, One can understand if a period is 
fixed with reference to certain considerations. _It is not a thing to be done without 
any meaning. The period of 3 years is considered to be a proper period for re- 
presentation. The voters of that body should be allowed to express their opinion at 
the end of that period. There is no need for legislation providing for the recall of 
members, Suppose a large number of members in a Municipality become un- 
popular; 1 ask what is the remedy for the voters thereof ?_ Accordrng to the present 
intentions of Government the citizens of the Municipality have no remedy. Those 
representatives may continue. We have now to say that they will continue for 6 
yeats. That is the effect of this Bill. It is absolutely unreasonable. If the Minister 
thinks that he wants extension by two years, why not gracefully agree to the present 
Jaws being operative at once when elections are to be held. | Let the Minister take 
his own time leisurely to bring in a new law. Two years is too long a period to be 
ignored. That is why I oppose this Bill. If the Government cannot agree for one 
year extension of the Bill, we have to oppose their aim in a vehement manner. 
There is absolutely no justification for extending the term by two years. Let the 
jormal Jaw take its place. That is another reason why I oppose this Bill. Again I 
say that this is the only provision in this Bill. If there were other provisions I can 
understand. There are no other matters excepting this. Therefore my position is 
quite legitimate and as far as that view is concerned the learned Minister may say 
that he does not value other people’s opinions. Certainly | may tell him I do not 

- expect himto value my opinions. But my opinions are mine. They are not for 
particular advantages; they are not for personal ends. All that | say I say in the in- 
terests of the State. The Minister will do well to realise that. There is no point 
in saying that he expressed his views and that he cares a two pence for that. There 
may be Ministers not caring for my views. Anyway that will not affect my views, 
I hope this House will seriously consider the implications of what it is doing. It 
will be betraying the trust reposed in them by the electors, if they are considered as 
elected members. But they are not. We know there is a duty cast onus. So I 
oppose the third reading of this Bill. 


Sri P. Balakrishnan Tampi: May I ask, is the hon'ble member aware that 
a majority of the members of the Central Legislature were elected more than 5 years 
ago? Does the member know that in view of particular circumstances _ prevailing 
in the country even the elections of the Central Legislature were postponed ? 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: I can understand that and’ there was a reason for it. 
But I consider what they did was wrong and we are not to consider the merits or 
demerits of that.

The Travancore-Cochin Places of Public Resorts Bill 
My. Speaker: Yesterday while the Travancore-Cochin Places of Public 


Resorts Bill was introduced in the House, the legal aspect of the question was refer. 
red to by some hon'ble members. A suggestion was made that the Advocate- 
General may be asked to give his opinion. [ would call upon the Advocate-General 
to explain the position. 

Advocate-General (Sri. Thaikat N. Subramonia Iyer): Sir, the question 
that has been mooted for the consideration of this House is as to whether the prin- 
ciples in the Travancore-Cochin Places of Public Resorts Bill could in any manner 
and to any extent affect the Fundamental Rights-guaranteed under the Indian Con- 
stitution. 
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Sri. Taikad N. Subramonia Iyer: Sir, the question to be considered is 
as to whether any of the Fundamental Rights, particularly the right of free assemblly 
that has been guaranteed under Art. 19 of the Indian Constitution is hit by any- 
thing contained in the Bill now before the House. The Hon'ble House will be 
pleased to remember the wording of Art. 19 clause (b) which reads thus; 


. “All citizens shall have the right to assemble peaceably and without arms” 
There is however a proviso by way of explanation to the declaration of Fundamental 
Rights, in clause 3 of that Article. It reads thus:—~ 

“Nothing in sub-clause (b) of the said clause shall affect the operation of any 
existing law in so far as it imposes, or prevent the State from making any law 
imposing, in the interests of public order, reasonable restrictions on the exercise of 
the right conferred by the said sub-clause”. 


A historical retrospect of the Fundamental Rights guaranteed by the Constitution 
would convince everybody that the declaration of Fundamental Rights has been 
borrowed, if I may use the expression, from Amendments 1, 5 and 14 to the 
American Constitution. The wording im amendment | of the American Consti- 
tution runs practically on the same lines and contains the identical idea. This 
guarantee of free assemblage for a purpose, was designed in order that there may 


be free exchange of opinion, free exchange of ideas and liberty for the citizens to” 


consort together in any place, for a commonweal. It-is however to be noticed that 
despite the guarantee in the American Constitution, restrictions in regard to the 
piace of assemblage have been provided in America from very early times. Just to 
illustrate that idea I would’ invite the attention of the Hon'ble House to the state- 
ment of the law in America. One passage in Mutual Film Corporation V. Ohio 
Industrial Commission, 236. United States Reports p. 230 may be read—It is 
well settled that the State in the exercise of its police power and power of taxation, 
may, except in so far as it is restrained by the organic law, regulate theatres, shows 
and public resorts and may require from the person or persons conducting the same 
the payment of a licence fee or tax. This power to regulate and license places o 

p ublic amusement or resort may be exercised directly by the State or it may be and 
often is delegated to and exercised by Municipal Corporations. 


Whether a reasonable Festriction in the grant of licenses for resort to places of 
public entertainment will not in its essence hit the Fundamental Rights guaranteed 
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by the American Constitution has been the subject of the decisions reported in 236 
United States Reports just now referred to. There isa more recent case on the 
subject, Hague versus Committee for Industrial Organisation, a decision of Justice 
Roberts of the American Court reported in 307 United States Report, page 496. 
The American Jurists thought there was an essential distinction between the 
guarantee of individual personal rights of a citizen and restrictions imposed in the 
name of public convenience, public order or tranquillity in order to direct or 
control places of such resort. I would respectfully invite the attention of this 
House to the object that has been laid down under Art. 19 of the Constitution 
and the necessary resultant by the Proviso contained in 19 (3). Reasonable restri- 
ctions in the name of public order are the words on which emphasis has been laid. 
It is not so much having that right, as the ordered control of that right. It is 
a restriction not upon the individual but one placed upon the place as such. 
The rights guaranteed by the Constitution are in their very nature inherently 
personal. None of the personal rights are affected by the Bill. It is the right over 
the places that is sought to be controlled. A line of distinction has to be drawn 
between the place as such and the persons who resort to that place. 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Now may I draw the attention of the Advocate 
General to clause 11 of the Bill before the House? To that extent the individual 
right of the citizens to assemble is infringed. That aspect has to be elucidated. 


Sri. Taikad N. Subramonia Iyer: 1 may answer that question after 
a few preliminary observetions. I was at the question as to whether the general 
or reasonable restriction is consonant with the spirit underlying the rights guaranteed 
by the Constitution. In the English Law also from very early times as I have been 
able to see, there have been restrictions for running theatres, entertainments, 
gymnasia and such institutions and licenses granted for using certain places. They 
are the subject matter of various legislative enactments in that area. Before I give 
an answer to the question raised by Mr. Tampi ] would invite the attention of the 
House to legal restrictions in regard to human rights from the observations of a 
very famous author Dicey. In his Law of the Constitution at page 279, 1945 edition 
he puts the legal position thus. 


“The limitation or restrictions which arise from the paramount necessity for 
preserving the King’s Place, whatever their extent—and as to their exact extent some 
fair doubt exists—in reality nothing else than restraints which for the sake of preserv- 
ing the place, are imposed upon the ordinary freedom of individuals.” 


. The principle has been so clearly expounded by the learned author. In 
India, the question as to what will be a reasonable restriction has come up for con- 
sideration, [ am aware that the question that has been put by my learned friend 
Mr. Balakrishnan Tampi to the effect if restrictions such as would be a negation of 
the rights granted by the Constitution would be bad in law. There is no doubt on 
that point. This aspect of the question has been fully dealt with in a recent case, 
viz., Dr. N. B. Khare v. the State of Delhi reported in 1950 A. I. R. October Part. 
The legality of Mr. Khare’s externment from the Punjab was fully dealt with in 
that case. The leading judgment was written by the Chief Justice Kania. He was of 
the view that these reasonable restrictions were designed with a view to conserve the 
rights granted in the Constitution and to the extent that thev are reasonable and 
agreeable to the objectives of the legislative enactment they will be valid, and ¢f they 
run counter to the rights granted in the Constitution they would be ultra vires. 
Yesterday, during the course of a talk with some esteemed members of this House a 
similar case reported in the September part of the A.1.R. 1950 was referred to. 
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The case had a bearing on Article 19 (b) of the Constitution, “‘ Cross Roads" was 
a newspaper published in Bombay. In that newspaper certain caustic remarks and 
criticisms were made on the administration of the Madras Province. The Madras 
Ministry thought that there was a good deal of untruth in the comments made, 
The Ministry thought out ways and means by which this menace could be averted, 
They passed an order prohibiting the entry of any copy of the “Cross Roads” into 
the Province. The matter was taken to the Supreme Court. Four out of the five 
judges were of the view that reasonable restrictions could be had where public order 
was affected and where public tranquillity was affected. Public Order concerned the 
Provinces and States and Public Tranquillity was the concern of the Centre. But 
Mr. Justice Fazal Ali did not see eye to eye with his colleagues in making a distinc 
tion between public order and public tranquillity. I merely mention that as an 
illustration to show that in the interests of public order restrictions could be had, 
Therefore, my humble view, on the authority of decisions of cases in England, 
India and America is that restrictions can be imposed in regard to places of 
public resort or entertainment. These are merely reasonable restrictions on the 
exercise of the rights that are granted by the Constitution, There is an essential 
distinction between the existence of aright and the exercise of a right. When 
reasonable restrictions are made the existence of the right is accepted as the basis of 
the exercise of the same. In that view, it appears to me, Sir, that the Constitution 
framed this provision having in mind the extent and scope within which the statute 
must function. If it were not so, restrictions upon motor vehicles, hackney carriages, 
regulation of trade and commerce, regulation of public order and morality, will be in 
escence inroads into fundamental rights. Therefore it is just and necessary to draw 
a line of distinction between existence and exercise of fundamental rights. The 
point at which the existence of a right is assumed, the regulation of that right begins, 
It appears to me that in several jurisdictions there are laws which regulate and res- 
trict places of entertainment, without touching even the fringe of fundamental rights 
granted by the Constitution.. It appears to me, therefore, that article 19 (1) which” 
guarantees free assemblies is not hit by the Bill that is before the House. In regard.” 
to clause 11 of which Mr. Tampi made a pointed reference I have only to submit 
this: An authority has been created for the purpose of regalating congregations by 
this Bill, ‘The function of that authority is definitely limited within the framework 
which the Statute invests on the person. A magistrate has got the right to msist on 
the original purpose for which a license is granted and it does not mean that the 
magistrate is to Sit in judgment on the merits on which a license has been granted 
or whether a license may be granted with certain conditions. It is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that several licenses are revoked in the ordinary work-a-day world, 
It will be open to any grantor to revoke a license 1f the conditions under which that 
particular license has been granted have not been adhered to. This is nothing 
more than the exercise of reasonable restrictions. It would appear that that clause 
does not hit any fundamental rights granted by the Constitution. It is a matter for 
consideration whether in essence and substance this clause is an infraction of per- 
sonal rights. In my humble view there is no such infraction. No impediment in 
law disables the House from going on with the merits of the legislation, 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: May I know whether it would be right to 
invest any authority with the power to prevent the further use of such a place for 
the purpose of re-assembling. That is, whether a magistrate would not infringe the 
fundamental rights in preventing the further use of that hall for free assembly in 
revoking a licence ? 
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Sri. Taikad N. Subramonia Iyer: The very limitations of that grant, and 
the circumstances on which the grant has been made would certainly make it neces- 
sary to have that grant revoked. That is the law regarding the ordinary grant of 
licence. You grant a licence to aman to build upon your premises, you allow a 
particular person to trade in a particular variety of goods, and when you find an in- 
fraction of the grant and you find a substantial breach of the conditions under which 
the license has been granted, the grant is revoked. There is nothing to hit the 
fundamental rights in the clause. 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: May I point out that by revoking a licence 
granted to a particular’ person the rights of the people who assemble there is in- 
fringed ? ; 

Sri. Taikad N. Subramonia Iyer: Supposing the building is in a dangerous 
condition and may topple down at any moment. To deny power to the authority © 
recall that license would. I submit, give rise to serious consequences endangering 
public safety. Therefore, it may be necessary to provide for recalling or revoking 
the licence.
